PREFACE. 


The  following  work  is  printed  substantially  as  it  was  left 
by  its  author,  the  Hon,  Robert  Safford  Hale,  LL.D.,  who 
died  in  December,  1881.  The  first  sixteen  pages  w^ere 
printed  in  the  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical 
Register  for  October,  1881,  and  were  the  last  results  of 
his  investigations  of  the  source  of  the  family  in  England. 
As  the  manuscripts  of  Mr.  Hale  were  found  to  contain  a 
vast  amount  of  information  outside  of  a  mere  genealogical 
record,  it  was  deemed  best  to  give  to  the  world  the  total 
results  of  his  labors,  and  in  the  same  form  as  he  left  them. 
It  will  be  seen  that  he  departs  fi-om  tlie  usual  form  of 
tracing  one  branch  from  the  founder  to  the  latest  repre- 
sentatives of  that  branch  and  then  others  in  succession, 
and  that  he  mentions  successively  all  the  members  of  one 
generation  in  all  the  branches  before  proceeding  to  the 
next.  As  the  w^ork  is  written  with  so  much  clearness  and 
precision  the  reader  will  in  no  case  be  embarrassed  in 
tracing  any  one  branch  directly  to  the  founder.

TEIBUTES  TO  THE  MEMORY  OF  ROBERT  SAF- 
FORD  HALE  AT  THE  ANNUAL  MEETING  OF 
THE  REGENTS  OF  THE  UiNIVERSITY  OF  THE 
STATE  OF  NEW  YORK,  JANUARY  12,  1882. 


The  Chancellor  having  announced  the  death  of  Regent 
Rohert  S.  Hale  on  the  14:th  day  of  December,  1881,  Regent 
Curtis  presented  a  draft  of  a  Memorial  Minute  to  be  entered 
on  the  records  of  the  Board.     He  spoke  as  follows  : 

Regent  George  William  Curtis  : 

Too  often,  Mr.  Chancellor,  have  our  recent  annual  meetings 
been  saddened  by  the  commemoration  of  some  one  of  our 
number  departed.  But  during  the  time  of  my  connection  with 
the  Board  no  gi-eater  loss  has  befallen  it  than  that  which  we 
now  deplore  in  the  death  of  Robert  S.  Hale.  He  was  one  of 
the  men  whose  vitality  is  so  rich  and  sparkling,  whose  inter- 
ests are  so  varied,  and  whose  sympathies  so  generous,  that  their 
death  is  like  a  sudden  chill  at  midsummer.  His  alert  and  in- 
cisive intelligence,  his  quick  and  flashing  intellectual  grasp,  his 
blithe  courage  and  somewhat  aggressive  independence,  with  a 
cei'tain  lofty  and  amused  disdain  of  whatever  is  mean,  and  nar- 
row, and  low,  made  him  one  of  the  most  interesting  of  men. 

Add  to  this  his  affluent  humor,  his  mental  training,  his  gen- 
erous literary  taste  finely  cultivated,  and  his  memory  like  a 
well  ordered  arsenal,  in  which  every  weapon  of  every  calibre 
is  always  standing  in  its  place,  brightly  burnished  and  ready 
for  instant  use,  and  you  have  also  one  of  the  most  fascinating 
of  companions.  No  man  enjoyed  more  than  he  the  gaudium 
certaminis.  What  the  poet  makes  Ulj'sses  say  of  himself  he 
could  have  said, 

"  I  love  to  drink  delight  of  battle  with  my  peers." 

He  rode  into  every  intellectual  contest  armed  cap-a-pie.  He 
struck  no  foul  blow,  and  victor  or  vanquished  he  was  still  a 
knight  without  fear  and  without  reproach. 

He  was  a  lawyer  always  busily  engaged  in  the  practice  of  his 
profession.  But  he  had  that  high  public  spirit  and  patriotism 
which  was  natural  to  the  grandson  of  a  captain  of  minute 
men  who,  within  twenty-four  hours  of  the  news  from  Concord 
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and  Lexington,  mustered  his  company  of  fift^'^-foiir  men  out  of 
the  148  men  of  the  village  able  to  bear  arms,  and  paraded  them 
upon  tJie  village  green,  ready  to  march  to  the  field.  This 
blood  of  the  minute  man  always  beat  in  his  veins.  With  the 
alacrity  of  patriotism  he  repaired  to  every  public  post  to  which 
he  was  summoned,  and  there  with  entire  devotion  he  did  his 
duty.  The  courts  of  law  in  which  he  was  distinguished  on  the 
bench  and  at  the  bar  ;  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  in 
which  he  iitly  represented  the  pure  character,  the  high  intelli- 
gence and  the  simple  republican  manners  of  a  great  rural  con- 
stituency ;  the  national  and  international  tribunals  before 
which  he  successfully  maintained  the  rights  of  citizens  en- 
trusted to  him  by  the  government ;  the  community  in  which  he 
lived  res])ected  and  beloved  of  all  men  ;  the  home  consecrated 
by  that  holy  tenderness  of  affection  which  is  the  chief  glory 
and  consolation  of  human  life,  all  these  lament  our  friend. 

We  knew  him  especially  and  officially  in  his  relations  to  the 
care  of  the  higlier  education  of  the  State,  and  we  knew  the 
liberal  and  the  humane  spirit,  the  diligence  and  sagacity,  the 
ripe  experience  and  wide  knowledge  and  unflagging  interest 
with  whicli  his  duties  here  were  discharged.  We  blend  our 
sorrow  with  the  common  grief.  I  feel,  Mr.  Chancellor,  that 
I  speak  for  every  one  of  us  in  saying  that  I  liave  lost  not  only 
an  official  associate  by  whom  I  was  instructed,  but  a  personal 
friend  whom  I  loved. 

When  Eichard  Cobden  died,  his  adroit  and  untiring  antago- 
nist of  many  years,  the  late  Lord  Beaconslield,  then  Mr.  Dis- 
raeli, said  in  Parliament  with  pathetic  magnanimity  that  there 
were  certain  members  of  the  House  who,  having  been  once 
elected,  never  ceased  to  be  members.  Whether  elected  or  de- 
feated, afterward,  whether  seen  or  unseen,  living  or  dead,  their 
wisdom,  their  character,  their  public  service,  remained  a  pos- 
session of  Parliament  forever,  guiding  and  illuminating  Eng- 
land. In  these  familiar  and  friendly  councils  of  onrs  we  shall 
see  no  more  that  bright  and  active  presence,  nor  grasp  that 
kind  and  cordial  hand,  nor  hear  again  the  cheerful  music  of  a 
voice  that  is  still.  But  in  the  unfading  memory  of  that  opu- 
lent and  joyous  nature,  of  that  diligent  life  devoted  to  honora- 
ble ends,  of  that  enlightened  and  generous  and  tender  spirit, 
we  shall  feel  that  Robert  Hale  is  still  our  associate,  and  that 
though  dead  he  yet  speaketh. 

As  an  expression  of  the  feelings  of  this  Board  on  this  oc- 
casion, I  move,  Mr.  Chancellor,  the  adoption  of  the  following 
minute,  to  be  entered  on  the  records ;  and  that  a  copy  duly 
attested  by  the  signatures  of  the  Chancellor,  Yice-Chancellor 
and  Secretary  be  sent  to  tlie  family  of  the  deceased : 
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Memorial   Mixute. 

The  Board  of  Regents  desire  to  inscribe  upon  their  Records 
a  permanent  memorial  of  their  respect  and  affection  for  their 
late  associate,  Robert  S.  Hale,  and  of  their  grateful  recogni- 
tion of  his  important  public  services.  Mr.  Hale  was  born  in 
Vermont  sixty  yeai's  ago  and  graduated  at  the  University  of 
that  State.  He  then  taught  in  the  academy  at  Montpelier,  and 
began  at  Chelsea  in  Yermont  the  study  of  law  which  he  com- 
pleted at  Elizabethtown  in  Xew  York,  at  which  place  he 
entered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profession  after  his  admission 
to  the  bar  in  Albany  in  1847,  and  he  continued  in  that  prac- 
tice at  Elizabethtown  until  his  death.  In  185G  he  was  elected 
County  Judge  of  Essex  County  and  in  1859  a  Regent  of  the 
University.  In  IsGO  he  was  appointed  a  Presidential  elector, 
and  in  1865  he  was  elected  to  Congress.  In  1868  he  was  em- 
ployeil  as  special  counsel  of  the  Treasurj^  before  the  Couit  of 
Claims  of  the  United  States.  In  1870  he  was  nominated  as  a 
Judge  of  the  Court  of  Appeals,  but  with  the  majorit}^  of  his 
party  candidates  was  not  elected.  In  1871  he  was  appointed 
agent  and  counsel  of  the  United  States  before  the  mixed  Com- 
mission of  Claims  under  the  Treaty  of  Washington.  In  1873 
he  was  a^ain  elected  to  Congress  and  in  1876  he  was  appointed 
by  the  Legislature  one  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  State 
Survey. 

To  the  discharge  of  these  various  professional  and  public 
duties  Mr,  Hale  brought  a  singular  combination  of  powers. 
His  fine  natural  ability  was  admirably  trained  by  various  study 
and  accomplishments.  His  mind  was  as  accurate  as  it  was 
alert.  His  memory  was  a  treasury  of  well  ordered  knowledge. 
His  eloquence  was  clear,  forcible,  and  brilliant;  and  his  quick 
sympathies,  his  profuse  and  delightful  humor,  his  moral  earn- 
estness and  courage  made  him  one  of  the  most  deliglitful  of 
companions  as  he  was  one  of  the  most  jDcrsuasive  of  advocates 
and  most  upright  of  magistrates.  His  political  like  his  pro- 
fessional career  was  distinguished  by  that  independence  which 
is  as  rare  as  it  is  manly,  and  which  of  itself  is  a  public  influ- 
ence of  the  highest  character.  In  this  Board  Mr.  Hale's  ser- 
vice was  constant  and  efficient.  In  all  its  deliberations  his 
sound  judgment,  his  clear  perception  and  his  great  experience 
were  invaluable,  and  the  Board  are  but  too  sadly  conscious 
that  his  loss  cannot  easily  be  replaced. 

It  is  indeed  but  an  inadequate  expression  which  any  form  of 
words  could  suppiy  for  the  regret  of  this  Board  in  the  death  of 
b 
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Regent  Hale.  His  perfect  rectitude,  liis  admirably  trained 
powers,  his  joyousness,  and  courtesy  and  sympathy,  his  high 
public  spirit,  his  hearty  fidelity  to  every  duty,  united  to  form 
the  Christian  gentleman  M^hom  his  associates  can  never  forget 
nor  cease  to  deplore. 

Regent  Beevooet  : 

Mr.  Chancelloe;  After  the  glowing  and  well  deserved  trib- 
ute which  we  have  just  listened  to,  I  can  add  but  a  few  plain 
words  in  memory  of  our  recently  deceased  associate.  He  was 
but  a  few  years  my  senior  as  Regent,  and  as  my  acquaintance 
with  him  was  chiefly  as  one  of  our  Board,  I  may  speak  of  him 
only  in  that  capacity. 

However,  his  qualities  as  an  able  jurist  and  pure  public  ser- 
vant were  so  well  known  by  his  permanent  record  that  I  had 
learned  to  admire  virtues  which  every  year  seem  to  be  less 
appreciated,  and  to  have  almost  become  things  of  the  past.  I 
remember  not  ten  or  twenty  years  ago  wlien  men  of  that  stamp 
were  more  common,  and  without  any  reflection  on  our  present 
representative  men,  I  believe  that  the  number  of  men  like  the 
late  Robert  S.  Hale  is  less  than  then. 

As  I  said,  his  ability  as  one  of  our  Board,  fully  impressed 
with  the  duties  of  the  office,  was  the  chai'acteristic  that  most 
attracted  me.  His  clear  apprehension  of  an  involved  or  doubt- 
ful question  and  his  mode  of  clearing  it  up  was  simply  won- 
derful. This  faculty  no  doubt  ensured  him  success  in  his  pro- 
fession, but  it  was  also  of  inestimable  value  to  us  in  the  Board. 
His  pleasant  way  of  amending  a  written  rejDort  by  suggestive 
interlineations,  which  were  always  aptly  expressed  and  clearly 
worded,  can  never  be  forgotton. 

He  rarel}'  entered  into  the  discussion  of  a  question  unless 
well  prepared  to  maintain  and  enforce  his  views,  which  gener- 
ally proved  to  be  the  most  proper  and  best  adapted  to  settle 
the  matter  in  debate.  But  as  a  man  and  as  a  friend  he  was 
welcomed  by  all  who  came  in  contact  with  him.  His  hearty 
and  genial  greeting  were  enough  to  make  one  like  the  man, 
and  we  shall  miss  his  presence  and  this  warmth  of  companion- 
shi]3,  such  as  but  few  possess. 

He  was  unsparing  of  himself  in  work,  and  his  naturally 
robust  frame  yielded,  in  time,  to  the  demands  made  upon  it 
and  upon  the  active  energies  of  his  mind.  My  hope  is  that 
one  equally  capable  may  be  selected  to  fill  the  vacancy  his 
death  has  caused  in  this  Board. 
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Regent  Fitch  said  : 

Mr.  Chancellor  :  I  liad  intended  to  say  a  few  words  con- 
cerning our  late  friend,  Eobert  S.  Hale,  but  the  ground  has 
been  so  fully  and  so  ably  covered  by  the  gentlemen  who  have 
preceded  me,  that  I  should  refrain  from  adding  any  thino-  to 
that  which  has  been  said,  if  I  did  not  have  a  special  object  and 
feel  impelled  by  a  special  sense  of  duty  to  say  at  least  some- 
thing. It  is  the  first  time  since  I  have  been  a  member  of  the 
Board  that  I  have  been  thus  specially  constrained. 

To  me,  Mr.  Chancellor,  there  is  something  infelicitous  in  the 
rule  of  the  French  academy,  which  ordains  that  a  newly  chosen 
member  shall  deliver  a  panegyric  upon  the  one  whose  death 
has  made  his  election  possible.  The  laurel  is  intertwined  with 
the  cypress,  and  through  the  stateliest  strain  of  eulogy  for  the 
dead  there  seems  to  run  the  undertone  of  the  gratulation  of 
the  living.  Far  more  appropriate  is  it  that  the  associates  of 
the  one  who  has  departed,  whose  long  intimacy  and  kindred 
pursuits  with  him  give  them  the  warrant  to  speak,  should  pay 
to  his  memorj'  their  meed  of  affection  and  of  respect.  In  the 
gold  of  their  triVjute,  there  can  be  no  alloy  of  selfishness.  You 
have  heard  from  those  who  have  been  intimately  associated 
with  Judge  Hale  in  the  work  of  this  Board,  and  who  well 
knew  the  qualities  that  informed  his  being  and  conspired  in 
his  success.  The  words  they  have  spoken  are  words  of  beauty 
and  tenderness  and  truth,  but  no  words  can  be  too  graceful  or 
too  gracious  in  which  to  set  forth  the  truth  that  was  exemplified 
in  his  life  and  illustrated  in  his  career.  It  seems  proper  that 
a  younger  member  of  the  Board  should  supplement  these  words, 
however  feebly  and  unsatisfactorily  he  may  do  so.  If  I  cannot 
claim  any  great  inthnacy  with  Judge  Hale,  I  can  at  least 
express  my  sense  of  gratitude  to  him  for  aspirations  quickened, 
for  energies  stimulated,  and  for  some  excursions  with  him  into 
those  wide  realms  of  knowledge  which  he  so  freely  traversed 
with  assured  feet.  I  come  to  express  my  gratitude  as  from  a 
scholar  to  a  teacher,  and  I  frankly  say  that  from  such  inter- 
course, as  I  have  been  privileged  to  have  with  men  of  promi- 
nence, I  found  him  one  of  the  ablest  men  I  have  ever  met.  He 
was  singularly  well  equipped.  His  knowledge  ran  out  in  many 
different  directions.  As  a  lawyer  he  was  acute,  accurate  and 
profound  ;  as  a  jurist  he  was  learned,  discriminating  and  im- 
partial ;  as  a  legislator,  he  was  discreet,  able  and  conscientious  ; 
and  as  a  scholar  he  was  exceedingly  well  informed,  and  that  in 
several  departments  of  research  which  few  essay.  In  the  clas- 
sics and  in  English  literature  he  was  an  authority,  and  had 
made  thorough  studies  in  ethnology  and  archseology.     Gene- 
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alogy  had  a  supreme  attraction  for  liiin,  and  he  did  much  to 
revive  an  interest  in  it.  He  was  proud  of  his  Puritan  ances- 
try, and  had  an  earnest  faith  in  the  Puritan  principle ;  and, 
better  than  all,  liis  mental  structure  rested  upon  the  .firmest 
moral  basis.  In  all  the  walks  of  life  he  was  distinguished,  but 
his  various  accomplishments  were  ever  subordinated  to  the 
highest  moral  principle. 

He  lived  in  a  small  and  quiet  village,  scarcely  more  than  a 
tamlet,  in  the  northern  part  of  this  State.  There  has  always 
been  a  question  whether  men  who  ai-e  reared  within  the  fric- 
tion of  great  cities  have  the  better  opportunities  for  develop- 
ment, or  whether  they  may  become  stronger  or  more  robust 
from  constant  communion  with  the  sublimity  of  nature,  where 
the  great  peaks  lift  their  faces  to  the  skies  and  the  streams 
make  music  as  they  flow  toward  the  sea.  Be  this  as  it  may, 
Judge  Hale  chose  the  latter,  and  although  his  practice  extended 
through  many  counties  and  he  Avas  frequently  heard  before 
the  court  of  last  resort,  and  he  was  called  to  the  public  service 
at  both  the  State  and  national  capitals,  he  was  faithful  to  his 
early  chosen  residence  and  to  the  attachments  there  formed. 
He  has  spoken  to  me  of  his  mountain  home  with  enthusiasm 
and  with  reverence,  and  I  am  sure  that  he  found  among  the 
hills,  where  he  so  long  lived,  both  the  inspiration  to  intellectnal 
effort,  and  tlie  exhilaration  which  betrayed  itself  in  his  subtle 
humor  and  genial  temperament. 

And  now  one  other  reflection,  trite,  perhaps,  but  persuasive, 
occurs  to  me.  If  in  this  age  of  materialism,  we  can  find  no 
arguments,  capable  of  being  formulated  with  mathematical  pre- 
cision, with  which  to  enforce  our  conviction  of  immortality,  we 
have  something  better  than  argument,  upholding  and  strength- 
ening our  faith,  in  the  life  and  character  of  such  a  man  as 
Judge  Hale.  We  refuse  to  believe  that  his  mighty  mind  has 
crumbled  into  nothingness.  No  infidel  philosophy  permits  us 
to  say,  in  the  hushed  chamber  of  our  grief,  that  the  voice  of 
our  friend  is  silenced  forever,  or  that  his  brilliant  gifts  have 
been  eternally  eclipsed  by  the  shadow  of  the  tomb.  We  know 
better.  As  the  midnight  sun  of  the  Arctic  zone  just  dips  below 
the  horizon,  to  aj^pear  a  moment  later  in  greater  splendor  and 
glory,  so  we  know  that  the  soul  of  our  friend  disappears  but  to 
shine  with  an  effulgence  of  which  our  imagination  can  liave  but 
feeble  conception. 

The  Memorial  Minute  was  then  unanimously  adopted,  and 
out  of  further  respect  to  the  memory  of  Kegent  Hale,  the 
Board  adjourned. 


THOMAS  HALE  OF  NEWBURY,  MASS.,  1637.* 
HIS  ENGLISH  ORIGIN  AND  CONNECTIONS. 

By  the  Hon.  Robert  S.  Hale,  LL.  D.,  of  Elizabethtown,  N.  Y. 


In  the  Register  for  January,  1887  (vol.  xxxi,  p.  83),  the 
writer  pubhshed  an  article  entitled  "  Thomas  Hale,  the  Glo- 
ver, of  Newbury,  Mass.,  1635,  and  Ms  Descendants."  The 
article  was  also  republished  in  pamphlet  form.  That  article 
contained  the  following  paragraph : 

"  CoflBn  supposes  him  to  have  been  the  son  of  William  Hale,  Esq.,  of 
King's  Walden,  Herts,  England,  born  at  that  place  May  loth,  1606.  The 
birth  and  baptism  of  this  Thomas  appear  on  the  family  records  at  King's 
Walden,  but  no  further  entry  is  found  there  touching  his  life  or  death. 
No  sufficient  proof  is  found  to  establish  conclusively  the  identity  of  Thomas 
of  Newbury  with  this  Thomas  of  King's  Walden,  though  facts  are  known 
to  make  such  identity  probable.  The  question  is  still  under  investigation, 
and  the  English  origin  of  Thomas  of  Newbury  may  become  the  subject  of 
a  future  paper." 

In  pursuance  of  the  partial  promise  thus  made,  the  present 
article  is  prepared. 

Coffin,  in  his  History  of  JSfewbury  (p.  304)  says  that 
Thomas'  Hale,  the  emigrant  ancestor,  with  his  wife  Thomas- 
ine,  came  to  iS^ewburv  in  1635.  Savage,  following  Coffin, 
gives  the  same  date  of  his  arrival,  and  that  date  seems  to  have

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passed  unquestioned  till  now,  though  the  writer  in  his  former 
article  stated  it  as  matter  of  probability  only.  But  the  first 
date  at  which  his  presence  in  JS^ewbury  is  indicated  by  Coffin, 
is  August  10th,  1638,  when  he  and  John  Baker  were  "ap- 
pointed hay  wards"  (p.  28).  No  entry  has  been  found  in  the 
town  or  county  records  naming  him  at  an  earlier  date  than 
this.  In  determining  the  question  of  his  identity,  the  date  of 
his  arrival  is  important. 

Coffin  speaks  of  his  English  origin  and  family  (p.  393)  thus : 

"Thomas  Hale  resided  on  the  south  side  of  the  river  Parker.  The 
family  of  Hale  is  of  considerable  antiquity  and  of  high  respectability  in 
England.  Thomas  Hale  of  Codicote,  in  Hertfordshire,  married  Ann, 
daughter  of  Edmund  Mitchell,  and  had  three  sons,  Richard,  William  and 
John.  Richard,  the  eldest  son,  purchased  the  estate  of  King's  Walden  in 
Hertfordshire,  and  died  in  1620.  His  son  William  succeeded  him,  and 
died  in  August,  1634,  aged  sixty-six.  He  left  nine  children:  Richard, 
born  in  1596;  William,  in  1597;  Rowland,  his  heir;  George,  born  July  30th, 
1601;  Alicia,  in  1603;  Winefreda,  1604;  Thomas,  1606;  Anne,  1809,  and 
Dionisia,  March  17th,  1611.  The  last-mentioned  Thomas  is  supposed  to  be 
the  Thomas  Hale  who  came  to  Newbury. " 

This  account  of  his  origin,  though  on  its  face  conjectural, 
had  been  generally  accepted,  and,  so  far  as  the  writer  is  ad- 
vised, had  passed  unquestioned  till  the  writer  in  his  former 
article  indicated  his  doubt  of  its  correctness.  But  examina- 
tions recently  completed  in  England  by  Col.  Joseph  L.  Ches- 
ter, and  conducted  with  his  well-known  accuracy  and  thor- 
oughness, establish  beyond  question  that  Thomas^  of  Newbury 
was  not  identical  with  Thomas  the  son  of  Richard  of  King's 
Walden,  but  was  another  Thomas  Hale,  son  of  an  English 
yeoman,  born  in  a  neighboring  parish  of  Hertfordshire,  within 
a  few  weeks,  and  probably  within  a  few  days,  of  Thomas  the 
son  of  Richard. 

Of  the  King's  Walden  family  it  is  only  necessary  to  say  that 
that  manor  was  bought  in  15Y5  by  Richard  Hale,  citizen  and 
grocer  of  London,  who  may  be  considered  the  "  founder  "  of 
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the  family.  Richard  was  the  son  of  Thomas  and  Anne  (Mit- 
chell) Hale  of  Codicote,  Herts,  and  seems  to  have  gone  in 
early  life  to  London  and  there  got  rich  in  trade.  His  mother 
was  Anne,  daughter  of  Edmund  Mitchell  of  Codicote.  His 
paternal  descent  is  not  traced  beyond  his  father  Thomas.  It 
is,  perhaj)s,  needless  to  add  that  the  preposterous  jjedigree 
furnished  many  years  ago  by  a  pretended  Herald's  office  in 
London  to  Dr.  Moses  Hale  of  Troy,  carrying  his  line  back 
through  Thomas'  of  Newbury,  Richard  of  King's  Walden,  and 
a  long  line  of  illustrious  knights  and  gentry  to  "  Roger  de 
Halys,"  in  the  eleventh  or  twelfth  century,  is  wholly  an  in- 
vention as  to  all  material  points. 

The  date  of  Richard's  birth  is  not  given,  but  he  was  first 
married  in  1550  to  Mary  Lambert,  the  mother  of  his  son  and 
heir,  William,  and  died  at  a  very  advanced  age  in  1620.  Be- 
sides his  eon  "William,  he  had  by  a  second  wife  two  sons, 
Richard  and  Robert,  both  of  whom  left  issue.  He  left  a  very 
large  estate,  and  was  the  founder  of  the  grammar  school  at 
Hertford,  still  flourishing,  and  under  the  patronage  of  Earl 
Cowper,  as  his  heir  general  in  the  female  line,  through  his 
mother  the  late  Viscountess  Palmerston.  Richard,  son  of  the 
first  Richard  of  King's  Walden,  had  a  son  Robert,  who  has 
been  by  some  supposed  to  be  identical  with  Robert'  tlie  settler 
at  Charlestown,  Mass.,  in  1630,  but  this  supposition  is  erro- 
neous, Robert,  the  son  of  Richard,  apj^earing  by  the  records  to 
have  been  living  in  England  long  after  the  establishment  of 
Robert'  of  Charlestown  in  New  England. 

William,  son  and  heir  of  Richard,  had  seven  sons  and  four 
daughters  (two,  John  and  Bernard,  besides  those  named  by 
Coffin).  Rowland,  the  third  son,  finally  succeeded  to  the  es- 
tate of  King's  Walden,  two  older  sons  having  died  childless. 
From  Rowland  the  manor  has  descended  in  regular  course  to 
his  present  heir-male,  now  the  proprietor,  Charles  Cholmeley 
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Hale,  Esq.  The  fifth  son  and  seventh  child  of  "William  was 
Thomas,  born  at  King's  Walden  May  15th,  1606,  and  baptized 
in  the  parish  church  there  25tli  of  the  same  month.  This 
Thomas  doubtless  died  childless  in  the  life-time  of  his  father, 
not  being  named  in  the  will  of  the  latter,  dated  in  1632  and 
proved  in  1634.  The  records  of  King's  Walden  show  nothing 
of  liim  after  his  baptism. 

We  return  to  Thomas'  Hale  of  Newbury.  The  Mass.  Hist. 
Soc,  Collections  (4th  series,  vol.  vii,  p.  19)  give  a  copy  of  a 
letter  from  Francis  Kirby  to  Gov.  John  Winthrop,  the  elder, 
as  follows: 

"I'o  the  right  loorshipfull  John  Winthrop  Esquire  at  his  house  at  Boston, 
this  del.  in  JVeio  England. 

Loudon  this  lOtli  of  May,  1637. 

Sir,  —  I  wrote  you  lately  per  the  Hector,  wherein  I  sent  a  runlet  marked 
with  your  marke,  contayneiuge  some  things  your  son  did  write  to  me  to 
send  him.  John  Wood,  master's  mate,  did  promise  mee  &  James  Downe- 
inge  that  he  would  be  cai'efull  of  it  &  deliver  to  you. 

These  are  now  to  intreat  you  that  you  would  be  assistante  to  the  bearer 
herof  (Thomas  Hale,  my  neer  kinsman)  in  your  counceil  &  aduise  to  put 
him  in  the  way  how  &  where  to  settle  himselfe  in  a  hopefull  way  of  sub- 
sisteinge  with  his  family.  He  hath  brought  with  him  all  his  estate,  which 
he  hath  heer  or  can  haue  dureinge  the  life  of  his  mother,  my  sister.  He 
had  almost  200^'i.  when  he  began  to  make  his  provision  for  this  voyage.  I 
suppose  the  greatest  halfe  is  expended  in  his  transportation,  and  in  such 
necessaries  as  will  be  spent  by  him  &  his  family  in  the  first  vse;  the  lesser 
halfe,  I  suppose  he  hath  in  mony,  and  vendible  goods  to  provide  him  a 
cottage  to  dwell  in,  and  a  milshe  cow  for  his  childrens  sustenance.  I  sup- 
pose his  way  will  be  to  hire  a  house  or  part  of  a  house  for  the  first  year, 
vntill  he  can  looke  out  &  buy  or  build  him  a  dwellinge,  wherein  as  in  other 
things  I  shall  intreat  you  to  direct  him,  and  the  courtesy  that  you  shall  doe 
him  therin  I  shall  acknowledge,  as  done  to  myself e,  &  I  shall  be  redy  (Deo 
assistante)  to  endeuour  to  requite  it  in  any  seruice  whicli  I  can  performe 
for  you  heer.  Thus  for  this  present  I  commit  you  all  to  the  protection  of 
the  Almighty,  &  shall  ever  rest 

Your  loving  frend  Fpra:  Kirby. 

I  desire  to  be  remembred  to  Mrs.  Winthrop,  to  your  son  Mr.  Jo:  &  his 
wife,  &  the  rest  of  yours,  also  to  my  cosen  Mary  &  Su:  Downeinge. 

My  brother  Downeinge  will  hasten  to  you,  the  next  springe  will  be 
farthest,  God  willinge;  for  he  seeth  that  euery  year  bringeth  forth  new 
difficulties;  my  nephew  can  tell  you  how  they  haue  met  with  many  inter- 
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ruptions,  prohibitions,  &  sucli  like,  which  Mr.  Peirce  &  others  that  went 
since  Mr.  Peirce  were  not  troubled  withall."

introduced  by  his  uncle  Francis  Kirby  to  Gov.  Winthrop,  was 
the  veritable  Thomas'  of  JS^ewbury. 

The  narrative  of  his  English  origin  and  all  that  is  known  of 
his  paternal  descent  is  very  brief.  He  was  the  son  of  Thomas 
Hale  (whom  for  distinction  I  hencefortli  designate  as  Thomas" 
Hale)  of  the  parish  of  Watton,  otherwise  called  Watton-at- 
Stone  in  Hertfordshire,  and  Joan  (Kirby)  his  wife,  and  was 
probably  born  at  that  place  in  May  or  June,  1606.  No  record 
of  his  birth  is  found,  but  his  baptism  is  recorded  in  the  parish 
church  at  Watton,  on  the  15th  June,  1606,  as  "  Thomas  Hale, 
son  of  Thomas  and  Joane." 

Xo  record  is  found  at  Watton  or  in  any  of  the  adjacent 
parishes  of  the  birth,  baptism  or  marriage  of  Thomas'*  Hale. 
His  wife  Joan  Kirby  was  of  the  parish  of  Little  Munden, 
Herts,  and  that  was  probably  the  place  of  their  marriage  and 
of  her  birth,  and  not  improbably  of  his  birth  as  well,  but  the 
registers  of  Little  Munden,  prior  to  1680,  have  long  been 
hopelessly  lost,  and  no  monuments  are  found  in  the  parish 
churches  or  church-yards  of  Watton  or  Little  Munden  of  any 
of  the  name  of  either  Hale  or  Kirby. 

Thomas'  Hale  was  the  only  son  of  Thomas"  Hale,  but  he 
had  four  sisters,  all  born  and  baptized  at  Watton,  one  older

The  date  of  this  letter,  May,  1637,  in  connection  with 
Coffin's  explicit  statement  that  Thomas'  Hale  settled  at  New- 
bury in  1635,  and  with  the  further  fact  that  three  other 
Thomas  Hales  (one  probably  by  error  for  Haley)  are  recorded 
as  early  residents  of  New  England,  doubtless  led  to  this  letter 
not  having  been  till  recently  regarded  as  having  any  applica- 
bility to  Thomas'  Hale  of  Newbury.  Col.  Chester's  researches, 
however,  make  it  quite  certain  that  this  Thomas  Hale,  thus 
introduced  by  his  uncle  Francis  Kirby  to  Gov.  Winthrop,  was 
the  veritable  Thomas'  of  Newbury. 

The  narrative  of  his  English  origin  and  all  that  is  known  of 
his  paternal  descent  is  very  brief.  He  was  the  son  of  Thomas 
Hale  (whom  for  distinction  I  henceforth  designate  as  Thomas" 
Hale)  of  the  jDarish  of  Watton,  otherwise  called  Watton-at- 
Stone  in  Hertfordshire,  and  Joan  (Kirby)  his  wife,  and  was 
probably  born  at  that  place  in  May  or  June,  1G06.  No  record 
of  his  birth  is  found,  but  his  baptism  is  recorded  in  the  parish 
church  at  Watton,  on  the  15th  June,  1606,  as  "  Thomas  Hale, 
son  of  Thomas  and  Joane." 

No  record  is  found  at  Watton  or  in  any  of  the  adjacent 
parishes  of  the  birth,  baptism  or  marriage  of  Thomas'*  Hale. 
His  wife  Joan  Kirby  was  of  the  parish  of  Little  Munden, 
Herts,  and  that  was  probably  the  place  of  their  marriage  and 
of  her  birth,  and  not  improbably  of  his  birth  as  well,  but  the 
registers  of  Little  Munden,  prior  to  1680,  have  long  been 
hopelessly  lost,  and  no  monuments  are  found  in  the  parish 
churches  or  church-yards  of  Watton  or  Little  Munden  of  any 
of  the  name  of  either  Hale  or  Kirby. 

Thomas'  Hale  was  tlie  only  son  of  Thomas"  Hale,  but  he 
had  four  sisters,  all  born  and  baptized  at  Watton,  one  older 
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and  three  younger  than  himself,  whose  baptisms  are  shown  by 
the  parish  registers  at  Watton,  as  follows  : 

1.  Dionis,  baptized  15th  August,  1602,  and  registered  as 
"  Dionis  Haille."  She  married  at  Watton,  29th  September, 
1624,  Henry  Beane,  and  was  living  and  had  a  son  Henry  at 
the  date  of  her  father's  will,  11th  October,  1630.  Nothing 
more  is  known  of  them.  This  entry  of  the  baptism  of  Dionis 
is  the  first  appearance  of  the  name  of  Hale  in  the  church  reg- 
isters at  Watton,  which  are  preserved  back  to  1560.  It  is  a 
noteworthy  coincidence,  that  both  William  and  Richard,  sons 
of  the  first  Richard  of  King's  Walden,  had  each  a  daughter 
Dionysia,  in  common  usance  rendered  "  Dionis." 

2.  Mary,  baptized  8th  October,  1609,  as  "  Marie  Hale,  dau. 
of  Thomas  &  Joan."  It  is  probable  that  she  married  a  Whale, 
and  had  a  son  Joseph  named  in  the  will  of  her  grandmother 
Joan  Kirby,  hereinafter  named,  as  "  my  grandchild  [doubtless 
meaning  great-grandchild]  Joseph  Whale." 

3.  Dorothy,  baptized  28th  March,  1613,  9S  "  Dorothie  Hale, 
the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Joan  his  wife." 

4.  EHzabeth,  baptized  31st  August,  1617,  as  "Elizabeth 
Haile  the  daughter  of  Thomas  and  Joan  his  wife." 

The  parish  register  at  Watton  shows  the  burial  of  Thomas'* 
Hale,  father  of  Thomas,'  19th  Oct.  1630.  The  register  styles 
him  "  Thomas  Hale,  Senior."  He  left  a  will  bearing  date  the 
11th  October,  1630,  and  proved  9th  December,  1630,  in  the 
court  of  the  Archdeaconry  of  Hitchin,  Herts,  by  Thomas 
Hale,  the  executor  named  in  it.  The  original  is  still  on  file 
among  the  records  of  that  court,  is  signed  by  the  testator  in  a 
decent  and  legible  though  evidently  not  a  business  hand,  is 
sealed  with  the  impression  of  a  unicorn's  head,  and  is  wit- 
nessed by  ffrancis  Kirby  and  by  John  Hale,  the  latter  signing 
by  mark.  Nothing  is  known  to  connect  this  John  Hale  with 
the  testator's  blood.

iimI  his  family  in  Parish  Register,  Watton. 
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In  this  will  the  testator  describes  himself  as  "  Thomas  Hale 
of  y^  parish  of  Watton-at-Stone  in  the  County  of  Hartford," 
without  addition.  After  the  usual  pious  profession  of  faith, 
thanks  to  God,  committal  of  his  soul  to  its  creator  and  liis 
body  to  burial,  he  disposes  of  his  personal  property  and  his 
real  estate  consisting  of  eleven,  and  perhaps  twelve,  distinct 
parcels,  probably  all  of  small  extent.  Five  of  these  parcels, 
designated  as  the  house  close,  the  backside  close,  the  hill 
close,  and  two  others,  the  extent  and  tenure  of  none  of  which 
are  given,  he  devises  to  his  wife  Joane  and  son  Thomas  till 
Michaelmas  next,  conditioned  that  they  "shall  bestow  neces- 
sary reparation  upon  my  said  house,''  and  shall  pay  to  Mrs. 
Cranfield  the  half  year's  rent  to  become  due  at  Michaelmas  on 
the  land  testator  holds  from  her.  For  ten  years  thereafter  he 
devises  these  parcels  to  his  wife,  his  son  Thomas  to  occupy 
the  same  as  her  tenant,  paying  her  the  yearly  rent  of  four 
pounds  in  half-yearly  payments. 

Another  parcel  designated  as  the  "  medow  and  ry  close  con- 
teyninge  seuen  acres  more  or  lesse,"  he  devises  to  his  daughter 
Mary  Hule  for  three  years,  "  with  all  the  benefit  of  graseinge 
or  moweing  &  loppinge  both  in  the  said  medow  &  hedges  so 
that  she  do  not  spoile  the  said  hedges  that  the  loppinge  be 
only  in  the  first  year;"  then  for  three  years  in  like  manner 
to  his  daughter  Dorothy  Hale ;  then  for  three  years  in  like 
manner  to  his  daughter  Elizabeth  Hale ;  then  for  one  year  to 
his  daughter  Dionis  Beane,  "or  to  her  son  Henry  Beane 
which  shall  be  then  liveinge."  He  provides  also  that  Thomas 
shall  occupy  this  close  as  the  tenant  of  his  sisters  respectively 
during  said  respective  terms,  paying  to  them  respectively  five 
pounds  per  year  rent  in  half-yearly  payments. 

The  remaining  parcels  of  real  estate,  designated  as  two  half 
acres  of  "free  land  (freehold)  lieiuge  in  Headen  abuttinge 
upon  the  highway  leadinge  from  Watton  to  Walkerne,"  an 
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acre  and  a  half  in  "  Monsal's  hearn,"  a  "parcell  of  raedow 
pasture  close  &  orchard  in  Cooper's  crofte  abouteinge  upon 
the  river  on  the  east  &  highway  on  the  west,"  and  one  piece 
in  Stoney field  he  devises  absolutely  to  his  son  Thomas,  to 
whom  he  also  gives  all  his  goods  and  chattels  "  (exceptinge  a 
bed  with  beddinge  convenient  linnen  and  other  fittinge  furni- 
ture for  one  chamber  which  I  hereby  reserue  &  give  to  Jone 
my  wife)."  He  directs  payment  of  all  his  debts  and  the  "dis- 
chargeinge  of  bnriall  and  such  necessary  disbursements"  by 
his  son  Thomas  from  the  avails  of  the  land  and  goods,  and 
appoints  him  sole  executor,  "  nothing  doubtinge  of  his  carefull 
performance  of  this  my  will,"  and  requests  "  my  brother 
Francis  Kirby  to  be  an  overseer." 

This  completes  our  knowledge  of  Thomas'*  Hale  and  of  his 
kindred  by  blood,  except  so  far  as  he  is  alluded  to  in  the  wills 
of  his  wife's  kindred  hereinafter  named.  From  the  brief 
record  it  is  apparent  that  he  was  of  the  rank  of  yeoman  of  the 
smaller  class  as  to  property,  but  apparently  marked  by  thrift, 
respectability,  honesty,  jjiety  and  prudent  foresight.  It  is 
impossible  to  determine  the  value  of  the  estate  which  he  left, 
but  it  was  evidently  not  large.  Thomas  the  son  undoubtedly 
had  as  heir  the  larger  part  of  the  estate,  and  the  rents  he  was 
to  pay  his  mother  and  sisters,  nine  pounds  per  year  in  all, 
were  in  that  day  equivalent  in  value  to  from  £27  to  £36  (say 
$135  to  $180)  at  the  present  day.  The  widow  Joan  was  of 
course  entitled  to  dower  in  any  of  the  dowable  lands  left  by 
the  testator,  in  addition  to  the  specific  devises  and  bequests  to 
her,  and  from  Kirby's  letter  to  Gov.  Winthrop  it  appears  that 
Thomas'  the  emigrant  would  be  entitled  to  some  further  prop- 
erty at  his  mother's  death.' 

Thomas'  was  twenty-four  years  old  at  his  father's  death,  and 
at  that  early  age  had  his  father's  full  confidence,  a  confidence 
which  Kirby's  letter  shows  had  been  fully  justified  up  to  the 
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time  of  liis  emigration,  six  or  seven  years  later.  At  the  latter 
date  Tliomas'  had  been  married  probably  about  five  years,  had 
two  young  children,  had  doubtless  paid  oS.  all  his  father's 
debts,  and  Kirby  then  places  the  entire  value  of  his  estate  at 
£200  —  equivalent  to  £600  to  £800  at  this  day,  besides  what- 
ever might  be  to  fall  in  at  his  mother's  death.  But  it  is  fair 
to  note  that  he  had  probably  turned  his  estate  into  cash  at  a 
disadvantage  in  view  of  emigrating.  It  was  a  humble  but 
evidently  respectable  position,  and  doubtless  a  fair  specimen 
of  the  average  rank,  social  position,  character  and  standing  of 
the  early  settlers  of  the  colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay. 

Joan,  the  widow  of  Thomas"  Hale,  at  some  time  between 
her  husband's  death  and  June,  1637,  married  a  Bydes,  or 
Bides,  probably  John,  and  was  still  living  in  October,  1640, 
the  date  of  her  mother's  will,  but  was  probably  dead  before 
July,  1660,  the  date  of  her  brother  Francis's  will.  After  her 
marriage  with  Bydes  she  seems  to  have  resided  at  Little  Mnn- 
den,  to  which  place  she  %vas  probably  accompanied  by  her  two 
youngest  daughters,  Dorothy  and  Elizabeth.  Bydes  was  a 
man  of  humble  social  station,  and  nothing  more  is  known  of 
the  widow  Joan  Hale  after  her  marriage  with  him,  except  the 
reference  to  her  in  the  wills  noted  below. 

Of  the  family  of  Joan  (Kii'by)  Hale  our  information  is  a 
little,  and  but  a  little,  fuller  than  that  of  her  husband  Thomas'* 
Hale.  The  name  of  her  father  is  unknown.  Her  mother, 
Joan  Kirby,  described  in  the  records  as  of  Little  Munden, 
widow,  made  a  nuncupative  (oral)  will,  29th  October,  1640, 
in  the  presence  of  her  three  children;  Francis  Kirby,  Joane 
Bides  and  Ruth  Browne,  and  of  John  Bides,  which  was 
proved  by  the  executor  in  the  court  of  the  Archdeaconry , of 
Hitchin  on  the  2d  December,  1640.  By  it  she  gave  to  tlie 
poor  of  Watton,  where  she  was  born,  20  shillings,  to  the  poor 
of  Little  Munden,  where  she  lived,  20  shillings,  small  legacies 
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to  her  grandchild  Ruth  Cowlej,  to  her  grandchild  Richard 
Kirby,  to  her  grandchild  Joseph  Whale,  to  her  cousin  Eliza- 
beth Isham,  to  her  cousin  Mary  Newton,  and  to  her  daughter 
Joan  Bides,  and  the  residue  to  her  son  Francis  Kirby,  whom 
she  made  sole  executor.  The  inventory  attached  to  the  will 
shows  the  entire  value  of  her  personal  estate,  £18,  8,  1|,  of 
which  £2,  as  we  have  seen,  was  given  to  the  poor.  It  does 
not  appear  whether  she  had  any  real  estate,  as  that,  if  any 
existed,  would  not  pass  by  a  nuncupative  will. 

Besides  Joan  Hale  and  Francis  Kirby  already  mentioned, 
Joan  Kirby  the  elder  and  her  husband  had  children  John, 
William  and  Ruth.  William,  the  youngest  son,  died  before 
1660,  leaving  a  son  William  and  a  daughter  Ruth.  John,  the 
second  son,  had,  by  two  wives,  five  children,  the  two  eldest 
of  whom  (perhaps  twins)  were  both  named  John,  and  are 
designated  in  his  will  as  "my  son  John  the  elder,"  and  "m}' 
younger  son  John."  His  will  bears  date  23d  April,  1628,  and 
was  proved  in  the  Prerogative  Court  at  Canterbury,  by  both 
executors,  7th  July,  1628.  In  it  he  describes  himself  as  "of 
Little  Munden,  yeoman,"  disposes  of  a  respectable  estate,  gives 
20  shillings  to  the  poor  of  Little  Munden,  provides  for  his 
wife  Martha,  naming  her  brothers  Richard  Ward  and  William 
Ward  as  trustees,  and  for  his  four  sons,  the  two  Johns,  Wil- 
liam and  Richard,  and  his  daughter  Elizabeth,  and  appoints 
his  brother  Francis  Kirby  of  London,  and  his  brother-in-law 
Thomas  Hale  of  Watton,  executors. 

"John  Kirby  the  elder,"  eldest  son  of  the  above  John, 
made  his  will  10th  June,  1637,  describing  himself  as  "of 
Dane  End  in  the  parish  of  Little  Munden,  yeoman,"  and 
naming  his  wife  Mary,  his  daughter  Mary,  and  a  child  of 
which  his  wife  was  then  pregnant,  his  brothers  John  and  Wil- 
liam, his  aunt  Ruth  Cowley,  and  his  father-in-law  John  Syrap- 
ton,  and  Richard  Cock  of  Little  Munden,  yeoman,  which  last 
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two  he  named  as  overseers.  It  also  named  his  sister  Elizabeth 
with  a  bequest  of  £10  to  her,  but  this  entry  was  erased,  doubt- 
less indicating  that  she  died  before  the  testator.  The  will  was 
proved  at  Hitchin,  9th  October,  1637,  by  the  widow  Mary. 

Elizabeth  Kirby,  daughter  of  John  the  brother  of  Joan 
Hale,  made  her  will,  dated  Ist  June,  1637,  describing  herself 
as  of  Dane  End  in  the  parish  of  Little  Munden,  ^nd  giving 
bequests  to  her  mother,  her  brothers  the  two  Johns  and  Wil- 
liati),  her  aunt  Ruth  Cowley  and  the  daughter  of  the  latter, 
Ruth  Cowley  the  younger,  her  aunt  Joane  Bydes,  and  her 
daughters  Dorothy  and  EHzabeth  (Hale),  her  uncle  Francis 
Kirby,  whom  she  makes  executor,  and  his  son  and  daughter 
Joshua  'and  Sarah,  these  last  two  being  residuary  legatees. 
This  will  was  proved  at  Hitchin  by  the  executor,  2d  August, 
1637. 

Ruth,  the  sister  of  Joan  (Kirby)  Hale,  married  first  a  Cow- 
ley, by  whom  she  had  a  daughter  Ruth.  He  died  before 
June,  1637,  and  before  October,  1640,  she  married  Edward 
Browne.  She  was  still  living  at  the  date  of  the  M'ill  of  her 
brother  Francis  in  July,  1660,  and  was  apparently  the  last 
survivor  of  the  family. 

It  remains  to  speak  only  of  Francis  Kirby,  the  brother  of 
Joan  and  the  uncle  of  Thomas'  Hale.  A  foot-note  to  his 
letters  in  the  Winthrop  papers  (Mass.  Hist.  Soc.  Coll.,  s.  4, 
vol.  7 :  p.  13}  describes  him  as  "  a  merchant  of  London,  largely 
engaged  in  forwarding  supplies  to  the  colonies  of  Massachu- 
setts and  Connecticut,  and  in  commercial  transactions  with  the 
early  settlers."  All  the  records  touching  him  in  England,  how- 
ever, style  him  "  skinner,"  and  not  merchant,  the  former  terra 
including  dealers  in  leather,  hides,  skins,  furs  and  peltries. 

His  letters  to  Gov.  Winthrop  and  to  his  son  John  Win- 
throp, Jr.,  so  far  as  published,  are  found  in  the  volume  of  the 
Hist.  Soc.  Coll.  above  named,  pp.   13  to  22,  and  in  vol.  9  of 
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series  3  of  the  same  Collections,  pp.  237  to  267,  and  range  in 
date  from  1631  to  1639.  Tbej  indicate  relations  of  great 
intimacy  and  confidence,  especially  between  himself  and  the 
younger  Winthrop;  though  relating  primarily  to  business, 
they  contain  much  in  the  way  of  general,  local  and  family 
news,  and  are  written  in  a  free,  pleasant  and  cultivated  style, 
pretty  freely  garnished  with  Latin  quotations  and  expressions, 
with  a  slight  occasional  error  in  inflection  or  orthography, 

Francis  Kirby's  first  wife  and  the  mother  of  his  children, 
was  Susan,  sister  of  Emanuel  Downing  (the  father  of  Sir 
George),  who  in  turn  married  the  sister  of  Gov,  Winthrop  the 
elder.  This  connection  by  marriage  undoubtedly  led  to  the 
intimate  relations  between  him  and  the  Winthrops,     ' 

His  business  with  the  colonies  seems  to  have  included  a  gen- 
eral exportation  of  supplies  of  all  kinds  to  the  colonists,  for 
which  he  received  payment  mainly  in  beavers'  skins,  for  the 
purchase,  care  and  shipping  of  which  he  gives  frequent  and 
minute  directions. 

He  probably  married  for  a  second  wife  the  widow  Elizabeth 
Carter,  mother  of  Joseph  Carter,  whom  he  introduced  to  Gov. 
Winthrop  by  a  letter  dated  11th  April,  1639  (M.  H.  S.  C.  vol. 
7,  supra,  p.  20)  as  "  my  loue-deseruinge  son  and  faithfull  serv- 
ant," Carter  was  at  Newbury  the  next  year,  1640,  when  he 
received  from  Thomas'  Hale  a  deed  of  forty  acres  of  land  in 
Newbury.  He  soon  after  returned  to  England,  where  he 
probably  married,  and  where  his  daughter  Eunice  was  bap- 
tized in  St.  Helen's  Church,  Bishopsgate,  2d  July,  1643,  and 
his  daughter  Mary,  8th  Sept.,  1644,  each  described  in  the  reg- 
istry as  "  daughter  of  Joseph  Carter,  skinner,  and  Eunice  his 
wife."  This  notice  is  taken  here  of  Joseph  Carter,  as  being, 
with  the  exception  of  the  wife  and  children  of  Thomas'  Hale, 
and  his  remote  alliance  by  marriage  with  the  DoAvnings  and 
Winthrops,  the  only  connection  either  by  blood  or  marriage  of 
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Thomas  who  is  known  to  have  ever  been  in  America,  and  his 
stay  here  did  not  probably  exceed  three  years.  As  further 
illustrative  of  the  almost  constant  inaccuracy  of  Coffin,  it  is 
proper  to  note  that  he,  and  Savage  following  him,  place 
Joseph  Carter  at  Newbury  in  1636,  when  he  plainly  did  not 
arrive  there  before  1639. 

Francis  Kirby  had  three  children,  and  only  three  so  far  as 
appears,  viz.:  Josliua,  Francis  who  died  on  the  day  of  his 
birtli,  and  Sarah  who  died  before  her  father.  He  was  born 
probably  about  1590,  and  married  about  1616,  his  eldest  child 
Joshua  having  been  born  in  1617.  It  is  significant  of  his 
character  and  the  success  which  he  achieved,  that  being  the 
son  of  a  rural  yeoman,  and  probably  early  apprenticed  to  the 
trade  of  "skinner"  in  London,  he  could  have  achieved  so  earh- 
the  position  of  a  thriving  and  respected  tradesman  which  he 
80  evidently  sustained  from  1631  to  1639,  with  the  degree  of 
education  and  accomplishments  which  his  letters  show  him  to 
have  possessed  ;  still  more  significant  in  this  regard  is  the  fact 
that  his  eldest  son  Joshua  was  matriculated  at  New  Inn  Hall 
in  Oxford  at  the  age  of  17,  in  163-1,  whence  he  proceeded  B.  A. 
in  1637,  at  the  age  of  20 ;  and  M.  A.  in  1640,  at  the  age  of  23. 
Joshua  took  orders,  and  his  career  was  a  most  interesting  one, 
did  our  limitt;  permit  us  to  follow  it.  His  persecutions,  first 
by  the  puritans  for  his  adherence  to  Charles  I,  whom  he  per- 
sisted in  praying  for  publicly  long  after  most  of  the  puritans 
evidently  regarded  him  as  "past  praying  for,"  and  after  the 
restoration  by  the  royal  party  for  alleged  undue  adherence  to 
puritan  principles  and  practices,  would  seem  to  indicate  his 
character  as  the  very  antipodes  of  the  excellent  and  politic 
Vicar  of  Bray,  as  well  as  of  the  good  vicars  antetype  or 
imitator,  as  the  case  may  have  been,  Joshua's  cousin-german. 
Sir  George  Downing.  His  wife  was  Mary  Balam,  a  sister  of 
Balaam  Balam. 
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Francis  Kirby  would  seem  to  liave  met  with  financial  re- 
verses during  the  time  of  the  commonwealth,  abandoned  his  old 
business  and  quit  his  old  parish  of  St.  Helen's,  where  his  first 
wife  liad  died  in  1635.  Some  years  before  his  death  he  was 
appointed  by  the  common  council  of  London,  bridge-master  of 
Old  London  Bridge,  and  he  held  that  post  to  his  death.  The 
office  was  a  respectable  and  responsible  one,  and  though  indica- 
tive of  fallen  fortunes  to  Mr.  Kirby,  was  no  less  indicative  of 
the  confidence  and  respect  in  which  he  was  held  by  his  neigh- 
bors and  fellow-tradesmen.  According  to  the  old  chroniclers 
it  was  an  office  filled  by  "  some  freeman  elected  by  the  city  to 
look  after  tlie  reparations  of  the  bridge  ;  he  hath  a  liberal 
salary  allowed  him,  and  the  place  hath  sometimes  been  a  good 
relief  for  some  honest  citizens  fallen  to  decay."  His  emolu- 
ments consisted  of  a  salary  and  fees  amounting  to  about  £100 
a  year  (equivalent  to  about  £300  to  £400  at  the  present  day) 
and  the  use  of  a  comfortable  house  at  the  Surrey  end  of  the 
bridge  in  the  parish  of  St.  Olave,  Southwark,  known  as  the 
bridge-master's  house,  and  readily  distinguished  in  the  old 
engravings  of  London  Bridge.  Here  he  doubtless  died,  and 
was  buried  in  the  parish  church  at  St.  Olave' s,  12th  October, 
1661,  the  registry  describing  him  simply  as  "Francis  Kerby, 
bridgemaster." 

His  reduced  fortunes  were  evidently  somewhat  improved 
before  his  death,  his  will  indicating  that  he  left  a  comfortable 
estate.  It  bears  date  24th  July,  1660,  and  was  proved  in  the 
Prerogative  Court  of  Canterbury  1st  ISTovember,  1661,  by 
Joshua  Kirby  the  executor.  In  it  he  describes  himself  as 
"  citizen  and  skinner  of  London,  now  dwelling  in  the  parish  of 
St.  Olave,  Southwark,  Surrey."  He  gives  bequests  to  Mary, 
wife  of  his  son  Joshua,  and  to  their  children  Godsgift,  Susan, 
Elizabeth,  Phebe,  Camdena  and  Welcome ;  to  his  sister  Ruth 
Browne ;  to  the  poor  of  Little  Munden ;  to  the  poor  at  St. 
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0]ave ;  to  Elizabeth  Turfett,  daughter  of  George  Turfett,  the 
grandchild  of  his  late  wife  Elizabeth,  deceased ;  to  Mary 
Nash,  widow,  late  wife  of  John  Nash;  to  his  cousin  Joseph 
Alport,  scrivener  ;  to  his  cousin  William  Kirby,  son  of  his  late 
brother  William  Kirby,  and  to  his  cousin  Ruth  Macham,  sister 
of  said  William ;  to  his  cousins  John  Kirby  and  William 
Kirby,  sons  of  his  late  brother  John  Kirby ;  to  his  cousin 
Elizabeth  Goad ;  to  Eunice,  Rachel  and  Sarah  Carter,  daugh- 
ters of  Joseph  Carter,  deceased,  and  to  his  servant  Mary  Brad- 
bury. He  makes  his  son  Joshua  Kirby  residuary  legatee  and 
devisee  and  sole  executor,  and  appoints  as  overseer  his  sister

This  completes  the  record  of  the  English  origin  and  connec- 
tions of  the  emigrant  Thomas'  Hale  of  Newbury,  so  far  as 
known  or  likely  ever  to  be  known.  The  social  rank  of  the 
Hales  and  Kirbys,  and  the  absence  of  church  and  church-yard 
monuments,  and  of  further  entries  upon  probate  and  church 
registers,  render  it  improbable  that  more  will  ever  be  known 
of  the  generations  prior  to  Thomas.'  Col.  Chester's  labors,  to 
which  I  am  indebted  for  almost  all  the  English  records  above 
referred  to,  have  evidently  been  exhaustive  and  thorough. 

The  maiden  name,  parentage  and  birth-place  of  Thomasine, 
wife  of  Thomas'  Hale,  are  all  undiscovered,  and  likely  to 
remain  so,  unless  by  accidental  discovery  through  some  records

of  her  own  family.     But  the  identity  of  Thomas'  of  N^ewbury, 

who  is  found  at  that  place  in  1638,    having  a  wife  Thom- 

asine  and  children,  Thomas  said  to  have  been  born  in  1633, 

and  John  born  1635  or  1636,  with  Thomas  the  son  of  Thomas* 

and  Joan  (Kirby)  Hale  of  Watton,  is  established  beyond  doubt 

by  the  following  entries  found  in  the  Registry  of  baptisms  in 

the  parish  church  at  Watton,  viz. : 

"  1633.  Nov.  18.     Thomas  Hale,  son  of  Thomas  and  Thomasine." 
"1685.  Ajml  19.     John  Hale,  son  of  Thomas  and  Thomasine." 

In  conclusion  it  may  be  added,  that  the  name  of  Hale  under 
the  different  forms  of  de  la  Hale,  de  Hale,  at-Hale,  Hales  and 
Hale,  has  been  abundant  in  Hertfordshire  since  the  early  part 
of  the  thirteenth  century,  and  still  is  so.  I  find  no  evidence 
that  any  of  the  name  there  were  above  the  rank  of  yeoman 
before  1560.  The  name  also  early  prevailed  and  is  still  prob- 
ably found  in  Surrey,  Sussex,  Norfolk,  Bucks,  Essex,  Hants, 
North  Hants,*  Kent,  Salop,  Somerset,  Gloucester  and  other 
counties.  Of  the  Hales  of  Gloucestershire,  to  which  family 
the  illustrious  Sir  Matthew  Hale,  Lord  Chief  Justice,  belonged, 
Atkyns,  in  his  history  of  that  country,  says  (p.  107) :  "  Tlie 
family  of  Hale  has  been  of  ancient  standing  in  this  county, 
and  always  esteemed  for  their  probity  and  charity." 

Within  the  first  fifty  years  after  the  settlement  of  Massa- 
chusetts Bay,  at  least  seven  emigrants  of  the  name  of  Hale, 
and  perhaps  two  or  three  more,  besides  Thomas  of  Newbury, 
settled  in  that  colony  and  in  Connecticut,  descendants  of  four 
of  whom  are  traced  to  the  present  time.  There  is  no  evidence 
that  any  of  these  were  of  kin  to  Thomas  of  Newbury ;  cer- 
tainly none  were  nearly  related  to  him.  The  name  was  also 
found  among  the  early  settlers  of  Virginia  and  Maryland,  and 
their  descendants  bearing  the  name  are  still  found  in  the 
southern  states.

He  heads  the  list  of  the  lirst  selectmen  chosen  in  Haverhill  in 
1646  (p.  28).  In  1647  he  was  appointed  with  Henry  Palmer 
and  Thos.

Thomas  Hale  and  wife,  Tomazin,  of  Newbury,  sold  to 
Joseph  Muzzy,  of  Newbury,  March  3,  1656-7,  house  and  6| 
a.  of  land  and  7i  a.  of  marsh  in  Newbury  (1 :  330). 
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Thomas  Hale,  of  Newbury,  late  of  Haverhill,  15  Jan.,  1652, 
exchanged  with  Stephen  Kent,  of  Haverhill,  late  of  Newbury, 
and  wife,  Anna,  giving  Kent  his  house  and  lands  in  Haverhill 
and  received  from  him  house  and  lands  in  Newbury,  about  70 
a.  of  upland,  meadow  and  salt  marsh,  and  10  a.  adjoining  of 
salt  marsh. 

"  Thomas  Hale,  Senr.,  now  of  Salem,"  "  12th  of  December, 
1660,"  conveyed  to  "his  sonn  Thomas  Hale,  of  Newbury,"  the 
lands  bought  by  grantee  of  Stephen  Kent,  and  "  several  other 
parcels  of  land  lying  upon  Newbury  Neck." 

"Thomas  Hale,  Senr.,  of  Newbury,"  and  wife  "  Tomazin," 
11  March,  1669,  sold  to  his  son,  John  Hale,  of  Newbury, 
house  and  land,  12  a.,  at  "  Gravell  Hill,"  in  Newbury  (3  : 
265). 

Thomas  Hale,  of  Salem,  bought  of  John  Smith,  of  Salem, 
28  Jan.,  1658,  house  and  land,  1  a.,  at  Salem.  (Salem  Series, 
1 :  48.) 

"  Thomas  Hale,  of  Salem,  glover,"  10  March,  1658-9,  sold 
last-named  lot  to  "  Thos.  West,  of  Salem,  planter"  (1  :  59). 

"  Thomas  Hale,  of  Salem,  leather  dresser,"  June  8,  1659, 
bought  of  Thos.  Tuck  and  Jos.  Harris,  of  Salem,  4  a.  in  the 
north  neck  in  Salem,  and  sold  same  to  Hilliard  Yerren,  of 
Salem,  30  Dec,  1659  (1  :  69,  77). 

"  Thomas  Hale,  of  Salem,  glover,  and  wife,  Tamsen,"  1 
Nov.,  1661,  sold  to  John  Knights,  of  Salem,  mason,  a  dwell- 
ing-house, barn  and  f  a.  of  land  at  Salem,  also  2|-  rods  square 
which  the  town  granted  to  said  Hale  for  a  watering  place,  etc. 
(2 :  69). 

Thomas  Hale,  Senr.,  of  Newbury,  and  Thomesen  H.,  Senr., 
his  wife,  1  Oct.,  1666,  sold  to  John  Wilk,  of  Salem,  f  a.  land 
in  Salem  (3  :  16). 

Thomas  Hale,  of  Salem,  glover,  sold  to  Philip  Cromwell,  of 
Salem,  9  Nov.,  1661,  If  a.  salt  marsh  in  Salem  (1* :  131). 
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In  church  difficulties  with  Parson  Thos.  Parker  in  New- 
bury about  1670,  he  sided  with  Parker,  his  sou  Thomas 
taking  the  other  side,  but  without  break  between  tliena. 
(Coffin,  n,  83,  86,  100,  108,  109.) 

In  1635  the  first  settlements  were  made  in  Newbury. 
(Coffin's  Newbury,  pp.  9,  10,  11.)  Though  Coffin  says  in  his 
Appendix  that  he  "  canje  in  1635,"  he  does  not  name  him  in 
the  list  of  original  settlei's  given  at  page  15,  "  witli  a  few 
others,  whose  names  are  not  known  with  certainty."  In  the 
body  of  Coffin's  history  his  name  first  appears  with  that  of 
John  Baker  as  "appointed  liaywards,"  10  Aug.,  1638  (p.  28). 

Feb.  23,  1642,  "  a  generall  towne  meeting.  By  the  generall 
consent  of  all  the  freemen  the  stinting  of  the  commons  was 
referred  to  Henry  Short,  Mr.  (Edward)  Woodman,  Edward 
Rawson,  Thomas  Hale  and  Mr,  (John)  Woodbridge,  according 
to  then-  best  judgments  and  discretions,"  and  they  assigned 
common  rights  accordingly  (pp.  35,  36). 

He  seems  to  have  removed  from  Newbury  to  Haverhill  in 
1645  or  1646 ;  to  have  returned  to  Newbury  before  the  15 
Jan.,  1652;  to  have  removed  to  Salem  before  the  28  Jan., 
1658,  and  after  March  3,  1656-7,  and  to  have  returned  to 
Newbury  after  (probably  soo7i  after)  9  Nov.,  1661,  and  to 
have  remained  at  the  latter  place  till  his  death. 

In  Coffin's  Newbury,  p.  292,  his  name  appears  as  one  of  the 
91  proprietors  declared  7  Dec,  1642,  to  be  the  only  "free- 
holders "  of  the  town,  and  they  only  to  have  proportionable 
right  in  all  waste  lands,  commons  and  rivers,  undisposed,  etc. 
He  and  John  Baker  were  by  vote  of  the  town  appointed 
"  haywards  till  the  town  shall  appoint  new,"  10  Aug.,  1638 
(p.  28).  His  name  does  not  occur  again  till  in  1669  he  signs 
with  Nicholas  Noyes,  Richard  Kent,  Henry  Shoit,  Anthony 
Somerly  and  others,  9  in  all,  a  memorial  to  the  General  Court 
against  Mr.  Edward  Woodman  for  his  speeches  against  Mr. 
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Parker  and  Mr,  Woodbridge  (p.  Y4).  He  adhered  throughout 
to  the  Parker  party  (pp.  86,  100)  as  a  member  of  the  church, 
liis  son  Thomas^  taking  the  other  side  (pp.  83,  100). 

Enocli  Hale's  MS,  book  says  tliat  Thomas  Hale'  emigrated 
from  Codicote,  in  Herts,  but  query  as  to  the  authority.  The 
same  book  says  that  he  and  Robert  of  Charlestown  were 
brotliers,  and  that  they  emigrated  together  and  were  "  sup- 
posed to  be  cousins  of  Sir  Matthew  Hale,"  for  none  of  which 
statements  does  any  authority  appear  to  exist.  If  a  brother  of 
Robert  he  certainly  was  not  a  son  of  William  of  King's  Wal- 
den,  nor  a  descendant  of  Richard  of  same ;  though  if  born  at 
Codicote  he  was  doubtless  related  to  the  King's  Walden 
family,  which  originated  at  Codicote,  where  Richard  the  pro- 
genitor was  born,  son  of  Thomas  and  Anne  (Mitchell)  Hale.* 

Enoch  Hale  also  says  that  at  the  date  of  his  writing  (prob- 
ably 1855  or  1856)  a  part  of  the  original  house  built  by 
Thomas  Hale'  on  the  Parker  River  was  still  standing.

Joseph.  Her  second  husband  d.  27  June,  1710,  and  she  d.  8

Named  as  son-in-law  in  will  of  Richard  Hutchinson  of 
Salem,  dated  19  Jan.,  1679,  and  proved  in  1682.  ("Judicial 
Court "  Eecs.,  2  :  15.) 

In  account  Avith  estate  of  John  "Watson  of  Bradford  in  1685. 
(Id.,  4:  150.) 

His  win,  dated  20  March,  1686-7,  witnessed  by  Eichard 
Dole,  Senr.,  and  Henry  Short  — codicil  dated, 20  Feb.,' 1687-8, 
witnessed  by  Daniel  Thurston,  Senr.,  and  John  Pore  — 
proven  "  at  an  Inferior  Court  of  Pleas  holden  at  Salem,  Dec. 
12,  1688."  "Attest,  Benja.  Gerrish,  Clericus."  (Jud.  Ct. 
Rec,  4 :  192.) 

Inventory  sworn  and  filed  by  wid.  Mary,  executrix,  21: 
Sept.,  1689,  real  and  personal  footing  £505,  16,  8  (the  home- 
stead having  been  deeded  to  son  Thomas  before  his  death), 
debts  due  from  estate,  £6,  19,  6.  Richard  Dole,  Benjamin 
Rolfe  and  Henry  Short,  appraisers. 

Will  recites  conveyance  of  all  testator's  lands  in  Newbury 
to  son  Thomas  16  May,  1682,  one-half  in  present  possession 
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and  one-half  in  reversion,  and  gives  him  one  shilling  in  full, 
saying  lands  deeded  are  more  than  his  proportion  of  estate. 

Gives  son  Joseph  £50,  to  be  paid  by  executrix,  and  £50 
more  to  be  paid  by  Thomas.  Also  all  testator's  lands  in 
Almsbury,  and  "  half  the  20  a.  wh.  my  father  Hutchison  gave 
me  lying  in  Salem  village,"  with  power  to  sell  Salem  lands 
(whole)  and  pay  half  proceeds  to  Samuel.  Also  "the  fowl- 
ing-piece with  all  that  belongs  to  her  and  half  the  bullets  in 
the  house,"  and  after  mother's  death  tools  of  husbandry  to 
be  divided  between  him  and  Samuel.  Requires  of  executrix 
that  "he  be  put  out  to  some  good  trade  at  the  age  of  IS  or 
19  years  at  farthest." 

Gives  Samuel  £50  to  be  paid  by  executrix  and  £50  by 
Thomas,  also  "  the  musket  with  all  that  belongs  to  it,  and  half 
of  y®  bullets  that  shall  be  left  in  the  house,  and  the  cutlash 
and  belt,"  also  "  all  the  laud  I  bo'  of  Daniel  Lad  "  in  Haver- 
hill, and  half  the  20  a.  at  Salem  or  the  value  thereof,  and  on 
his  mother's  death  half  the  tools  as  aforesaid. 

To  daughter  Mary,  she  having  already  received  "  upwards 
of  three  score  pounds,  as  it  is  to  be  seen  upon  my  book,"  the 
same  to  be  made  up  £70  out  of  the  last  £100  Thomas  is  to 
pay. 

To  daughter  Abigail,  already  received  £50  and  upward,  as 
will  appear,  etc.,  same  to  "  be  made  up  three  score  pounds  as 
soon  as  her  mother  can  conveniently,  and  after  her  decease  to 
£70  by  Thomas,  etc. 

To  daughter  Hannah,  has  received  over  £60,  to  be  made  up 
£70  by  Thomas. 

To  daughter  Lydia  three  score  pounds  to  be  paid  her  pres- 
ently upon  her  marriage,  and  to  be  made  up  £70  by  Thomas. 

If  either  Joseph  or  Samuel  die  before  marriage,  tlie  sur- 
vivor to  have  the  other's  portion.  "And  if  either  of  my  two 
daughters  which  are  now  unmarried,  viz. :  Lydia  or  Elizabeth 
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Hale  after  mentioned,  should  die  unmarried,  that  then  that 
estate  herein  mentioned  unto  the  daughter  dying  shall  be 
divided  among  the  surviving  sisters." 

Gives  Joseph  and  Samuel  equally  any  "  division  or  divisions 
of  land  vi'hich  have  been  or  shall  be  laid  out  unto  me  or  my 
estate  out  of  the  comons  of  Newbury  by  vertue  of  rates  for- 
merly paid  by  me,  or  to  be  paid  by  me  or  my  estate." 

To  daughter  Elizabeth  three  score  pounds,  to  be  paid  pres- 
ently upon  her  marriage,  to  be  made  up  £70  after  her  moth- 
er's decease  by  Thomas. 

The  remainder  of  the  £200  to  be  paid  by  Thomas,  being 
£50,  to  be  paid  to  Joseph  and  Samuel  equally. 

If  Thomas  shall  fail  to  pay  the  £200,  then  one-half  the 
houses  and  lands  in  Nevrbury  given  to  Joseph  and  Samuel 
equally,  they  to  pay  the  legacies  imposed  upon  Thomas. 

Appoints  wife  Mary  sole  executrix,  and  gives  "into  her 
hands  and  to  be  at  her  dispose  my  Indian  servant  "Wott." 
"  And  I  doe  desyre  my  loveing  friends  Benj.  Rolf,  John  Poer, 
and  Joseph  Ilsely  to  be  the  overseers  of  this  my  will,''  etc. 

Codicil  provides,  that  "  Elizabeth  being  now  married  hath 
had  her  three  score  pounds,  and  if  Lydia  desire  it  she  shall 
have  her  three  score  pounds  paid  her  within  a  year  after  my 
decease."  Directs  that  Thomas  pay  his  sisters  £10  apiece, 
without  reference  to  amount  on  books.  If  wife  shall  die 
without  disposing  of  the  estate  left  her,  then  Lydia  to  have 
her  £60  out  of  furniture,  etc.,  clothing  to  be  divided  among 
the  daughters,  Lydia  to  have  £5  more,  and  the  remainder  to 
be  divided  between  Joseph  and  Samuel.  If  either  Joseph  or 
Samuel  die  before  marriage,  Thomas  to  have  £40  abated  from 
legacies  he  is  to  pay.

1665,   '74.      "Selectman,"    1665,   '75,   '78.      "Trial   juror," 
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1675,  '77,  '78  and  '79.  "  Tything-man,"  1679,  '80,  '81. 
"Highway  surveyor,"  1676,  '77.  "  Way- warden,"  1674,  '79. 
On  committees  of  town,  1673,  '74,  '76,  '77,  '78,  '79  and  '80. 

He  died  at  the  comparatively  youthful  age  of  55,  his  father 
having  lived  to  be  76,  his  brother  John  71,  his  brother  Samuel 
69,  his  sister  Apphia  66,  and  his  sons  Tliomas,  Joseph  and 
Samuel  respectively  71,  90  and  71.  He  was  evidently  a  man 
of  very  handsome  estate,  provided  liberally  for  all  his  children, 
who  were  all  "  successful "  and  prosperous  people.

1695,  conveyed 
to  his  son  Henry',  when  abont  to  be  married,  half  his  house, 
barn,  shop  and  land  adjoining,  and  other  lands  in  Newbury, 
provided  Henry  maintained  the  grantor,  etc.,  and  if  Henry 
should  not  leave  children  the  estate  to  go  to  grantor's  other 
children  (12 :  108). 

John  Hale,  Senr.,  carpenter,  and  wife,  Sarah,  12  Jan.,  1697 
-8,  sold  to  Thomas  Hale'  (Thomas",  Thomas')  23  a,  land  in 
Newbury  (13  :  50). 

He  sold  4  May,  1698,  to  John  Kelly,  Senr,,  of  Newbury, 
30  a. ;  deed  witnessed  by  Henry,  Joseph  and  Moses  Hale 
(15  :  55). 

He  deeded  to  his  son  Henry',  9  Feb.,  1699-1700,  all  his 
real  estate,  house,  land,  etc.,  Henry  to  take  care  of  him  during 
life,  one-half  in  possession  and  one-half  at  death  of  grantor 
(15  :  145). 

He  deeded  to  his  son  Joseph",  of  Newbury,  23  June,  1703, 
"  because  he  was  satisfied  with  his  marriage  with  his  then  wife, 
Marj^,"  a  lot  of  marsh  on  Plumb  Island  (15  :  165). 

Received  from  son,  Henry',  and  wife,  Sarah,  of  Newbury, 
23  Sept.,  1700,  deed  of  above  Plumb  Island  lot  and  gives  him 
meadow  in  Salisbury  (15  :  166). 

Deeded  to  his  son  John',  of  Newbury,  19  Dec,  1694,  house 
and  14  a.  of  land  son  had  occupied  for  several  years  in  New- 
bury, with  other  lands  (18  :  46). 

Son  Henry'  and  daughter  Judith,  wife  of  Thomas  Moody, 
in  deed  to  Josiah  Cliark,  of  Boston,  26  Feb.,  1710,  of  all  their 
right  in  the  estate  of  their  grandfather,  Henry  Somerby  of 
Newbury,  recite  themselves  as  "the  only  surviving  heirs  of 
the  said  Sarah  Hale,  alias  Somerby  "  (22  :  232). 

He  (John'')  exchanged  lands  with  Tristram  Coffin  2  Nov., 
1692  (26  :  269). 
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Deed  to  Joshua  Brown  20  Nov.,  1678,  land  in  Rowley  (36, 
128),  and  to  John  Worth,  of  Newbury,  2  Nov.,  1692,  30  a.  in 
Newbury  (36 :  244). 

John  Hale  licensed  "  to  make  sturgeon,"  1677.  Named  as 
of  Newbury,  house-carpenter,  1669.  List  of  early  settlers, 
etc.,  6  Hist.  Gen.  Reg.  314. 

He  deeded  to  Peter  Merrill,  of  Newbury,  23  March,  1692- 
3,  a  lot  of  Plumb  Island  marsh  in  Rowley  division  (54  :  104). 

At  the  March  term  of  the  court  at  Ipswich  in  1680,  "Sarah 
Hale,  aged  33,"  testified  as  to  statement  of  Joseph  Moores, 
that  "if  there  were  any  wizards,  he  was  sure  Caleb  Powell 
was  one."  This  must  have  been  Sarah  Symonds,  third  wife 
of  John^,  above  named.  (Coffin's  Newbury,  p.  125.)  She 
was  also  probably  the  "Goody  Hale"  named  in  William 
Morse's  review  of  the  evidence  in  his  wife's  case  (p.  128). 

He  took  oath  of  allegiance  at  Newbury  in  1678,  aged  42, 
and  his  son  John^,  Jr.,  at  same  time,  aged  17.  (7  Hist.  Gen. 
Reg.,  349,  350.) 

Hon.  Samuel  Symonds,  of  Ipswich,  in  his  will  dated  16  Feb., 
1673,  mentions  daughter  Hale  (8  id.,  54).  See  note  31,  N.  E. 
Hist.  &  Gen.  Reg.,  p.  86  (1877). 

1640-1709. 

Nainael  Hale'  (Thomas'),  of  Newbury,  and  Wood- 
bridge,  N.  J.,  born  in  Newbury,  2  Feb.,  1639-40  (Coffin,  and 
see  post).  Coffin's  MS.  (per  James  W.  Hale)  says  m.  1st, 
19  March,  1669,  Lydia  Musgrave  ;  I  find  no  other  record  of 
this  fact;  m.  2d(0,  21  July,  1673,  Sarah,'  d.  of  Wilham  and 
Barbara  Ilsley  of  Newbury,  who  was  of  Newbury,  Wilts.  She 
was  b.  in  Newbury,  8  Aug.,  1655,  and  d.  in  AVoodbridge,  N.  J., 
16  Jan.,  1680-81.     He  d.  in  Woodbridge,  5  Nov.,  1709. 

A  Samuel  Hale  was  on  tax  lists  of  Dover,  N.  H.,  1665  (4 
Hist.  Gen.  Reg.,  250)  and  1666  (6  id.,  259) ;  see  also  Savage  — 
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and  this  may  have  been  he.  Coffin's  list  of  early  settlers,  etc. 
(6  Reg.  341),  names  him  as  "  m.  Sarah  Illesley."  He  removed 
about  1670,  with  a  large  colony  from  Newbury  and  vicinity  to 
Woodbridge,  N.  J.,  among  others  his  brothers-in-law,  John  and 
Elisha  Ilsley.  He  was  a  prominent  man  in  church  and  state 
there  for  many  years  (see  Whitehead's  Cont'ns  to  East  Jersey 
Hist.),  an  officer  of  militia,  justice  of  the  peace  for  many  years, 
"  assistant "  in  the  church,  and  the  first  name  on  the  roll  at  its 
formation ;  18  June,  lYOO,  officiated  as  justice  of  peace  at 
marriage  of  Wilham  Illslee  to  Mary  Ayres.  (22  Reg.,  343.) 
Was  living  in  1707. 

Alfred  Poor  gives  from  Newbury  Church  Record :  "  Sarah, 
child  of  Samuel  Hale  of  New  Jersey,  baptised  Aug.  12,  1677." 

Daily's  History  of  Woodbridge,  N.  J.,  makes  frequent  men- 
tion of  him,  and  shows  him  one  of  the  leading  inhabitants. 

Woodbridge  was  first  settled  from  England  in  1665. 
(Dally,  p.  8.)  21st  May,  1666,  Gov.  Carteret  entered  into  con- 
tract with  John  Pike,  Daniel  Pierce  and  Abraham  Tappen, 
of  Woodbridge  and  Piscataway,  on  behalf  of  themselves  and 
their  associates,  for  settlement  of  two  townships  of  forty  to 
one  hundred  families  each,  the  settlement  to  begin  between 
date  of  paper  and  Nov.,  1666.  Eight  others  signed  the  cov- 
enant 11  May,  1668  i^pp.  9,  lOj.  The  settlement  from  New 
England  seems  to  have  been  mainly  from  Newbury. 

Samuel  Hale  is  mentioned  by  Dally  as  a  carpenter  (p.  20) ; 
in  list  of  freeholders  (p.  28) ;  as  marshal  of  the  township  court, 
elected  at  town-meeting,  3  June,  1671 ;  this  is  the  first  date 
given  in  relation  to  him  (p.  47);  as  leader  of  a  "squad"  for 
erecting  fortifications  (p.  53)  in  1675 ;  a  room  to  be  fitted  up 
at  his  house  or  at  that  of  Samuel  Moore  for  the  "  comfortable 
entertainment"  of  the  minister,  Nov.,  1674  (p.  79);  member 
of  various  committees  of  the  town,  1682,  '93,  '95,  '97  (pp.  94, 
115,  116,  119);   he  was  constable  in  1680  (p.  138);  was  an 
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associate  justice  of  the  township  court  in  1683,  '87,  '92  (p.  139); 
marshal  of  the  same  court,  1671-2  (p.  139) ;  lieut.  of  the  mili- 
tary company,  1682-97  (p.  140) ;  rate  gatherer  (tax  collector) 
in  1684  (p.  142).  He  was  known  as  "  Judge  Hale,"  and  his 
house  situated  on  the  road  to  Uniontown  (p.  149) ;  an  allot- 
ment of  land  was  drawn  in  his  name  and  right  (by  his  son-in- 
law  Moses  Rolph)  in  1718  (p.  159) ;  was  on  committee  to 
obtain  consent  of  Rev.  Mr.  Shepard  to  ordination  in  1701  (p. 
164) ;  to  repair  meeting-house,  1703  (p.  167) ;  heads  list  of 
church  members  as  one  of  the  three  who  had  been  communi- 
cants elsewhere,  and  stvled  "  assistant "  on  organization  of  the 
church,  29  Jan.,  1708-9  (p.  167).  Mem.— This  was  an  "inde- 
pendent "  or  Congregational  church  at  its  organization,  but 
became  Presbyterian  in  1710,  after  Mr.  Hale's  death  (p.  169). 
The  town  record  of  Woodbridge,  N.  J.,  as  cited  to  me  by  Mr. 
Dalley,  in  MS.,  contains  the  following :  "  Sarah  Hale,  wife 
to  Samuel  Hale,  Departed  this  life  y*^  16'*"  daj^  of  January, 
1681."  "  Samuel  Hale,  Esq.,  Departed  this  life  November  y- 
S**",  1709,  Being  sixty-nine  years,  nine  months  and  three  days 
old.  He  died  of  the  Small  Pox."  (This  would  make  the 
date  of  his  birth,  2  Feb.,  1639-40.) 

Also,  "  Sarah  Hale,  Daughter  of  Samuel  Hale  and  Sarah  his 
wife.  Born  y«  25"'  of  Octr.,  1675."  "Mary  Hale,  Daughter 
of  Samuel  Hale  and  Sarah  his  wife,  Born  y®  28'*'  of  Novem- 
ber, 1678."

10  Sept.,  1669,  voted  that  Samuel  Hale  should  have  "  40 
a.  cf  land  more  than  is  his  due  by  concessions  August  y" 
27'^"     (A,  p.  166.) 

A  house  lot  voted  as  described  in  certificate  above  (A,  174) ; 
another  vote  of  grant  (A,  251). 

Certificate  of  his  "first  division  lot"  entered  by  Thomas 
Pike,  Clerk,  11  Oct.,  1709,  60  a.  (A,  296).  Mem.— This 
only  twenty-five  days  before  his  death. 

Certificate  of  second  division  lot,  22^  a.,  entered  by  Thomas 
Pike,  "Farm  clerk  and  lot  layer,"  31  July,  1708.  (Freehold- 
ers' Book,  pp.  2,  3.) 

Third  division  laid  out  "  for  Moses  Rolph  in  the  right  of 
Samuel  Hale,"  9  a.  "with  allowance  for  bad  laud,"  entered  3 
May,  1715.  Signed  by  Thomas  Pike,  lot  layer,  William 
Ilesley,  George  Brown  and  John  Jaques,  Committee,  certified 
by  Moses  Rolph,  Clerk.     (Id.,  p.  61.) 

Eight  a.  more  drawn  by  Moses  Rolph  in  right  of  Samuel 
Hale  (id.,  p.  69),  8  May,  1717. 
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Moses  Rolph  accepted  as  a  freeholder  in  Woodbridge  in 
right  of  his  father-in-law,  Samuel  Hale,  by  vote  of  town-meet- 
ing of  freeholders  and  inhabitants,  12  Jan.,  1712.  (Lib.  A, 
p.  309.) 

1642-1708. 

Apphia'  (Hale)  Rolfe  (Thomas')  of  Newbury  was 
born  in  Newbury  probably  in  1642.  Coffin,  in  his  "  List 
of  Early  Settlers"  (Reg.,  vol.  6,  p.  341),  giving  her  name 
"  Hale,  Apphia,  se.  17  in  1659."  Coffin's  MS.,  given  to  Jas. 
"W".  Hale,  also  mentions  her  as  the  fourth  child  of  Thomas' 
Hale.  She  m.  Benjamin'  Rolfe,  as  shown  by  the  records  of 
Newbury,  3  Nov.,  1659.  He  was  son  of  Henry'  and  Honour 
Rolfe  of  Newbury,  thougli  Coffin  strangely  enough  puts  two 
additional  generations  between  him  and  his  mother,  making 
her  his  great-grandmother,  and  mother  of  his  father,  whom 
Coffin  makes  his  grandfather.  He  thus  makes  Benjamin' 
Rolfe,  who  was  m.  in  1659,  of  i\ie  fourth  generation  of  Rolfcs 
in  Newbury.  He  was  a  weaver,  b.  between  1637  ar.d  1640, 
admitted  freeman  in  1659,  and  d.  in  Newbury  in  Aug.,  1710, 
his  wife  having  d.  24  Dec,  1708.  The  name  was  almost, 
though  not  quite,  uniformly  spelled  Rolfe  by  the  family  in 
New  England,  and  with  almost  equal  unanimity  was  spelled 
Rolph  by  the  branches  of  the  family  settled  in  New  Jersey 
and  on  Long  Island,  a  distinction  which  is  kept  up  with  sub- 
stantial agreement  to  the  present  day.  Besides  these  two 
spellings  there  are  found  on  the  records,  not  by  members  of 
the  family  but  by  others,  the  following :  Rolf,  Rolphe,  Roffe, 
Roaf,  Roaff,  Ralph,  Ralf  and  Rafe.

Benjamin  Rolfe,  the  husband  of  Appliia"*  (Hale),  was  evi- 
dently a  man  of  substance  and  consideration  in  his  town,  and 
in  the  records  in  their  later  years  he  and  his  wife  are  usually 
mentioned  with  the  tokens  of  respect  "  Mr."  and  "  Mrs." 

Of  the  above-named  children  and  their  descendants  I  find 
the  following :

(Dole)  Moody,  John  being  son  of  Samuel  and  Mary  (Cutting) 
Moody,  and  Hannah  being  d.  of  Richard  and  Hannah  (Rolfe) 
Dole.  John',  son  of  Jonathan*,  b.  1738,  d.  1795,  m.  2d,  Eliza- 
beth, d.  of  Thomas  and  Priseilla  (Pearson)  Richardson.  Their 
son  Moses',  b.  1777,  m.  Sarah  Putnam,  d.  of  Lemuel  and 
Sarah  (Brown)  Noyes.  Their  son  Joseph  Noyes',  b.  1822, 
m.  Mary  Little,  d.  of  Richard  and  Abigail  Little  Adams, 
and  their  son  Charles  J.  was  b.  1858.  Joseph  lives  on  the 
farm  bought  by  Benjamin  in  1660  and  which  has  been  in  the 
family  ever  since. 
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John*  m.  Judith  Dole,  bad  children  Hannah*,  who  m, 
^Nathaniel*  Rolfe  {e.  post),  Benjamin',  who  settled  in  Bosca- 
wan,  N.  H.,  and  has  descendants  in  New  Hampshire  and  New 
York,  and  Enoch*,  who  lived  in  Newhury  and  left  but  one 
child,  who  was  mother  of  the  late  Col.  Joseph  Rolfe  Lambert 
of  Bangor,  Me. 

h.  Benjamin',  graduated  at  Harvard  College  1684,  being 
the  first  of  the  descendants  of  Thomas^  Hale  to  receive  a  colle- 
giate education.  He  was  chaplain  to  the  forces  at  Falmouth 
in  1689.  He  m.  12  March,  1693-4,  Meliitable  Atwater, 
and  was  ordained  in  1694  the  second  minister  of  Haverhill, 
Mass.,  where  he  and  his  wife  and  youngest  child  were  killed 
by  the  Indians  29  Aug.,  1708.  (See  Chase's  Hist,  of  Haver- 
hill, 154  to  228  passim^  also  2  Reg.,  353,  for  full  account.) 
Their  children,  besides  those  who  d.  in  infancy,  were  :

Of  these,  Mary^,  then  aB.  13,  and  Elizabeth*,  then  se.  9, 
were  saved  from  death  at  the  hands  of  the  Indians  by  the 
coolness,  intrepidity,  shrewdness  and  faithfulness  of  Hagar,  a 
negro  servant,  who  concealed  them  and  herself  in  the  cellar. 

Mary*  subsequently  m.  Gen.  Estes  Hatch  of  Dorchester, 
a  leading  citizen  of  that  town,  and  was  the  mother  of  Judge 
Nathaniel'  Hatch  (Harv.  1742),  who  was  a  judge  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas  in  Boston,  adhered  to  the  mother  country 
in  the  Revolutionary  war,  left  Massachusetts  with  the  British 
troops  on  the  evacuation  of  Boston  in  1776,  and  d.  in  1780. 

Elizabeth*  m.  Rev.  Samuel  Checkley  (Harv.  1715),  who 
was  the  first  minister  of  the  New  South  Church  in  Boston. 
He  was  son  of  Col.  Samuel  and  Mary  (Scottow)  Checkley  of 
Boston  and  d.  in  Boston   1  Dec,  1709.     Samuel  and  Eliza- 
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beth*  (Rolfe)  Checkley  had  twelve  children,  of  whom  Eliza- 
beth' m.  17  Oct.,  1749,  the  illustrious  patriot  Gov.  Samuel 
Adams,  b.  Boston  27  Sept.,  1722  (Harv.  1740)  and  d.  2  Oct., 
1803,  and  was  mother  of  Samuel'  Adams,  Jr.,  b.  27  Oct.,  1751 
(Harv.  1770),  studied  medicine  under  Dr.  Joseph  Warren, 
served  as  surgeon  during  the  Eevolutionary  war,  and  d.  17 
Jan.,  1788.  Another  of  their  children  was  Rev.  Samne? 
Checkley  (Harv.  1743)  of  Boston,  whose  d.  Elizabeth'  m.  1st, 
Ebenezer  Sayer,  Esq.  (Harv.  1768),  and  2d,  as  his  second  wife. 
Rev.  Dr.  John  Lathrop  of  Boston  (N.  J.  CoU.  1763).  Ann', 
d.  of  Rev.  Dr.  John  and  Elizabeth'  (Checkley)  (Sayer)  Lath- 
rop, was  wife  of  Thomas  Motley,  Esq.,  of  Portland,  Me.,  and 
mother  of  John  Lothrop'  (originally  Lathrop)  Motley  (Harv. 
1831),  the  distinguished  historian,  and  of  Thomas'  Motley  (A. 
M.  Harv.  1872),  instructor  in  farming  in  the  Bussey  Institu- 
tion, Harvard  University.  Elizabeth',  d.  of  John  Lothrop' 
Motley,  m.  1st,  Thomas  Poynton"  Ives  (Brown  Univ.  1854), 
a  descendant  of  Dea.  Robert'  Hale  of  Charlestown,  through 
Rev.  John^  (Harv.  1657),  Robert^  (Harv.  1686),  Robert* 
(Harv.  1721),  Elizabeth*  (Hale)  Ives,  Robert  Hale^  Ives, 
Thomas  Poynton^  Ives,  and  Moses  Brown^  Ives  (Brown  Univ. 
1812);  she  m.  2d,  Dec.  2,  1876,  the  Right  Honorable  Sir 
William  Vernon  Harcourt  (Oxford  )  the  eminent  English 

statesman  and  publicist,  first  distinguished  as  a  political  and 
historical  writer  under  his  pen-name  "  Historicus." 

G.  Apphia'  Rolfe  m.  1  April,  1096,  Joliu'  Jepson  of  Bos- 
ton, son  of  John'  and  Ruth  Jepson,  of  Boston,  as  his  second 
wife,  his  first  having  been  Ruth,  d.  of  Richard  Gardner,  by 
Ann,  d.  of  Henry'  Rolfe,  of  Woburn.  No  children  of  this 
second  marriage  are  known,  though  Savage  records  five  chil- 
dren of  John'  Jepson  by  his  first  marriage. 

d.  Samuel'  Rolfe  m.  in  1699  Martha  Jepson,  of  Boston, 
as  her  name  appears  in  the  records  of  births  of  her  children  in 
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Newbury,  though  in  the  record  of  publishment  of  their  inten- 
tion of  marriage  her  name  is  given  as  Sarah.  They  had 
children  born  in  Newbury  :

Samuel*  is  said  by  Charles  J.  E-olfe,  of  Newbury  (see  his 
letter  of  13  Dec.,  1877),  to  have  been  the  ancestor  of  William 
James  Rolfe,  of  Cambridge  (Amherst  1849;  A.  M,  Harv. 
1859) ;  of  Samuel  Rolfe,  Esq.,  of  Portland,  Me.,  and  of  the 
Rolfes  of  Newbnryport. 

e.  Henry'  Rolfe  m.  in  1705  Hannah',  d.  of  Jacob'  and 
Hannah'  (Sewall)  Toppan,  of  Newbury,  where  she  was  b.  4 
March,  1679.  Jacob^  Toppan  was  son  of  Abraham'  and  Su- 
sannah (Goodale)  Toppan,  of  Newbury,  1637.  Hannah' 
Sewall  was  d.  of  Henry''  and  Jane  (Dummer)  Sewall,  of  New- 
bury. Henry''  Sewall  was  son  of  Henry',  of  Newbury,  1635, 
and  afterwards  of  Rowley.  Jane^  Dummer  was  d.  of  Stephen^ 
and  Alice  (Archer)  Dummer,  Newbury,  1638,  who  afterwards 
returned  to  England  leaving,  it  is  believed,  no  other  lineal  de- 
scendants here.  Stephen  was  brother  of  Richard',  of  New- 
bury. 

Henry'  Rolfe  lived  and  died  in  Newbury  Oldtown,  and  is 
buried  in  the  burying-gronnd  there,  his  name  on  the  grave- 
stone being  spelled  Rolph,  though  it  is  believed  he  uniformly 
spelled  it  Rolfe.  He  was  a  man  of  handsome  estate,  a  leading 
man  in  the  town,  and  as  his  gravestone  records  "for  many 
years  in  commission  for  the  Peace  and  a  member  of  y''  Gen* 
Court  of  this  Province."  He  was  one  of  the  original  pro- 
prietors of  "  Pennacoolc,"  afterwards  Rnmford,  and  now  Con- 
cord, N.  H.,  under  the  charter  granted  by  the  Province  of 
Mass.,  and  was  evidently  the  master  spirit  among  them,  as  his 
son,  Col.  Beujamin*,  afterwards  was  in  the  town.     With  a  few 
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others  he  passed  the  winter  of  1726-7  there,  the  first  winter 
spent  there  by  white  men.  Dr.  Bouton,  in  his  History  of 
Concord,  says  "  they  suffered  severely  from  cold  and  for  want 
of  suitable  provisions,  and  were  relieved  by  friendly  Indians 
dwelling  there."  He  was  usually  moderator  in  the  meetings 
of  the  proprietors  and  their  agent  before  the  Legislature  of 
Mass.  He  was  one  of  the  commissioners  of  Mass.  in  1637  for 
running  the  boundary  line  between  that  province  and  N.  H. 
He  d.  in  Newbury  19  July,  1752.

Henry*  lived  and  died  in  Newbury,  and  had  children  (Bou- 
ton says),  Henry^  and  Benjamin',  b.  10  May,  1756  (Harv. 
1777),  the  minister  at  Parsonsfield,  Me. 

Hannah*  m.  Stephen  Emery  and  was  mother  of  Capt.  Ben- 
jamin^ Emery,  of  Concord,  N.  H. 

Benjamin*  (Harv.  1727),  graduating  at  the  age  of  17,  seems 
to  have  gone  almost  immediately  to  "  Pennacook,"  where  he 
spent  his  life  as  the  leader  of  the  infant  settlement  and  after- 
wards of  the  town.  He  was  "clerk  of  the  proprietors  of 
Pennacook "  in  1731,  and  continued  so  till  1770.  Was  for 
many  years  town  clerk  of  Rumford.  In  1737  was  clerk  of 
the  commissioners  to  determine  the  boundary  line  between 
Mass.  and  N.  H.,  of  which  commission  his  father  was  a  mem- 
ber. In  1745  he  held  the  commission  of  Colonel.  He  was 
the  first  representative  of  Rumford  in  the  General  Assembly 
of  N.  H.,  and  repeatedly  held  the  same  office  afterwards,  and 
during  his  life-time  held  almost  every  responsible  office  in  the 
town  in  the  gift  of  his  fellow-citizens. 
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He  lived  a  bachelor  till  near  60  years  of  age,  and  then 
(probably  in  1769)  m.  Sarah,  d.  of  Ke^.  Timothy  (Harv.  1725) 
and  Sarah  (Burbeen)  Walker,  Mr.  Walker  being  the  first  min- 
ister of  Rumford.  She  was  born  in  Riimford  6  Aug.,  1739, 
and  was  a  lady  of  great  beauty,  talent  and  accomplishment. 

Their  only  child  was  Paul'  Rolfe,  born  in  Rumford  4  Aug., 
1770,  He  graduated  at  Harvard  in  1792,  lived  on  the  pater- 
nal farm  in  Rumford  (Concord)  and  died  there  18  July,  1819. 
He  held  a  commission  as  Colonel,  and  held  sundry  town 
offices.  He  m.  Elizabeth  Kirkwood,  of  Medford  or  Charles- 
town,  Mass.,  but  had  no  children.  She  died  in  Concord  15 
'Jan.,  1837. 

Benjamin*  Rolfe  d.  at  Rumford  21  Dec,  1771,  being  at  the 
time  of  his  death  accounted  the  richest  man  in  the  town,  and 
held  in  high  respect  for  his  abilities  and  many  virtues.  The 
inventory  of  his  estate  footed  £4,082,  a  large  sum  for  those 
days.  Among  his  assets  was  included  "  one  negro"  valued  at 
£55,  the  latest  case  of  existing  African  slavery  I  have  found 
in  New  England.  He  left  no  will  and  his  property  went 
wholly  to  his  widow  and  son  PauP. 

In  1772  or  1773,  his  widow,  then  some  33  years  of  age, 
rich  and  beautiful,  married  Benjamin  Thompson,  a  youth- 
ful school-master  in  Rumford,  who  was  born  in  Wobnrn, 
Mass.,  26  March,  1753,  thus  being  hardly  20  years  of  age, 
and  nearl}^  fourteen  years  the  junior  of  his  bride.  He  adhered 
to  the  mother  country  on  the  outbreak  of  the  Revolution,  his 
wife  preserving  her  attachment  to  the  cause  of  the  Colonies, 
went  to  England  with  despatches  from  General  Howe  in  1776, 
served  there  in  civil  office  under  Lord  George  Germain,  and 
in  1780  was  an  under  Secretary  of  State.  On  the  retirement 
of  Lord  George  from  office  he  returned  to  America,  raised  and 
commanded  a  regiment  of  loyalists  or  tories  in  New  York,  and 
was  actively  engaged  in  hostilities  against  the  Americans  in 
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New  England  and  South  Carolina  till  the  end  of  the  war. 
Then  returning  to  England  he  was  knighted,  and  in  1784 
entered  the  service  of  the  King  of  Bavaria.  Of  his  subsequent 
distinguished,  brilliant  and  useful  career,  political,  military  and 
scientific,  it  would  be  going  too  far  outside  the  scope  of  our 
work  to  trace  even  the  outline.  But  it  is  to  be  remembered 
especially  to  the  credit  of  his  heart,  that  when  he  was  raised 
to  the  dignity  of  Count  of  the  Holy  Koman  Empire,  he 
selected  as  his  title  the  name  of  the  little  country  village  where 
as  a  boy-schoolmaster  he  had  found  his  wife  and  the  founder 
of  his  fortunes,  and  so  carried  to  posterity  the  name  of  Rum- 
ford  with  great  distinction.  His  wife,  then  Lady  Thompson, 
died  in  Concord,  10  Jan.,  1792,  never  having  joined  her  hus- 
band abroad.  She  bore  him  an  only  daughter,  Sarah,  born  in 
the  BoKe  house  in  Concord,  18  Oct.,  1774.  She  spent  many 
years  after  the  death  of  her  mother  with  her  father  in  Europe, 
remaining  with  him  till  his  death  at  Auteuil,  France,  21  Aug., 
1814.  She  then  returned  to  Concord,  where  she  spent  a  quiet 
and  useful  life  as  Countess  of  Rumford,  till  her  death  there 
in  1852,  at  the  age  of  78.  Most  of  her  large  fortune  she 
devoted,  either  during  her  life  or  by  her  will,  to  charitable 
uses,  among  other  institutions  having  founded  and  endowed 
that  noble  charity  at  Concord,  the  "Rolfe  and  E-umford 
Asylum." 

Count  Bumford  married  as  a  second  wife,  in  1804,  the 
widow  of  the  French  savant  Lavoisier  who  had  died  on  the 
scaffold  in  1794.  She  survived  him,  and  died  in  Faris  in  1836 
at  the  age  of  81. 

Nathaniel*  (Henry",  etc.),  m.  Hannah'  Rolfe  (John*, 
John",  Apphia^,  etc.,  see  a,  ante).  He  settled  in  Bumford, 
N.  H.,  and  there  had  children  NathanieP,  William",  Eliza- 
beth'', Judith",  Jane",  Hannah",  Benjamin",  Mary"  and  Henry'. 
He  represented  Concord  in  the  General  Assembly  of  New 
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Hampshire  in  1778,  and  held  sundry  town  offices,  and  d.  in 
Concord  in  Dec,  180S,  se.  95. 

His  son  Nathanie?  in.  Judith,  youngest  d.  of  Rev.  Timothy 
and  Sarah  (Burbeen)  Walker  (sister  of  Sarah,  wife  of  his  uncle 
Benjamin*),  and  widow  of  Maj.  Abiel  Chandlei*,  by  whom  she 
had  had  three  children.  She  was  b.  in  Rumford,  4  Dec,  1744. 
Nathaniel*  and  Judith  had  children :  Abiel",  b.  6  April,  1781, 
lived  in  Concordand  d.  there  unmarried,  19  Feb.,  1840,  known 
as  Deacon  Abiel,  and  much  respected  ;  Jane',  b.  21  Jan.,  1782, 
ra.  JSTathan  Chandler  of  Concord,  and  d.  5  June,  1863  ;  and 
Henry'.  Jane"  (Rolfe)  and  Nathan  Chandler  had  eight  chil- 
dren, one  of  whom,  William  Palmer'  Chandler,  was  colonel  of 
the  Thirty-fifth  Illinois  Yolnnteers,  and  served  with  distin- 
guished gallantry  from  July,  1861,  to  the  end  of  the  war.  Two 
of  their  grandchildren,  Nathan  Moody'  Dow  and  Abiel  Rolfe' 
Dow,  also  served  in  the  war  of  the  rebellion. 

Henry''  Rolfe,  lumber  merchant,  of  Boston,  who  m.  Abiah 
Peabody  Atkinson,  is  descended  from  Nathaniel*,  supra,  liis 
father  heing  Henry',  who  m.  Deborah  Carter;  sou  of  Nathan- 
iel', supra.     (See  his  letter  of  21  April,  1877.) 

/.  Elizabeth'  Rolfe,  m,  14  Nov.,  1711,  as  his  second  wife 
(the  first  having  been  Hannah  Boardman,  by  whom  he  had 
live  children),  Eleazer'  Putnam  of  Danvers,  and  had  by  him : 
Henry*,  b.  14  Aug.,  1712,  and  Apphia*,  b.  8  July,  1716. 
Eleazer'  was  son  of  John'  and  Rebecca  (Prince)  Putnam  of 
Salem,  son  of  John'  of  Salem,  1640,  and  wife  Priscilla.  Gen. 
Israel*  Putnam  of  revolutionary  fame  was  of  this  family,  being 
son  of  Joseph",  Thomas',  John", 

g.  Nathaniel',  m.  in  1709  Ann  Toppan,  sister  of  the  wife 
of  Henry"-  He  d.  in  1710,  apparently  s.  p.,  and  his  widow  m. 
29  April,  1713,  Samuel  March. 

h.  Abigail',  m.  8  June,  1710,  Nathaniel  Boreman  or  Bord- 

man  of  Topsfield.     The  name  is  doubtless  identical  with  the 

modern  Boardman.

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Coffin  so  sadlj  mangled  the  early  generations  of  the  Rolfe 
family,  and  his  mistakes  have  been  so  extensively  copied,  that 
I  place  here  the  true  statement  of  the  original  immigrants 
and  their  immediate  descendants :  Henry'  and  Honour  his 
wife,  and  John'  and  Ann  his  wife,  were  early  settlers  of 
Xewbury,  and  had  probably  a  sister  Ruth,  wife  of  Thomas 
Whittier  of  Salisbury,  and  afterward  of  Haverhill,  ancestor 
of  John  Greenleaf  "Whittier  the  poet.  John*  spent  most  of 
his  life  in  Salisbury,  but  returned  to  Newbury  toward  the 
close  of  his  life.  I  leam  nothing  of  his  children,  except 
that  he  had  grandchildren  Isaac  and  Joseph  Ring,  and  a  d. 
Esther,  who  m.  John  Saunders.  His  male  line  seems  to  end 
with  himself. 

Henry*  and  Honour  his  wife  had  children  John',  Benjamin* 
(who  m.  Apphia*  Hale  as  above)  and  Hannah",  wife  of  Rich- 
ard* Dole,  to  whom  she  bore  ten  children,  ancestors  probably 
of  all  the  Doles  in  'New  England.  Also  Ann',  who  m.  1st, 
Thomas  Blanchard  of  Charlestown,  and  2d,  Richard  Gardner 
of  Woburn. 

John'  Rolfe  (Henry*)  m.  at  Newbury,  4  Dec,  1656,  Mary, 
d.  of  Samuel  and  Rebecca  (Kent)  Scullard.  He  lived  at  New- 
bury, and  had  there  children  :

He  died  at  the  house  of  his  brother  Benjamin''  in  Newbury, 
1  Oct.,  1681,  having  made  his  will  on  the  same  day,  which 
was  witnessed  by  Sarah  Hale  (third  wife  of  John",  Thomas^), 
86.  45,  and  Apphia''  Rolfe  (wife  of  Benjamin),  se.  40. 

Of  these  ten  children,  all  the  sons,  John,  Samuel,  Joseph, 
Benjamin,  Henry  and  Moses  were  residents  of  Woodbridge, 
N.  J.,  where  John,  Benjamin  and  Moses  married  and  had 
children.  The  records  of  Woodbridge  do  not  show  the  deaths 
of  an}"^  of  them,  and  the  name  is  now  unknown  there.  The 
descendants  of  some  of  them  are  found  on  Long  Island. 
These  sons  of  John'  and  their  descendants,  as  far  as  known, 
have  pretty  uniformly  spelled  the  name  liolph. 

Enoch  Carter'  Eolfe,  M.  D.  (Bowdoiu,  1838),  was  descended 
from  Nathaniel*  (Henry',  Benjamin",  Henry')  and  his  wife 
Hannah^  (John*,  John',  Benjamin*,  Henry'),  through  their 
son  Benjamin^  and  his  son  John'.  Harry*  Rolfe  (Harv.  1866) 
is  his  son(?). 

1659-1 730. 
Thomas  Hale'  (Thomas",  Thomas')  of  Newbury  and 
Kowley;  b.  at  Newbury  11  Feb.,  1658-9.  He  spent  most  of 
his  life  in  Newburj'^,  but  shortly  before  his  death  removed 
to  Rowley  and  d.  there  12  April,  1730.  He  was  a  man  of 
immense  size,  said  by  tradition  to  have  weighed  over  500 
pounds,  and  his  belt  as  worn  measured  five  feet.  He  had  a 
voice  of  immense  power.  He  was  a  prominent  and  leading 
man  in  church  and  town  affairs  both  in  Newbury  and  Rowley, 
was  captain  of  militia  and  justice  of  the  peace,  and  was 
familiarly  known  as  Captain  Hale  and  Justice  Hale.  He  is 
said  to  have  m.  1st,  Sarah  Pickard,  but  I  have  been  unable 
to  find  satisfactory  evidence  of  such  marriage.  If  so,  she  died 
young  and  8.  p.  She  must  have  been  d.  of  John  and  Jane 
Piekard    and    sister    of    Samuel,    who    m.    Elizabeth    Hale' 
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(Thomas^,  Thomas^).  If  so,  she  was  b.  in  Rowley  31  Jan., 
1656-7.  P.  S.  She  did  not  marry  Thomas  Hale,  but  d.  un- 
Tnarried  4  Oct.,  1681.  See  Rowley  Records.  He  m.  2d,(?) 
Sarah,  d.  of  Ezekiel  and  Edna  (Halsted)  (Bailey)  Northend, 
of  Rowley,  16  May,  1682.  She  was  b.  in  Rowley  3  Dec, 
1661,  and  d.  in  Rowley  26  April,  1732.

Thomas  Hale'  was  a  man  of  large  estate  for  his  day.  His 
will  is  witnessed  by  Jedediah  Jewet,  Edward  Payson,  Jr.,  and 
David  Payson  and  was  proven  before  Hon.  John  Appleton, 
Judge  of  Probate,  4  May,  1730.  Recites  that  he  has  given 
his  eldest  son,  Thomas*,  a  deed  of  the  land  he  lives  on,  and 
now  gives  him  "my  Kane  and  my  rapier  and  £20  at  the 
death  of  his  mother,"  and  one-third  of  his  "  waring  apparil." 

Recites,  has  given  son  Ezekiel  a  deed  of  the  land  he  lives 
on,  gives  him  £10  at  his  mother's  death  and  one-third  of 
wearing  apparel. 

Has  given  Nathan  deed  of  land  and  considerable  in  other 
ways,  gives  him  £20  at  his  mother's  death  and  one-third  of 
wearing  apparel. 

Gives  sons  Daniel  and  Joshua  all  his  "  housing  lands  and 
meadows"  in  Kewbury  Neck,  also  wood  lots  and  common 
rights  in  Newbury,  and  3  a.  bought  of  Moses  Platts  in  Row- 
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ley,  also  his  cart  and  sled  and  "  utensils  of  husbandry  without 
doors,"  his  two  guns  and  ammunition,  pew  in  Newbury  meet- 
ing-house, and  his  river  lot  lying  by  Merrimac  river  in  New- 
bury, and  gives  Joshua  1  cow  and  6  sheep.  Kequires  Daniel 
and  Joshua  to  pay  their  mother  yearly  as  provided,  and  to  pay 
to  their  three  sisters  £2  10s.  each,  and  £2  lO.s.  "  to  my  grand- 
daughters that  ray  dau.  Hannah  have  left." 

Gives  to  son  Moses*  the  house  and  lands  in  Rowley  formerly 
deeded  to  son  Daniel,  surrendered  for  sake  of  having  the 
half  of  lauds  at  Newbury  Neck  which  had  been  designed  for 
Moses,  but  Moses  also  j)ref erred  Rowley  place.  Also  an 
island  of  thatch  in  the  river.  Moses  to  pay  to  Daniel  £40  in 
two  years  after  decease  of  testator ;  in  default  Daniel  to  have 
8  a.  off  westerly  end  of  land  devised  to  Moses. 

Has  given  daughter  Edna  £100;  now  gives  her  £5,  one- 
half  to  be  paid  by  Daniel  and  Joshua  and  one-half  by  ex- 
ecutrix. 

Same  provision  and  recital  as  to  daughter  Mary. 

Same  provision  and  recital  as  to  daughter  Sarah. 

Has  given  daughter  Hannah  £100,  now  gives  "  her  daugh- 
ters that  she  hath  left "  £5  as  above,  when  they  come  of  age. 

Gives  his  "grandchild  Mary  £20  if  she  live  with  me  till 
she  be  18  years  old." 

Gives  £50  to  church  in  Rowley,  principal  to  be  kept  good 
and  interest  expended  "  for  the  relief  of  the  poor  brethren  of 
the  church." 

Appoints  wife  Sarah  sole  executrix,  gives  her  his  house, 
barn  and  land  about  it  in  Rowley,  one-fourth  of  orchard  in 
Newbury  during  her  natural  life,  all  money  and  movable 
estate  within  doors  and  without  not  already  disposed  of,  to  be 
hers  to  dispose  of  as  she  please ;  but  if  any  thing  left  undis- 
posed of  at  her  decease  the  same  to  be  equally  divided  among 
my  children.     (14 :  353;  16 :  131.) 
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Bond  of  widow  as  executrix,  with  Thomas^,  Ezekiel*,  Daniel* 
and  Joshua'  as  sureties,  "all  of  Newbury,"  in  £2,000,  con- 
ditioned that  executrix  will  pay  all  debts  and  legacies  and  per- 
form the  will  in  all  respects. 

Thomas*  appointed  administrator  of  his  mother,  Sarah's, 
estate  17  May,  1732  (18  :  14,  also  19  :  224). 

Daniel*  receipts  to  his  brother  Moses*  the  £30  29  July, 
1730  ;  Daniel  then  styled  of  Newbury,  Moses  of  Rowley  (16  : 
132). 

Ezekiel*  appointed  to  finish  settlement  of  his  father's  estate 
18  July,  1732(18:45;  19:224). 

No  inventory  appears  of  estate  of  Thomas  Hale^ 

Inventory  of  widow  Sarah's  estate  filed  30  May,  1732,  £237 
(19:151). 

Land  left  by  will  to  Daniel  and  Joshua  divided  by  commit- 
tee Dec.  8,  1748,  and  approved  19  Feb.,  1749  (29 :  76). 

Ezekiel,  Nathan,  Daniel,  Joshua,  Moses,  Mary  Little  and 
Sarah  Parsons,  wife  of  Joseph  Pearson,  gave  receipts  to  their 
brother  Thomas  23  Oct.,  1732.  George  Little  gave  receipt 
for  his  wife  Edna's  share,  then  deceased,  16  Nov.,  1732. 
Thomas  Hale*  was  guardian  for  his  nieces,  Hannah,  Anna  and 
Sarah,  daughters  of  Hannah  (deceased)  and  Thomas  "Wicom,  3 
April,  1731  (Thomas  W.  also  then  deceased)  (19 :  167, 182,  223, 
258;  19:132). 

Was  witness  to  will  of  Daniel  Thurston,  of  Newbury,  in 
1693  (3 :  106),  and  he  and  wife  Sarah  witness  to  will  of  John 
Palmer,  of  Rowley,  in  same  year,  August  (5  :  29). 

Received  from  his  father,  Thomas'  (16  May,  1682),  deed  of 
one-half  his  real  estate  in  case  he  marry  Sarah,  daughter  of 
Ezekiel  Northend,  of  Rowley,  and  the  other  haK  after  death 
of  grantor  and  his  wife,  he  paying  to  "  son  Joseph,  son  Samuel, 
daughter  Mary  and  other  daughters  "  (5  :  22,  36).  {Ipswich 
Series.)

His  wife  Sarah  secured  £100,  part  pnrchase-mouey  of  land 
conveyed  by  Ezekiel  Northend  to  Joseph  Hale'  (Thomas', 
Thomas^)  and  Mary,  widow  of  Thomas',  28  June,  1692. 
(Salem  Ser.,  9:132.) 

Bought  of  Benjamin  Rolfe  (weaver)  and  wife  Apphia,  12 
Jan.,  1697-8,  a  "rate  lot"  of  about  30  a.  in  Newbury,  in  ex- 
change for  another  "  rate  lot "  in  Newbury  of  about  28  a. 
Also  of  John  Hale',  Senr.,  carpenter,  and  wife  Sarah  same 
date,  23  a.  in  Newbury;  also  of  Daniel  Thurston  and  wife, 
Mary,  24  Jan.,  1697-8,  rate  lot  of  25  a.  in  Newbury  (13 :  48, 
49,  50). 

Conveyed  (Thomas  Hale,  of  Newbury  Neck,  and  wife, 
Sarah)  to  Samuel  Sewall  and  wife  Hannah  of  Boston,  mer- 
chant, their  freehold  lot  No.  115  in  Newbury,  bounded  north 
by  Merrimack  river,  east  by  John  Browne,  south  by  highway 
that  leads  to  Bradford,  and  west  by  Sewall's  land,  20  May, 
1691  (9 :  48). 

Bought  of  Benjamin  Coaker,  Jr.  (son  of  Joseph  C),  and 
Ann,  wife  of  said  Benjamin,  21  a.  rate  lot  in  Newbury,  17 
Feb.,  1701-2  (16 :  26).  Also  of  Richard  Dole,  Jr.,  and  wife, 
Sarah,  21  Nov.,  1701,  13  a.  rate  lot  (16 :  27).  Also  bought  of 
Moses  Platts,  of  Rowley,  and  wife  Hannah,  2  a,  near  y® 
bounds  of  Newbury,  laid  out  to  William  Acey,  of  Rowley, 
bounded  by  lands  of  Frederick  Lambert,  etc.,  27  Nov.,  1706 
(19 :  183). 

"  Capt.  Thomas  Hale,  of  Newbury  Neck,"  bought  of  John 
Poor,  of  Newbury  Neck,  rate  lot  of  17  a.  19  Feb.,  1704-5 
(20:56). 

Deeded  to  his  son,  Thomas  Hale,  Jr.,  in  case  he  marry 
Anne,  daughter  of  Henry  Short,  of  Newbury,  12  March, 
1704-5,  house  and  100  a.  in  rate  lots  in  Newbury  (21  :  8). 
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Capt.  Thomas  Hale,  of  Newbury,  19  March,  1711-12,  "  to 
make  his  promise  good  to  his  eon,  Ezekiel  Hale,  who  had 
married  Euth,  daughter  of  Mr.  John  Emery,  of  Newbury, 
deeded  to  Ezekiel  the  house  where  he  (Ezekiel)  then  resided, 
with  TO  a.  of  land  in  the  upper  woods  in  Newbury,  as  his  por- 
tion of  his  father's  estate,  grantor  reserving  right  to  cut  wood, 
etc.  (26:43). 

Thomas  Hale,  of  Newbury,  26  Oct.,  1711,  bought  of  James 
Bailey  and  wife,  Elizabeth  of  Rowley  25  a.  woodland  in 
Rowley  (27:114). 

Thomas  Hale,  of  Newbury,  21  Dec,  1714,  bought  of  Lt. 
Ezekiel  Northend,  of  Rowley,  "  br.-in-law,"  two  parcels  of 
land  in  Rowley  on  road  to  Bradford,  32  a.  and  10  a.,  part  of 
land  laid  out  to  grantor's  father,  Ezekiel  Northend,  late  de- 
ceased, Dorothy,  wife  of  grantor,  joining  (29  :  64). 

Captain  Thomas  Hale,  of  Newbury,  14  Feb.,  1722-3,  gave 
his  sou,  Daniel*,  of  Rowley,  32  a.  in  Rowley,  also  25  a.  in 
same  (41 :  156),  same  deeded  back  22  Jan.,  1728-9  (83  :  270). 

Thomas  Hale,  of  Newbiiry,  husbandman,  13  Aug.,  1726, 
bought  of  James  Jarvis,  of  Rowley,  house-carpenter,  about  |-  a. 
of  land  in  Rowley  near  the  meeting-house  (47  :  133).  Mem. — 
This  land  probably  was  bought  by  Capt.  Thomas  Hale'  for  a 
residence,  "  so  as  to  be  near  the  meeting-house,"  and  he  built 
a  house  on  it  to  which  he  soon  after  removed  (in  1727)  and 
where  he  died,  leaving  this  homestead  by  will  to  his  widow. 
See  Mem.  of  Dr.  Ebenezer  Hale^  (Thomas',  Benjamin', 
Thomas^  Thomas*,  Thomas',  Thomas^  Thomas^). 

Made  deed  of  exchange  and  partition  between  himself  and 
wife  Sarah,  Daniel  Thurston  and  wife  Mary,  and  Jonas  Poor 
and  wife  Rebecca,  of  one  part,  and  Joseph  and  Jonas  Plumer 
of  the  other  part,  of  certain  lands  and  pasture  rights  in  New- 
bury 3  May,  1715  (53:59). 
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His  gravestone  in  Rowley  bears  the  inscription  "  Here  lies 
y®  body  of  y®  Honourabel  Thomas  Hale,  Esq',  who  died  April 
y®  11th,  1730,  in  y^  72  year  of  his  age."  His  wife's  has  the 
following:  "Here  lies  y^  body  of  Mrs.  Sarah  Hale,  y^  virtu- 
ous wife  of  Thomas  Hale,  Esq%  who  died  April  y^  26,  1732, 
aged  70  years." 

From  Judge  Sewall's  diary  (Coffin's  ]S"ewbury,  p.  192)  it 
appears  that  he  was  made  justice  in  1721  ;  that  Judge  Sewall 
opposed  it  because  he  "  had  lately  kept  an  ordinary  and  sold 
mm."  and  because  there  were  then  five  justices  in  Newbury. 
He  (Sewall)  feared  "  it  will  not  be  for  the  honor  of  the  per- 
sons, nor  of  the  government  and  community,  nor  for  the  wel- 
fare of  the  town,  unless,  perhaps,  dwelling  on  the  Neck,  he 
may  give  check  to  travelling  on  the  Lord's  day." 

Benjamin  Hale's  letter  to  me  of  31  Jan.,  1877,  says  he  was 
"  born  1659,  probably  in  Salem."  But  the  Newbury  records 
show  his  birth  11  Feb.,  1658  ('59),  his  unmarried  brother's  17 
Feb.,  1657  ('58),  and  his  sister  Mary's  15  July,  1660,  with  all 
his  father's  other  children  as  in  Newbury. 

This  letter  also  says  he  removed  to  Bowley  in  1727,  was  a 
grand  juror  and  captain  in  the  militia,  1692 ;  selectman  of 
Newbury,  1695,  '96,  '98  ;  on  town  committees,  1700,  '03  ;  rep- 
resentative in  General  Court,  1713,  '14;  justice  of  the  peace, 
1721. 

EzekieP  Northend,  the  father  of  Sarah",  wife  of  Thomas' 
Hale,  was  an  immigrant  from  Yorkshire,  and  was  settled  in 
Rowley  as  early  as  1645.  His  wife  Edna  was  widow  of 
Richard  Bailey,  and  probably  d.  of  Nathan  Halsted  of  Con- 
cord, who  d.  there  abt.  1643.  Her  brother,  William  Halsted 
of  Concord,  in  his  will  (Reg.,  vol.  3,  p.  177),  dated  13  June, 
1646,  provides  for  her  and  for  his  brother  Henry,  and  the  male 
line  of  the  family  seems  to  have  become  extinct  with  the

Mary  (Hale')  Jewett(?)  (Thomas^  Thomas')  of  New- 
bury, b.  in  Newbury  15  July,  1660.  Is  named  in  her  father's 
will,  dated  20  March,  1686-7,  and  was  doubtless  living  at 
the  date  of  the  codicil,  20  Feb.,  1687-8.  Was  probably  then 
married,  the  will  reciting  that  she  has  "  already  received 
upwards  of  three  score  pounds,"  and  providing  that  it  is  to  be 
made  up  £70,  "out  of  the  last  £100  Thomas  is  to  pay,"  the 
same  identical  language  being  used  in  regard  to  the  daughters 
Abigail  and  Hannah,  who  were  then  married,  while  with 
Lydia  and  Elizabeth,  then  unmarried,  the  bequests  were  to  be 
paid  in  each  case  '"'presently  upon  her  marriage."  Who  was 
her  husband? 

A  Mary  Jewett  of  Rowley  made  her  will,  by  which  she 
bequeathed  property  to  her  nephew  Joseph  Hale,  Jr.,  of  Box- 
ford.  He  gave  receipt  acknowledging  receipt  of  such  goods, 
9  Dec,  1760.  (Prob.  Rec,  40,  130.)  Was  she  this  Mary 
Hale  ?     Probably  so. 

See  memorandum  under  Thomas  Hale",  as  to  marriage  of  a 
Martha  Hale  with  Isaac  Foster. 

Wm.  D.  Northend's  letter  to  me  of  22  Jan.,  1881,  shows 
that  the  will  of  Mary  Jewett,  above  referred  to,  was  dated  4 
Feb.,  1761,  and  proved  30  Nov.,  1761.  If  the  testator  was 
Mary',  d.  of  Thomas'"  above,  she  was  over  100  years  old  when 
the  will  was  executed,  and  over  101  when  it  was  proved,  and 
very  likely  when  she  died.  In  it  she  mentions  her  cousins 
Sarah  Hale,  Mercy  Hovey,  Joshua  Jackson  and  Joseph  Hale, 
3d,  the  latter  executor.  The  first  Joseph  Hale  (Joseph',  son 
of  Thomas")  was  then  in  his  90th  year,  and  died  13  Feb., 
1761,  nine  days  after  the  making  of  this  will.  His  son,  the 
second  Joseph,  was  then  68  years  old,  was  Joseph,  "  Jr."  when 
the  will  was  dated,  and  Joseph,  "  Sen."  when  it  was  proved. 
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His  son,  the  third  Joseph,  was  Joseph^,  and  was  33  years  old 
when  the  will  was  executed,  and  though  then  Joseph,  3d,  was 
Joseph,  Jr.,  in  Dec,  1761,  when  the  receipt  was  probably 
given,  instead  of  1760,  as  given  in  C.  K.  H.'s  abstract  from 
Book  40,  p.  130,  the  will  not  having  then  been  even  executed. 
This  Joseph'  was  doubtless  the  executor,  and  he  m.  Sarah 
Jackson,  who  was  the  d.  of  Joshua  Jackson,  probably  the 
same  named  in  the  will.  Joshua  Jackson,  in  his  receipt  (Book 
40,  p.  130),  calls  the  testatrix  "  my  aunt."  If  she  was  aunt 
to  Joshua  Jackson  she  was  great  aunt  to  Sarah,  wife  of 
Joseph"  Hale,  while  if  she  was  d.  of  Thomas'  Hale,  she  was 
great  aunt  by  blood  to  Joseph  himself.  In  either  case  he, 
Joseph',  very  naturally  according  to  the  usage  of  those  days, 
called  the  testatrix  "  my  aunt."  She  calls  both  Joseph' and 
Sarah  Hale  (doubtless  his  wife),  as  well  as  Joshua  Jackson,  the 
father  of  the  latter,  "  cousins."  She  gives  in  her  will  the  same 
appellation  to  Mercy  Hovey,  whose  father,  John  Hovey,  Jr., 
receipting  for  her  (Book  40,  pp.  130,  131),  calls  the  testatrix 
^'  ray  grandmother,"  making  her  great  grandmother  by  blood 
or  marriage  to  Mercy  Hovey.  The  whole  thing  is  in  doubt, 
but  the  evidence  seems  to  me  far  from  conclusive  that  the 
testatrix  was  Mary',  d.  of  Thomas\ 

Again,  Henry  F.  "Waters'  letter  to  me,  of  9  March,  1881, 
shows  that  Mary  Jewett,  the  testatrix,  was  widow  (as  third 
wife)  of  Aquila  Jewett  of  Rowley,  and  before  becoming  his 
wife  had  been  wife  and  widow  of  John  Hovey  of  Topsfield, 
who  was  father-in-law  of  Joseph*  Hale,  and  grandfather  of 
Joseph'  Hale.  Now  John  Hovey  m.  11  Jan.,  1691,  Mary,  d. 
of  Michael  Dwihell,  of  Topsfield,  who  was  b.  21  Jan.,  1668, 
and  who  was  the  mother  of  Mary,  wife  of  Joseph*  Hale  and 
of  John  Hovey,  Jr.  It  is  not  probable  that  she  was  the 
testatrix  Mary  Jewett,  who  would  hardly  call  Joseph'  Hale 
and    Sarah   Hovey  cousins,    if    they   were  grandchildren  by 
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blood,  though  she  might  do  it  if  they  were  step-grsa\dch[\- 
dren  by  marriage. 

In  any  event  there  is  now  no  reason  to  beheve  that  she  was 
Mary^,  d.  of  Thomas*  Hale,  all  the  evidence  on  which  that 
conjecture  is  based  being  explained  by  her  evident  relationship 
to  the  Jacksons,  of  whom  was  Sarah,  wife  of  Joseph"  Hale. 

I  accordingly  strike  out  her  name  of  Jewett,  and  can  only 
say  that  she  was  probably  married  at  date  of  her  father's  will, 
but  to  whom  I  cannot  conjecture.

They  seem  to  have  lived  in  Newbury  till  about  1695,  when 
they  are  found  in  Rowley  (Byfield  Parish).  The  first  seven 
children  above  named  were  probably  born  in  Newbury  (per- 
haps only  first  five).  The  last  three  in  Rowley,  as  appears  by 
the  Eowley  Records,  and  perhaps  last  five.     Henry  Poor's

assessment  in  Rowley  in  1691  may  have  been  while  still  resi- 
dent of  Newbury,  and  only  in  respect  of  property  in  Rowley. 

He  was  one  of  those  named  in  vote  of  Rowley  16  March, 
1702-3,  "  That  those  inhabitants  of  Rowley  living  on  the  N. 
"W.  side  of  Rye  plain  bridge,  and  N^.  W.  side  of  Long-hill, 
and  have  joined  with  the  people  of  Newbury  in  building 
a  new  meeting-house,  shall  be  abated  their  minister  rate  in 
Rowley  if  they  do  ordain  an  orthodox  minister  to  teach  in 
said  meeting-house,"  Eighteen  inhabitants  of  Rowley  are 
named  (G-age,  p.  96)  as  abated  under  this  resolution,  among 
them  Henry  Poor.  At  about  that  time  Moses  Hale^  (John", 
Thomas^)  became  minister  of  the  parish,  but  was  not  ordained 
till  17  Nov.,  1706.  It  was  originally  called  "The  Falls," 
but  in  1710  was  changed  to  "  Byfield."  It  had  distinct 
boundaries  voted  by  the  respective  towns  (Gage,  96,  97). 
In  assessment  of  the  earliest  tax  on  record  in  the  town  (1691) 
he  is  assessed  10^.  8c?.,  being  among  the  lowest  on  the  list,  the 
highest  being  Capt.Ezekiel  Northend,  £10.

He  commenced  his  labors  with  that 
church  in  1702,  and  was  there  about  four  years  before  his  set- 
tlement. Prince's  "Christian  History"  (vol.  1,  p.  382)  says  of 
him  that  during  the  forty -one  years  he  "  labored  in  word  and 
doctrine''  with  his  people,  "he  was  an  orthodox  and  lively 
preacher  of  the  great  trutlis  of  religion,  and  a  soldier  of  Jesus 
Christ."  He  m.  1st  (Coffin  says  1704)  "  Mrs."  (title  of  honor, 
not  of  former  marriage)  Elizabeth,  d.  of  "  Mr."  Richard  and 
Mrs.  Elizabeth  (Appleton)  Dumtner  of  Newbury.  She  was 
b.  in  Newbury  28  July,  1682,  and  d.  s.  p.  15  Jan.,  1703-4. 
Coffin's  date  of  marriage  is  probably  erroneous.  He  m.  2d, 
Mary^  d.  of  Dea.

fiis  will  bears  date  22  Nov.,  1743,  was  witnessed  bj  Josepli 
Hale  (probably  bis  brotber),  Joseph  Danforth,  Richard  Dura- 
mer  (probably  brother  of  his  first  wife)  and  Moses  Hale,  Jr. 
(probably  his  son),  and  was  proved  30  Jan.,  1743-4  by  the 
witnesses  present,  Oapt.  Joseph  Hale^  and  Moses  Hale*,  Jr. 
It  makes  no  mention  of  the  children  Joseph*,  Mehitable*, 
Sarah*  and  Jane*  above  named,  and  they  probably  could  not 
have  been  living.  Gives  10  s.  to  each  of  his  daughters,  Doro- 
thy* Woodman  and  Mary*  Chandler,  "besides  what  they've 
received."  Gives  daughters  Martha*  and  Elizabeth*  each  £25. 
Gives  son  William*  some  land  in  Rowley,  "  also  my  silver 
tobacco  box  and  Mr.  Burket's  exposition  on  the  New  Testa- 
ment, and  Dr.  Manton's  volume  upon  y^  eleventh  chapter  of 
the  Hebrews."  Provides  for  his  wife  Mary,  makes  son  Moses* 
executor,  and  gives  him  residuary  real  estate,  also  "  two  negroes 
Hannibal  and  Jane."  Rev.  James  Chandler  of  Rowley  was 
appointed  guardian  of  son  William  30  Jan.,  1743  (25:201, 
206).  William  gave  receipt  to  his  guardian  10  April,  1749, 
after  he  became  of  age  (28  :  283). 

June  9,  1703,  John  Dummer  of  Newbury  (probably  brother 
of  his  then  wife)  "  for  y^  great  respect  he  bore  him,"  gave  him 
deed  of  an  aci*e  of  land  in  Newbury  (15  :  305).

Thomas  Hale^  (Thomas^  Thomas^,  Thomas^)  of  New- 
bury ;  b.  at  Newbury  Neck  9  March,  1683  (so  says  Coffin's 
Newbury  and  Dr.  Ebenezer  Hale's  Mem.),  removed  to  and 
lived  in  that  part  of  Newbury  afterwards  West  Newbury,  on 
the  farm  bought  by  his  father  for  him  and  conveyed  to  him  as 
below.  Called  Capt.  Thomas,  was  a  captain  of  militia  and 
justice  of  the  peace  under  H.  B.  M.'s  commission ;  m.  25  Jan'., 
1704r-5,  Anna,  d.  of  Henry^  (Henry^)  and  Sarah  (Whipple) 
Short.  She  was  b.  in  Newbury  28  March,  1682,  and  d.  15 
Nov.,  1770.     He  was   bap.   29  Sept.,   1683;  his  birth   must

Recites  that  he  has  already  given  son,  Thomas',  by  deed, 
the  house  and  land  "  where  he  now  dwelleth,"  and  gives  him 
3  a.  salt  marsh  bought  of  Deacon  Abraham  Merrill,  all  his 
lands  and  meadow  in  Chester,  N.  H.,  one-half  his  wearing  aj)- 
parel  and  his  "  cane  and  best  sword."

His  name  appears  among  the  subscribers  to  the  Rev.  Dr. 
Chauncey's  "  Seasonable  Thoughts  on  the  State  of  Religion  in 
New  England,"  published  in  1743,  an  elaborate  discussion  and 
exposure  of  many  of  the  methods  and  irregularities  of  White- 
field  and  others  in  the  "  Great  Awakening,"  and  an  earnest 
protest  against  them.  This  indicates  not  only  his  character  as 
a  man  of  thought  and  intelligence  upon  such  subjects,  but  as 
well  his  conservative  sympathies  and  leanings.  Plis  house  was 
on  the  southern  slope  of  "Archelaus  Hill "  in  what  is  now 
West  Newbury.

Sept.  3,  1730,  he  and  wife  Ruth,  with  Jonathan  Wiggin 
and  wife  Mary  of  Stretham,  N.  H.,  Samuel  Chase  and  wife 
Hannah  of  Newbury,  and  Thomas  A.  Bancroft  and  wife  Lydia 
of  Reading,  sold  to  their  brother  John  Emery  of  Newbury,  all 
their  interest  in  the  estate  of  their  father,  John  Emery,  and  of 
their  brother,  Daniel  Emery,  both  of  Newbury  (58  :  132). 

March  14,  1726-7,  he  bought  of  Nathaniel  Greenleaf  of 
Newbury  two  thatch  islands  in  Plum  Island  river :  and  3 
June,  1728,  he  bought  of  Stephen  Chase  of  Newbury,  146 
rods  in  rate  lots,  etc.  (59  :  121-2).

Will  gives  £10  to  Society  for  Propagation  of  the  Gospel 
Among  the  Indians  (revoked  by  codicil). 

Gives  wife  Elizabeth  use  for  life  of  all  real  estate  and  of  all 
household  goods  and  movables,  and  income  of  all  moneys  at 
interest,  for  her  support  and  maintenance,  "and  the  overplus 
for  the  support  and  maintenance  of  my  son  Nathan  and  my 
dau.  Elis^  Watkins  and  her  three  children,  to  be  distributed  to 
them  from  time  to  time  as  my  said  wife  shall  see  cause,  and 
after  her  death  the  following  devises  and  legacies  to  take 
place : " 

To  Nathan^  use  for  life  of  one-thii*d  land  at  Newburyport 
bought  of  Nathan  Coker,  3^  a.  at  upper  end  of  Fish  street, 
also  use  of  one-half  the  200-a.  farm  in  Lunenburgh,  and  use  of 
5  a.  of  meadow  land  lying  "  south  of  Lower  Mulpus  in  said 
town,"  also  "  my  shot  gun,"  one  feather  bed  and  bedding,  one 
silver  porringer  and  spoon,  "  my  own  silver  watch,"  "  the  case 
of  drawers  in  the  chamber  where  he  usually  lodges  and  the 
table  and  looking  glass  he  had  at  coUedge."  "And  my  will  is

Quash,  and  my  two  largest  brass 
kettles,  and  a  good  pot  and  dish  kettle,  and  my  crane  and  fur- 
niture, and  one-third  part  of  all  my  pewter,  and  one-third  part 
of  my  chairs,  and  the  biggest  and  best  bell-metal  skillet,  warm- 
ing pan  and  a  case  of  drawers,"  etc.,  etc.,  etc. ;  the  looking 
glass  in  the  hall,  my  glass  lanthorn  and  my  screen,"  etc.,  etc., 
etc.,  "  great  bible,"  "  bell-metal  mortar  and  pestle,  lignum 
vitse  mortar  and  pestle,  two  pair  of  scales  and  the  weights,  one 
for  money,  one  for  drugs.  .  Also  34  a.  of  land  in  Plaistur." 
Also  "  the  whole  of  the  shop  and  one-third  part  of  the  dwell-

Daugh- 
ter Elizabeth  Watkins  sole  executrix. 

By  codicil  provides  that  if  daughter  Elizabeth  die  before 
him  all  the  real  estate  given  her  shall  go  to  her  three  children, 
and  in  that  case  appoints  Capt.  Cutting  Moody,  of  Newbury- 
port,  to  be  executor.

13  Dec,  1724,  "Nathan  Hale,  of  Newbury,  surgeon," 
bought  of  Hathorn  Coaker,  of  Newbury,  bricklayer,  and  wife 
Tirzah,  3^  a.  and  3  rods  in  Newbury  (43  :  322). 

6  July,  1730,  "  Dr.  Nathan  Hale,  of  Newbury,"  bought  of 
Philip  Call,  of  Amesbury,  70  a.  in  Amesbury,  bounded  on  one 
side  by  "  Dr.  Hale's  own  land."  2  Oct.,  1730,  bought  of  Ed- 
ward Poor  and  Rachel,  widow  of  Samuel  Poor,  40  a.  which 
belonged  to  Samuel  Poor's  estate  (55  :  258  ;  58  :  136).

Ambrose  Hale*  (Joseph',  Thomas-,  Thomas^)  of  Box- 
ford  and  Harvard  ;  b.  in  Boxford  \Q  July,  1699.  Probably  a 
farmer.  From  deed  named  below  appears  to  have  had,  2 
June,  1727,  a  wife  named  Joanna.  Wife  does  not  join  in 
later  deed  of  Feb.,  1742.  Was  she  then  dead?  Was  named 
in  will  of  his  brother  Jacob  as  a  devisee  of  his  real  estate  in 
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case  of  death  of  Jacob's  d.  Mary.  Disappears  from  the  records 
of  Essex  county  after  his  deed  of  his  homestead  in  Boxford  to 
Joseph  Simmons  (Symonds  [?J)  of  Ipswich  in  Feb.,  1742.  Does 
not  appear  in  Essex  probate  records. 

An  Ambrose  Hale  of  Harvard  was  a  soldier  in  Capt.  John 
Church's  company  in  1759.  (Archives  of  St.  Ho.,  Boston,, 
97:389.)  Ambrose*  was  then  about  60  years  old.  He  had 
sons  Ambrose  and  Benjamin,  aud  removed  with  them  from 
Boxford  to  Harvard  about  1742. 

Benjamin  Hale,  the  great  grandfather  of  Hon.  Eugene  Hale 
of  Maine,  is  said  to  have  been  born  in  Boxford,  to  have 
removed  to  Harvard,  and  there  married  a  Taylor ;  to  have  had 
seven  children,  and  to  have  d.  in  1771  or  1772.  He  is  also 
said  to  have  had  a  brother  Ambrose,  who  removed  to  New 
Hampshire.  My  first  impression  was  that  Benjamin  was  son 
of  Joseph^  by  his  second  wife,  and  that  Ambrose*  was  the 
brother  who  removed  to  New  Hampshire ;  but  it  seems  to  me 
more  probable  that  Benjamin  and  this  latter  Ambrose  were 
sons  of  Ambrose*.  If  so,  they  were  probably  born  between 
1720  and  1730.     And  further  investigation  shows  this  to  be 

true.

(1835  to  1861),  was 
grandson  of  a  Timothy  Haild,  born  in  Harvard  1725  to  1740, 
who  probably  could  not  have  been  a  son  of  Ambrose*.  Is  it 
not  more  probable  that  there  was  a  family  of  Hailds  settled  in 
Harvard  before  Ambrose  Hale  came  there,  and  that  many  of 
them  above  named,  with  this  Timothy,  were  of  that  former 
family  ?  This  would  account  for  the  confusion  on  the  records 
in  the  spelling  of  the  names  of  Ambrose  and  his  descendants. 
They  seem  always  to  have  spelled  their  name  Hale.  Timothy 
of  Ludlow  always  spelled  his  Haild.  It  seems  hardly  probable 
that  after  four  generations  in  America  and  several  in  England 
of  perfect  uniformity  of  spelling,  a  branch  should  suddenly 
have  switched  off  into  such  a  barbarism  as  Haild. 

All  to  be  further  investigated. 

A  widow  Hannah  Hale,  of  Harvard,  conveyed  to  Stephen 
Symonds,  of  Boxford,  5  Aug.,  1769,  9|^  a.  in  Boxford,  set 
off  to  her  from  estate  of  Nathaniel  Symonds,  late  of  Middle- 
ton,  deceased.  The  deed  witnessed  by  Benjamin  Hale  and 
Moses   Hale.     (Essex   Reg.,    135 :  27.)     This   was   doubtless 
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widow  of  Ambrose^     She  was  probably  Hannah  Symonds,  of 
Boxford,  and  Moses  probabl}^  brother  of  Benjamin^.

Rev.  Hoses  Hale^  (Joseph^  Thomas^  Thomas^)  of 

Boxford,  Chester,  N.  H.,  and  Haverhill ;  b.  in  Boxford  25 
Dec,  1701.  Graduated  at  Harvai-d  College  1722.  Congre- 
gational minister.  Settled  over  Congregational  church  in 
Chester,  K  H.,  1730,  ordained  20  Oct.,  1731.  (Chase's  Hist, 
of  Chester,  pp.  74,  75,  316.)  Difficulties  early  arose  from  his 
bodilv  and  mental  infirmities,  and  at  the  annual  town-meeting, 
28  March,  1734,  it  was  voted  that  a  council  should  be  called  to 
dissolve  the  pastoral  relation.  (Chase,  p.  78.)  The  council 
met  at  Salisbury  13  Aug.,  1734,  the  First  and  Second  Churches 
of  Salisbury  and  churches  at  Exeter,  Hampton  Falls,  Bradford, 
Newbury,  Kingston  and  the  Second  Church  in  Amesbury 
being  represented.  They  found  that  Mr.  Hale  had  "  done 
little  or  no  service  among  them,"  "and  was  by  the  Providence 
of  God  brought  under  great  disorder  of  body  and  distraction 
of  mind,  and  for  a  time  bereaved  of  his  reason  and  understand, 
ing,  and  thereby  rendered  incapabell  of  Discharging  the  work 
of  the  ministry  among  them,  and  so  remaining  without  any 
present  appearance  or  prospect  of  being  restored  to  his  min- 
istry." (Chase,  p.  79.)  They  recommended  that  the  church 
call  another  minister,  and  that  they  allow  Mr.  Hale  the  town- 
right  accrued  to  him  on  his  settlement,  and  "  not  forget  their 
obligations  to  be  Kedy  to  contribute  to  his  support  and  Relief 
according  to  their  power  and  ability."  This  council  does  not 
appear  to  have  ended  the  matter,  for  at  the  adjourned  annual 
town-meeting  14  May,  1735,  it  was  voted  that  "Mr.  Hale 
appears  not  to  have  given  satisfaction  to  the  people,"  and  a 
new  council  was  mutually  called  "  who  are  Desired  to  Con. 
gider  and  Determine  all  matters  Relating  to  Mr.  Hale,  and  as 
in  their  wisdom  they  Shall  Judge  Right."  The  council  to 
meet  "at  the  hous  of    Deacon  Dearborn's  in  Chester  the  first 
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Wednesday  in  June  next  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon." 
(Chase,  p.  80.)  No  record  of  the  proceedings  of  this  council 
appeal's  to  be  preserved.  Mr.  Chase  says :  "  This  council 
probably  dismissed  Mr.  Hale  "  (p.  80). 

Chase's  Chester  (p.  26)  says  that  Mr.  Hale  bought  of  John 
Wentworth  (Gov.  Wentworth)  his  house  lot,  extending  frona 
the  meeting-house  to  Shackford's  corner,  at  £30,  in  1730. 
Also  that  he  sold  to  Ebenezer  Flagg  two  house  lots  and  a 
house  in  1736  for  £200  (then  resident  of  Haverhill,  Mass.). 
Again  sold  land  in  Chester  in  1751,  then  living  in  Haverhill. 
(B.  Chase's  letter,  20  Ma}^,  175-.) 

He  was  supported  during  his  ministry  both  by  Congrega- 
tionalists  and  Presbyterians,  but  after  his  departure  great  con- 
tention arose  between  these  sects  in  Chester.  (Chase,  p.  83.) 
No  dijfference  existed  between  him  and  his  people  in  Chester 
except  as  to  his  physical  and  mental  disabilities.  (Chase,  317.) 
Mr.  Chase  adds  (p.  317)  that  ''he  removed  immediately  to 
Haverhill,  and  was  there  in  1756."

This  must  apparently  have  been 
this  Moses.  The  place  was  doubtless  on  the  St.  George  in 
Nova  Scotia,  of  which  the  English  were  then  masters.

25  March,  1734,  he,  of  Haverhill,  joined  with  sisters  Sarah 
Chase,  Tamson  Morss,  Judith  and  their  husbands,  and  brother 
"  Henry  Halle  of  Littletown,  Middlesex  Co.,  Mass.,"  in  deed 
to  Ezra  Pillsbury,  of  Haverhill,  of  their  interest  in  lands  in 
Newbury,  which  were  Henry  Hale's,  deceased,  "  all  in  occu- 
pation of  Sarah  Halle,  wid.  of  Henry  Halle,  dec*^,  and  mother 
of  s^  Sarah  Chase,  Tamson  Morse,  Judith  Morss,  Edmund 
Halle  and  Henry  Halle."  Acknowledged  by  Edmund  Hale 
and  wife  Martha  27  March,  1734  (115  :  90). 

He  appears  to  have  been  of  Newbury  up  to  Feb.,  1733-4, 
and  his  children  Joseph,  Edmund  and  Sarah  were  born  there. 
(Poor's  list.)  He  was  of  Haverhill  in  March,  1734,  and  rec- 
ords there  may  show  births  of  children  Jane,  Enoch,  Martha 
and  Abigail.  He  was  of  Plaistow,  N.  H,,  1742-1748,  and 
the  records  show  his  children  Samuel,  Henry  and  Mary  born 
there. 

He  appears  on  "list  of  polls,  etc.,  set  into  New  Hampshire" 
by  Mr.  Mitchell's  hne  in  1741  (Chase's  Haverhill,  p.  312),  but 
same  year  he  is  inscribed  in  list  of  inhabitants  of  Haverhill 
(east  part)  (id.,  314),  and  is  also  included  in  list  of  inhabitants 
owning  one  or  more  negro  slaves  between  1750  and  1700  (id., 
243).  The  Plaistow  records,  however,  show  him  residing  in 
Plaistow  and  the  birth  of  his  child  Samuel  there  7  May,  1742. 
It  is  evident  he  was  transferred  to  New  Hampshire  by  the 
running  of  the  hne  in  1741.  Jurisdiction  was  very  probably 
disputed  for  some  time. 

He  was  evidently  a  man  of  substance  and  consideration. 

In  his  old  age  he  removed  to  Alstead,  N.  H.,  probably  to 
reside  with  his  son  Joseph,  and  died  there  as  above.     History 
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of  Alstead  says  he  came  to  that  town   in  17S2.     (Papers  re- 
ceived from  G.  S,  Hale.) 

His  residence  in  Haverhill,  Mass.,  and  in  Plaistow,  N.  H., 
was  probably  on  the  same  spot,  but  transferred  from  Massa- 
chusetts to  ISTew  Hampshire  by  running  and  settling  the  State 
line  in  1T41.

Lewis  Hale,  be  born  1730-1740  or  thereabouts,  and  would 
ver}'  likely  have  been  son  of  Henry*.  He  had  children 
Nathaniel  (Grafton,  N.  H.),  Thomas  {ibid.)  and  John  (Russell, 
St.  Lawrence  county,  N.  Y.). 

Note  also  in  pedigree  of  Butler  family,  by  Caleb  Butler  of 
Groton,  that  Nathan  Butler,  son  of  John  and  May  (Hamblet) 
Butler,  of  Pelham,  Mass.,  who  was  b.  6  March,  1741,  m.  a 
Hannah  Hale  (had  no  children),  and  his  sister  Elizabeth,  b.  12 
April,  1748,  m.  Henry  Hale  of  Nottingham  West,  and  had  a 
son  Henry  Hale.  This  Henry,  the  husband  of  Elizabeth  But- 
ler, would  also  probably  be  a  son  of  Henry\  (2  Gen.  Hist. 
Reg.,  pp.  358,  360.) 

Henry*  Hale  of  Littletown  in  Middlesex  county,  Mass., 
joined  in  deed  with  Edmund  and  others  to  Ezra  Pillsbury,  of

Memoranda  received  from  Kimball  Webster  of  Hudson, 
'N.  H.,  27  June,  1874,  clears  np  the  whole  matter,  and  gives 
the  case  as  follows  : 

Deacon  Henry  Hale,  formerly  of  Kewbury,  Mass.,  removed 
from  Littleton,  Mass.,  to  Nottingham  West  (now  Hudson), 
N.  H.,  probably  in  the  spring  of  1749,  his  name  appearing  in 
the  tax  list  for  the  first  time,  8  Aug.,  1749. 

He  owned  a  large  farm  at  what  is  now  Hudson  Centre. 
Built  that  syjring,  and  lived  in  a  shanty ;  posts  set  in  the 
ground ;  same  summer  built  a  small  house,  in  which  he  Hved 
seven  years ;  then  built  a  house  now  standing  and  owned  by 
D.  M.  Greeley.  He  d.  21  May,  1792,  te.  84  years  and  9 
months.

This  Moses  lived  in  the  West  Parish  of  Rowley  (now 
Georgetown)  1745  to  1749.

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1751,  the  latter  being  the  same  First  Church  in  West  New- 
bury, over  which  he  was  settled  as  pastor  20  Feb.,  1752.

Moses  Hale  and  wife  Mehitable  of  Rowley,  conveyed  to 
Joshua  Noyes  of  Newbury,  housewright,  one  share  of  5^  a.  in 
a  lot  of  45J  a.  in  partition  of  28  April,  1746,  made  with  Mar- 
tha and  Elizabeth  and  others  (106  :  27).  This  deed  acknowl- 
edged 15  Oct.,  1756.     Date  not  given. 

In  1764,  Moses  Hale,  clerk,  and  wife  Mehitable,  of  New- 
bury, joined  Moses*  Hale  (Moses',  John'',  Thomas^),  carpenter, 
of  Newbury,  William,  Richard,  Shubael  and  Samuel  Dummer 
of  Newbury ;  William*  Hale  (Moses',  John',  Thomas^)  of  Row- 
ley, physician,  Moses  Woodman  and  wife  Dorothy*  (Moses^, 
etc.),  James  Chandler,  clerk,  and  wife  Mary*  (Moses',  etc.),  of

Named  in  father's 
will,  22  Dec,  1743,  as  "  my  beloved  dau.  Mary  Chandler," 
and  bequest  to  her  of  10s,  "  besides,"  etc.  (25  :  201). 

She  w^as  admitted  to  church  in  Rowley  17  April,  1737,  by 
letter  from  church  in  Byfield  Parish.  The  stone  at  her  grave 
is  inscribed  "Mrs.  Mary  Chandler,  Eelict  of  Rev.  James 
Chandler.     Died  Sept.  2,  1806,  Ae.  92. 

"  When  I  lie  deep  buried  in  the  dust, 
My  liesh  shall  be  Thy  care.

He  was  a  man  of  large  secular  influence,  was  often  guardian 
and  administrator.  "He  was  sound  in  doctrine,  exemplary  in 
life  and  conversation,  dignified  in  deportment,  and  greatly 
esteemed  generally  by  his  own  people,  highly  respected  abroad 
and  very  successful  in  his  ministry."  He  was  an  eminent 
fruit  grower,  introduced  and  cultivated  many  of  the  best  kinds 
of  apples,  and  many  kinds  of  medicinal  plants.     His  will  is 
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dated  22  May,  1787,  proved  5  May,  1789.     His  estate  valued 
at  £482,  25.     (Chandler  Gen.,  No.  95.) 


Martha^  (Hale)  Fairfield  (Moses^  Jollll^  Thomas^) 

of  Newbury  and  Wenham ;  m.  3  Sept.,  1754,  Benjamin 
Fairfield  of  Wenham.  Named  in  father's  will  22  Dec., 
1743,  then  unmarried,  bequest  of  £25  lawful  money. 

She  and  husband,  "Benjamin  Fairfield  of  Wenham,  yeo- 
man," joined  tioo  Moses  Hales  of  Newbury,  also  William  of 
Rowley,  Mary  Chandler  and  husband  of  Rowley  and  Dorothy 
Woodman  and  husband  of  Newbury,  with  Richard,  Shubael, 
William  and  Samuel  Dummer,  in  conveyance  of  several  par- 
cels of  land  in  Newbury  to  Samuel  Moody  in  1764  (115  : 7). 

She,  unmarried,  joined  in  partition  with  "  Mr.  Moses  Hale 
of  Newbury  and  wife  Mehitable,"  also  Capt.  Benjamin  Pear- 
son, Mr.  Nathaniel  Dummer,  Moses  Woodman  and  wife  Dor- 
othy, and  Elizabeth  Hale,  of  5^  a.  in  Newbury  April,  1746 
(89  :  135).  She  conveyed  (still  single)  this  land  (her  share)  to 
Benjamin  Pearson,  15  July,  1746  (89  :  178). 

Benjamin  Fairfield,  the  husband,  was  a  prominent  citizen 
of  Wenham.     See  Hist,  of  Weuh. 


Moses*  Hale  (Moses^  Jolin',  Thomas^)  of  Newbury, 
Rowley  and  Newbury ;  b.  in  Newbury.  Named  as  execu- 
tor and  residuary  legatee  in  father's  will  22  Dec,  1743. 
Among  other  things  gives  him  "  two  negroes  Hannibal  and 
Jane."  "Moses  Hale,  Jr.,"  probably  this  Moses  (more 
probably  Moses^  [Joseph^,  Joseph^,  Thomas'])  witnessed  this 
will  (25 :  201). 

The  multiplicity  of  Moses  Hales  contemporary  with  him  at 
Newbury  and  Rowley,  makes  it  difiicult  to  always  discriminate 
between  them.

Now  I  have  memoranda  of  the  following  Moses  Hales 
whom  I  cannot  with  certainty  place  :

This 
would  make  it  probable  Sarah  was  a  second  wife.  (C.  K.

This  same  Moses  {A\  described  as  "  yeoman  of  Kewbury," 
bought  of  John  Bailey  of  Lunenburgh,  5  a.  in  Rowley,  25 
March.  1762,  same  given  by  his  will  to  son  Daniel  (134 :  229). 
(C.  K.  Hale,  p.  161.) 

*^.  A  Moses  Hale  of  Newbury  and  wife  Abigail,     *  This  was 

also  Moses 

with  WilHam  Jenkins,  goldsmith,  and  wife  Martha,  No.  5. 
and  Nicholas  Johnson  and  wife  Sarah,  all  of  Newbury,  sold 
to  Moses  Emery  of  Newbury  three-fifths  of  a  piece  of  marsh 
by  Merrimac  river,  26  Dec,  1757.  The  same  parties  sold  to 
Abel  Sawyer  three-fifths  of  6^*^  a.  in  Newbury,  *' formerly 
part  of  the  estate  of  Abel  Huse,  deceased,"  20  March,  1758.

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The  same  parties  sold  to  Benjamin  Bartlett  of  Newbury  three- 
fifths  of  3^|-^  a.  in  Newbury  called  Bear's  Hill,  "formerly 
belonging  to  Abel  Huse,  deceased,"  in  1759  (104 :  239 ;  110  :  9;

It  seems  probable  that  this  Moses  Hale  of  Newbury  {£), 
who  had  wife  Abigail,  1757-1761,  is  identical  with  Moses  (A) 
who  d.  in  1776  leaving  widow  Sarah.

Perhaps  the  four  Dummers  and  Me- 
hitable, wife  of  Moses  Hale,  clerk,  'may  have  represented  a 
Dummer  who  owned  another  one-third. 

The  wife  of  Moses  Hale  (No.  4)  was  Mehitable  Dummer, 
and  Moses  (No.  5)  had  first  wife  Abigail  Huse  and  second  wife 
Sarah  Jewett. 

Z>.  Moses  Hale,  of  Newbury,  mariner,  bought  of  Henry 
Noyes,  of  Newbury,  joiner,  6  rods  of  land  with  new  house, 
etc.,  in  1763.  This  probably  in  what  was  the  next  year,  1764, 
set  off  as  Newburyport  (115  :  45).     (C.  K.  Hale,  p,  152.) 
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Moses  Hale,  of  Newbury  port,  mariner,  bought  of  Patrick 
Tracey,  of  Newburyport,  If  a.  in  Newburyport  13  June,  1774 
(133  :  134).     (C.  K.  Hale,  p.  160.) 

Moses  Hale,  of  Newburyport,  mariner,  took  mortgage  from 
Jemima  Favour  of  land  in  Newburyport  5  March,  1776; 
mortgage  witnessed  by  Mary  Hale.  Same  discharged  by 
Jacob  Hale,  administrator  of  estate  of  Moses  Hale,  of  New- 
buryport, deceased,  2  Dec,  1783  (134  :  251).  (C.  K.  Hale,  p. 
261.) 

Moses  Hale,  of  Newburyport,  mariner,  bought  of  heirs  of 
Nathaniel  Beach  46  rods  in  Newburyport  17  Dec,  1778  (136 : 
168).     (C.  K.  Hale,  p.  162.) 

This  Moses  Hale,  of  Newburyport,  mariner,  was  therefore 
living  in  Newburyport  1763-1778,  and  d.  before  2  Dec,  1783, 
A  Jacob  Hale  was  his  administrator.  This  Jacob  was  the  son 
of  Jacol/  (Richard^,  John^,  John%  Thomas^). 

E.  Great  confusion  exists  between  Moses  (No.  4)  and  Moses 
(No.  5).  They  were  own  cousins,  both  born  in  Byfield  Parish, 
Newbury,  where  Moses  the  father  of  No.  5  was  pastor,  and 
Capt.  Joseph,  father  of  No,  4,  a  leading  member  of  the 
church.  No,  4  was  born  in  1714  and  died  1779,  No.  5  was 
probably  born  about  1708,  time  of  death  unknown,  but  before 
June,  1785, 

Each  of  them  seems  to  have  owned  lands  near  the  meeting:- 
house  in  the  West  Parish  of  Rowley,  unless  still  more  extra- 
ordinary coincidences  existed, 

"  Moses  Hale,  Jr,,  of  Newbury,  gentleman,"  bought  37^  a. 
there  of  Joseph  Nelson  in  1743  (86  :  90),  (C,  K,  Hale,  p. 
140,)  "  Moses  Hale,  Jr.,  of  Rowley,  gentleman,"  bought  6^^^ 
a.  adjoining  east  of  David  and  John  Nelson  in  1746  (89  :  35). 
(C.  K.  Hale,  p,  143,)  Also  bought  3  a.  adjoining  same  of 
Am-os  Pillsbury  in  1748  (91 :  264),  (C.  K.  Hale,  p.  143,) 
June  20,  1785,  Samuel  and  Joseph  Hale,  of  Newbury,  joiners. 
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sold  above  lands  to  John  Tenney,  of  Rowley,  their  mother 
Mehitable  joining  in  the  deed  (145  :  256).  (C.  K.  Hale,  p. 
168.)     Now  these  were  clearly  widow  and  children  of  No.  4. 

No.  4  graduated  at  Harvard  1734.  He  was  settled  at  New- 
bury over  Second  Church  (West  Parish)  1752.  (Coffin,  p. 
370.) 

Mehitable  Hale  was  discharged  from  By  field  Church  to  Sec- 
ond Church  in  Rowley  27  Sept.,  1747.  Moses  Hale  (No.  5), 
as  appears  from  above  deeds,  resided  in  Newbury  in  1743  and 
in  Rowley  in  1746. 

But  Moses  and  Mehitable  Hale  are  recorded  in  the  records 
of  Second  Church  in  Rowley  (West  Parish,  now  Georgetown) 
as  having  had  baptised  there,  Sarah,  1745 ;  Nathaniel,  Jan., 
1746-7 ;  and  Moses,  Feb.,  1748-9. 

Now  Moses  (No.  4)  had  children,  Nathaniel  born  18  June 
(very  likely  error  for  Jan.),  1747,  and  Moses  born  19  Feb., 
1749  (probably  1748-9),  and  these  must  probably  have  been 
the  two  above  named  as  baptised  in  west  parish  of  Rowley. 

And  Moses  Hale  and  wife  Mehitable  were  discharged  from 
Second  Church  in  Rowley  to  Second  Church  in  Newbury 
(West  Parish,  now  West  Newbury)  in  1751,  tallying  remark- 
ably  in  date  with  settlement  of  Rev.  Moses  over  this  latter 
church  in  1752. 

Now  I  find  no  evidence  that  Moses  (No.  5)  ever  lived  in  the 
West  Parish  of  Newbury. 

"  Moses  Hale,  Jr.,  of  Rowley,  gent."  took  deed  dated  1 
April,  1746.     (C.  K.  Hale,  143.) 

"  Mr.  Moses  Hale  and  wife  Mehitable  of  Newbury ^^  with 
three  of  the  daughters  of  Rev.  Moses'  (No.  1),  and  two  other 
persons,  partitioned  land  28  April,  1746  (id.,  ibid.).  And 
Moses  Hale  and  wife  Mehitable  of  Rowley,  conveyed  away 
their  share  of  same  in  1756,  when  Moses  Hale  (No.  4)  had 
been  for  four  years  settled  in  Newbury  (West  Parish). 
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Again,  how  about  the  "  Moses  Hale,  carpenter,  of  Newbury, 
and  the  Moses  Hale,  clerk,  and  wife  Mehitable,  of  Newbury, 
who  joined  in  the  sale  of  lands  with  the  Dummers  and  the 
heirs  of  Moses  Hale  (No.  1)  in  176i?     (C.  K.  Hale,  152.) 

Again,  ' '  Rev.  Moses  Hale  of  Newbury  bought  of  the  West 
Parish  of  Rowley  the  site  of  the  old  meeting-house  in  1770. 
(C.  K.  Hale,  p.  157.)  This  is  apparently  without  question 
No.  4. 

At  present  it  is  "  a'  a  muddle,"  but  it  can  be  cleared,  and 
must  be. 

Moses  Hale  was  representative  in  the  "  Gen'  Court "  from 
Rowley  in  1750,  doubtless  No.  5.  (No.  The  record  shows 
beyond  question  it  was  No.  4.  He  resigned  before  the  end  of 
his  term  "  to  enter  on  the  sacred  work  of  the  ministry.")

The  part  of  the  town  in  which  he  lived  was,  on 
the  running  of  the  State  line  in  1740,  placed  in  New  Hamp- 
shire and  became  part  of  the  town  of  Plaistow,  afterward  set 
off  as  Atkinson.  Here  he  spent  his  life,  was  a  leading  citizen 
and  represented  the  latter  town  in  the  Provincial  Legislature. 
While  at  Exeter  attending  the  session  he  had  an  apoplectic 
attack  and  in  consequence  declined  further  service.  He  finally 
died  of  a  like  attack  while  on  a  visit  to  his  friends  in  Newbury 
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24  July,  1759,  and  was  buried  by  the  side  of  his  father  in.  the 
burying-ground  near  Artichoke  river.  His  wife  d.  23  March, 
1770.     He  d.  24  July,  1759.

Mem.— Elizabeth  Judith^  Hale  (Eliphalet^,  Ohver«,  Oliver^ 
etc.),  sends  me,  4  Jan.,  1881,  from  Smyrna,  Cobb  county,  Ga., 
an  ancient  slip  of  paper,  which  she  calls  the  "  original  record  " 
of  'ner  great  grandfather's  (Oliver^)  family.  It  plainly  is  not 
that,  for  it  includes  in  the  same  handwriting  as  the  rest  the 
entry  of  the  death  of  Oliver^  in  1808,  and  other  deaths  of 
about  that  date.  It  may  ver}'  possibly  have  been  in  the  hand- 
writing of  her  grandfather,  Oliver^.  I  returned  the  original 
to  her,  saving  a  verbatim  copy  with  her  letter.

Col.  Enoch^  Hale  was  a  man  of  large  possessions  and  very 
prominent  in  civil  and  military  affairs,  particularly  during  his 
residence  in  Rindge,  Jaffrey  and  Walpole.  He  became  an  ex- 
tensive landowner  shortly  after  settling  in  Rindge,  and  dealt 
largely  in  lands.  He  was  the  first  justice  of  the  peace  of 
Rindge  in  1768,  and  held  that  office  many  years.  He  was 
sent  to  Portsmouth  by  the  proprietors  of  the  township  as  their 
agent  to  procure  the  incorporation  of  the  town  in  1765,  and 
was  by  the  act  of  incorporation  of  the  town  in  1768  authorized 
to  call  the  first  tosvn  meeting,  which  duty  he  fulfilled  and  ad- 
ministered the  oath  of  office  to  the  officers  first  chosen  in  the 
spring  of  1768.  Was  selectman  of  Rindge  1772,  '74;  '75,  78 
and '83;  was  town  clerk  in  1772, '73,  '74, '75  and  '83,  and 
was  present  and  officiated  as  such  at  town  meeting  in  L784 ; 
was  a  member  of  the  New  Hampshire  Assembly  in  1776  and 
1778,  representing  Rindge,  Jaffrey  and  Peterboro  Slip  (now 
Sharon) ;  was  a  delegate  to  the  Provincial  Congress  at  Exeter 
m  1775 ;  high  sheriff  of  Chesliire,  1778  to  1783  ;  a  member  of 
25 
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the  State  Council,  1780  to  1783 ;  senator  from  Cheshire  county, 
1784. 

In  1776  he  was  appointed  colonel  of  a  "  geographical  regi- 
ment "  of  the  New  Hampshire  militia,  and  held  that  position 
during  the  war,  having  charge  of  all  the  raising,  mustering 
and  paying  of  troops  within  his  district.  In  1778  he  raised  a 
regiment  to  reinforce  Gen.  Sullivan,  then  operating  in  Rhode 
Island  in  conjunction  with  the  French  fleet,  and  marched  in 
command  of  it  to  Rhode  Island.  The  records  of  the  New 
Hampshire  Committee  of  Safety  abound  in  references  to  him. 
(7th  vol.  Trans.  N.  H.  Hist.  Soc.)  Before  this  he  had  served 
in  the  old  French  war,  and  was  under  Col.  Monroe  at  Fort 
Wm.  Henry  at  the  massacre  in  1758.  Was  a  private  in  Capt, 
Bayley's  company,  Col.  Meserve's  regiment,  in  the  expedition 
to  Crown  Point  March  to  November,  1757,  and  again  in  Capt. 
Hasen's  company.  Col.  Hart's  regiment,  April  to  October, 
1758. 

He  was  an  original  member  of  the  Congregational  Church 
in  Rindge  at  its  organization  in  1765,  served  frequently  on 
ecclesiastical  committees,  and  was  active  in  the  settlement  of 
Rev.  Dr.  Seth  Payson  as  pastor  in  1781. 

In  1785,  after  his  removal  to  Walpole,  he  built,  under  an 
act  of  the  Legislature  of  New  Hampshire  authorizing  it,  the 
first  bridge  across  the  Connecticut  river  at  Bellows  Falls, 
which  remained  the  only  bridge  across  that  river  till  1796. 

After  his  removal  to  Grafton  he  represented  that  town  in 
the  Legislature  of  Vermont  one  or  two  years  when  about  75 
years  of  age. 

Wherever  he  lived  his  vigorous  intellect  and  energy  of 
character  impressed  themselves  on  all  about  him  and  made  him 
always  a  leader. 

Though  always  financially  prosperous  he  seems  not  to  have 
accumulated  or  left  a  large  estate.

■Of  these  children  Daniel  (No.  3)  and  Hannah  (No.  4)  were 
born  in  Jaffrey,  otherwise  Middleton ;  all  the  others  in  Rindge. 

While  Sheriff  of  Cheshire  county  in  1781  the  controversy 
between  the  State  of  New  Hampshire  and  the  towns  then 
known  as  the  "  New  Hampshire  grants,"  now  Yermont,  was 
at  its  height,  the  new  State  also  claiming  jurisdiction  over 
several  towns  east  of  Connecticut  river  and  within  the  county 
of  Cheshire.  In  the  performance  of  his  dutj'  as  sheriff,  Col. 
Hale  undertook  to  release  certain  jjrisoners  held  in  jail  at 
Charlestown,  under  the  so-called  Vermont  authorities,  for 
alleged  resistance  to  the  Vermont  ofiBcials,  but  was  himself 
arrested,  and  refusing  to  give  bail  or  in  any  way  recognize  the 
authority  of  the  Vermont  officials,  was  committed  to  his  own 
jail  at  Charlestown  under  the  charge  of  Dr.  AVilliam  Page  of 
Charlestown,  Avho  claimed  to  act  as  sheriff  of  the  county  of 
Washington,  Vt.  Dr.  Page  was  grandfather  of  Gov.  John  B. 
Page  of  Rutland  and  Dr.  George  Page  of  Crown  Pomt. 
Troops  were  ordered  out  on  both  sides  and  the  condition  of 
affairs  looked  serious.  Dr.  Page  was  in  turn  arrested  at 
Exeter  by  order  of  the  New  Hampshire  Legislature,  and  con- 
fined in  jail  there.  Hale  was  released  on  the  30  Dec,  1781, 
and  Page  on  the  10  Jan.,  1782,  and  the  whole  matter  was 
finally  settled  in  1782  on  the  basis  proposed  by  the  Federal 
Congress,  the  Vermont  Legislature  withdrawing  all  claim  of 
jurisdiction  over  the  towns  east  of  Connecticut  river.     Col. 
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Hale  seems  to  have  acted  uniformly  with  discretion  and  vigor 
in  the  matter.

A  guardian  was  appointed  by  the  Cheshire  Probate  Court 
in  1785  for  Moses",  David"  and  Lucy",  which  would  indicate 
that  they  were  the  youngest  children  of  the  first  wife  then 
living.

death  in  1697.  He  (Nathan  Hale)  d.  a  prisoner  of  war  in  the 
hands  of  the  British  forces  at  New  Utrecht,  L.  I.,  23  Sept., 
1780.  His  widow  m.  at  Eindge  30  Oct.,  1796,  Samuel  Parker, 
but  the  marriage  proved  an  unfortunate  one,  was  terminated 
by  a  divorce  granted  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Vermont  in 
1804  on  the  application  of  the  wife,  who  resumed  and  always 
bore  the  name  of  Hale.  She  d.  at  the  residence  of  her  son 
Harry*  Hale,  in  Chelsea,  Orange  county,  Yt.,  14  Sept.,  1838. 
She  was  b.  at  Lunenburgh,  Mass.,  23  March,  1745. 

At  the  organization  of  the  town  of  Eindge  in  1768,  he  was 
chosen  the  first  constable  of  the  town.  He  was  moderator  of 
the  annual  town  meetings  in  1773,  1774  and  1775. 

As  early  as  1774  he  was  captain  of  a  company  of  "  minute- 
men,"  and  on  the  alarm  of  the  battle  of  Lexington,  19  April, 
1775,  he  led  this  company  at  once  to  the  field.  Four  days 
after  he  was  commissioned  major  in  Col.  James  Eeed's  regi- 
ment, and  thenceforward  continued  in  active  service  until  his 
capture.  Was  at  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill  with  his  regiment 
17  June,  1775.  Nov.  8,  1776,  he  was  promoted  lieutenant- 
colonel,  and  early  in  1777  colonel,  the  regiment  being  reorgan- 
ized as  the  Second  New  Hampshire,  and  filled  up  with  three 
years'  men.  He  served  in  New  York  under  Washington  in 
1776-7,  and  at  Ticonderoga  under  St.  Clair  till  its  evacuation. 
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He  was  taken  jDrisoner  at  Hubbardton  7  July,  1777,  was 
discharged  on  parol  not  to  serve  again  and  to  return  within 
the  enemy's  lines  if  not  exchanged  within  two  years(?),  and 
left  for  home  20  July,  1777.  (See  Journal  of  Capt.  Enos 
Stone,  15  Hist.  Reg.,  p.  301,  the  name  being  there  misprinted 
Hart.)  He  remained  at  his  home  in  Rindge  until  ]  4  June, 
1779,  when  he  left  to  surrender  himself  pursuant  to  his  parol, 
and  remained  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy  till  his  death  as  above. 

He  was  charged  with  cowardice  in  this  battle,  the  first  pub- 
lication of  this  charge  being  in  Ethan  Allen's  "  Narrative," 
and  after  his  return  home  was  charged  with  treasonable  senti- 
ments and  perhaps  conduct.  This  latter  charge  was  summarily 
dropped  as  without  foundation.  For  vindication  of  his  con- 
duct at  Hubbardton  see  an  article  in  vol.  2  of  the  "American 
Historical  Record,"  pp.  455-460  (Oct.,  1873);  see  also  Los- 
sing's  "Field-book  of  the  Revolution,"  vol.  1,  p.  145;  Eben- 
ezer  Fletcher's  "  Narrative,"  printed  in  New  York  (privately) 
1866 ;  also  Enos  Stone's  Journal,  15  N.  E.  Gen.  Hist.  Reg.,  pp. 
300-303.  The  charge  was  a  vile  calumny,  and  nothing  but  his 
premature  death  before  he  could  be  exchanged  prevented  the 
establishment  of  his  innocence  before  a  court-martial. 

Thomas  Moore  of  Chelsea,  who  was  a  soldier  in  his  regi- 
ment, told  me  repeatedly  in  my  boj'hood  that  my  grandfather 
was  "  as  brave  a  man  as  ever  trod  shoe-leather,"  and  added 
always  that  he  "  was  the  finest-looking  man  I  (Moore)  ever  set 
eyes  on." 

His  wife  was  a  woman  of  great  intelligence,  executive  ability 
and  energy  of  character,  whom  I  well  remember  in  a  wonder- 
fully vigorous  old  age.  After  the  age  of  90  she  was  still  a 
great  reader,  interested  in  all  the  news  and  politics  of  the  day, 
and  occasionally  walked  out  to  a  neighbor's  in  the  village.  In 
the  latter  years  of  her  life  she  drew  a  pension  of  $600  per 
year  as  widow  of  a  colonel. 
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Col.  ISTathan  Hale  was  not  a  member  of  the  cliurcb.  His 
widow  united  with  the  church  in  Rindge  in  1788,  and  her 
three  youngest  children  were  baptized  soon  after.

And  16  Dec,  1783,  a  Sarah  Hale 
of  Boxford,  described  as  "  widow  Sarah  Hale,"  conveyed  to 
Aaron  Perley  4^  a.  by  Daniel  Chipmau,  Eliphalet  Hale,  etc. 
Was  this  John's  wife  ?  and  was  he  then  supposed  to  be  dead  ? 
Deed  witnessed  by  Eliphalet  Hale.  30  April,  1781,  Sarah 
Hale  of  Boxford,  widow,  sold  to  Moses  Boynton  one-half  the 
house  formerly  Nathan  Boynton's,  etc.  Sundry  John  Hales 
were  in  military  service  during  the  war,  but  none  whom  I  can 
identify  as  this  John^ 

Samuel  D.  Hale  of  West  Newbury  says  (letter  15  June, 
1874)  that  his  gi-andfather  John  Hale  inherited  a  large  landed 
estate  from  his  father  John  Hale  of  Boxford.  That  in  the 
time  of  the  Revolutionary  war  he  went  from  Boxford  and 
settled  at  Annapolis,  N.  S.  That  he  was  twice  married  there, 
and  was  a  schoolmaster.  This  was  unmistakably  our  John\ 
Did  he  desert  his  wife  and  his  flag  both  ?  And  did  his  friends 
]-egard  him  as  dead,  while  in  fact  he  was  solacing  himself  with 
a  second  wife  in  his  Majesty's  Province  of  Nova  Scotia? 

Did  he  have  any  children  by  his  first  wife  ? 

By  his  second  wife,  Elizabeth  Weir,  whom  he  married  in 
Nova  Scotia,  he  had  according  to  Samuel  D.  Hale :

Jonathan^  and  Rebecca  (Bnlkley)  Prescott,  who  was  son  of 
Capt.  Jonathan^  and  Elizabeth  (Hoar)  Prescott,  son  of  John^ 
and  Mary  (Platts)  Prescott,  Watertown  1640,  and  Lancaster 
1646. 

John^  Hale  was  a  physician  by  profession  and  settled  about 
1754  in  Hollis,  N.  H.,  near  the  residence  of  his  brother-in- 
law.  Col.  William  Prescott,  in  Groton  (afterward  Pepperell). 
He  was  a  distinguished  and  leading  citizen  of  his  town  and 
State,  both  in  military  and  civil  affairs,  and  in  fact  may  be 
called  the  leader  and  foremost  citizen  of  his  town  almost  from 
his  earliest  settlement  there  till  his  death. 

In  1755,  at  the  age  of  23,  he  was  commissioned  surgeon's 
mate  of  a  regiment  of  volunteers  raised  for  service  against  the 
French  at  Crown  Point.  In  1757,  in  the  excitement  follow- 
ing the  massacre  of  Monroe's  command  at  Fort  Wra.  Henry, 
he  enlisted  as  a  private  in  a  volunteer  battalion  for  the  defense 
of  Fort  Edward.  In  1758  he  was  commissioned  surgeon  of  a 
regiment  under  command  of  Col.  John  Hart,  in  part  for  ser- 
vice against  Louisburg  and  in  part  for  defense  of  the  western 
frontier. 

In  1768  he  was  elected  and  commissioned  lieutenant-colonel 
of  the  New  Hampshire  militia,  and  held  that  position  till 
1775,  when  he  was  piomoted  colonel  of  the  same  regiment. 
This  last  command  he  resigned  in  1776.     From  1768  his  title 
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on  the  town  records  is  generally  "  Col.  John  Hale,"  having 
been  till  then  generally  designated  as  "  Dr.  Hale." 

From  1762  to  1768  he  represented  Hollis  and  Dunstable  in 
the  General  Assembly  of  New  Hampshire,  and  subsequently 
repeatedly  represented  Hollis  in  the  same  body  and  in  New 
Hampshire  congresses  and  conventions. 

His  name  appears  in  the  alarm  list  of  Jan.,  1775,  as  "John 
Hale,  physician."  On  the  alarm  at  Lexington  he  at  once 
joined  the  American  forces  and  took  part  as  a  volunteer  in 
the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill  under  command  of  his  distinguished 
brother-in-law,  Col.  Prescott,  between  whom  and  himself  the 
most  cordial  relations  seem  always  to  have  subsisted. 

He  was  moderator  of  the  town  meeting  of  Hollis  on  the  28 
April,  1775,  which  voted  to  raise,  pay  and  victual  forty  men 
to  join  the  army  at  Cambridge.  He  seems  to  have  been  al- 
most uniformly  when  at  home,  up  to  the  close  of  the  war, 
moderator  of  town  meetings,  chairman  of  the  town  committee 
of  safety  and  of  other  important  town  committees  of  all  kinds. 
He  was  a  member  of  the  church  in  Hollis  from  some  time  be- 
fore the  breaking  out  of  the  Revolution,  and  held  at  various 
times  the  offices  of  town  clerk,  selectman  and  justice  of  the 
peace.  In  1779  he  was,  by  vote  of  the  town,  put  in  charge  of 
the  small-pox  hospitals. 

In  1777  he  was  commissioned  as  surgeon  of  the  first  regi- 
ment of  New  Hampshire  continental  troops,  Dr.  Jonathan 
Pool,  afterward  his  son-in-law,  being  assistant  surgeon  of  the 
same  regiment.  This  commission  he  held  till  June,  1780, 
when  he  resigned,  still  continuing  active  in  public  and  private 
life  in  promotion  of  the  patriot  cause.  Three  of  his  sons, 
John,  David  and  William,  served  activel}',  while  still  minors, 
in  the  Revolutionary  army,  the  last  named  enlisting  at  the  age 
of  14  for  three  years. 
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After  tlie  war  he  continued  in  HoUis  in  the  active  pur- 
suit of  his  profession,  in  which  he  was  distinguished,  till  his 
death. 

His  grave  in  the  old  central  burying-g round  at  Hollis  is 
marked  by  a  stone  with  the  following  inscription  : 

"Erected  to  the  memory  of 

"Dr.  JOHN  HALE, 

"  who  was  born  October  24,  1731.

Abi^air  (Hale)  Prescott  (Jonathan',   Samuer, 

Thomas',  Thomas')  of  Bradford,  Sutton  and  Pepperell ;  b.  in 
Bradford  1733.  Removed  with  her  parents  to  Sutton,  Mass., 
about  1747;  m.  there  in  1756  or  1757,  Lieut.,  afterward  Col. 
William'  Prescott,  son  of  Hon.  Benjamhi^  and  Abigail 
(Oliver)  Prescott  (Jonas",  John"  of  Watertown,  1640).  He 
settled  in  that  part  of  Groton,  afterward  Pepperell,  close  on 
the  Hollis,  N.  H.,  line,  the  larger  part  of  his  farm  being  in 
Hollis  by  the  line  as  settled  between  the  two  states. 
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It  is  unnecessary  to  detail  the  glorious  career  of  Col.  Pres- 
cott.  He  served  as  lieutenant  in  the  Massachusetts  provincial 
troops  in  Nova  Scotia  in  1755,  before  his  marriage,  fehortl}' 
after  his  marriage  was  promoted  to  captain.  In  1774  was 
appointed  colonel  of  a  regiment  of  minute-men  enrolled  in 
Pepperell  and  vicinity,  on  the  alarm  of  Lexington  marched  at 
once  to  the  front  with  his  regiment,  including  the  Hollis  com- 
pany and  many  New  Hampshire  troops.  On  the  16th  June, 
1775,  was,  by  order  of  Gen.  Artemas  "Ward,  the  commander- 
in-chief,  placed  in  command  of  the  three  Massachusetts  regi- 
ments, his  own,  Col.  Frye'sand  Col.  Bridge's,  and  a  party  from 
Col.  Knowlton's  (Connecticut)  regiment,  and  directed  to  pro- 
ceed to  Bunker  Hill  and  fortify  it.  This  he  did,  and  com- 
manded in  the  fight  the  next  day,  where  his  history  is  known 
to  all.  He  continued  in  the  service  till  the  end  of  1776,  when 
he  resigned,  but  retui'ned  as  a  volunteer  in  1777,  to  assist  in 
the  capture  of  Gen.  Burgoyne,  this  being  his  last  military 
service.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Provincial  Congress  held 
at  Salem.  After  his  retirement  from  the  army  he  lived  the 
life  of  a  country  gentleman  6n  his  farm,  and  served  as  town 
clerk,  selectman,  justice  of  the  peace  and  representative  for 
three  years  in  the  General  Court.  When  Shay's  rebellion 
broke  out  in  1786  he  hastened  to  Concord  and  assisted  in  pro- 
tecting the  courts  and  preserving  law  and  order. 

In  person  he  was  tall,  six  feet  and  two  or  three  inches, 
with  a  muscular  frame.  He  was  a  man  of  powerful  mind,  and 
his  character  marked  by  courtesy  and  benevolence. 

He  d.  in  Pepperell  13  Oct.,  1795,  se.  69,  and  was  buried 
with  military  honors.  His  widow  d.  21  Oct.,  1821,  se.  88 
years.

Mr.  Caleb  Butler,  in  his  History  of  Groton,  says  of  Madam 
Prescott,  as  she  was  uniformly  known:  "She  was  a  kind, 
prudent,  amiable  and  excellent  wife,  such  a  companion  for  life 
as  such  a  man  as  Col.  Prescott  ought  to  choose.  Her  extra- 
ordinary care  and  pi'udence,  not  tinctured  in  the  least  with 
selfishness  or  parsimony,  were  a  salutary  counterpart  to  his 
liberality  and  negligence  of  his  own  affairs.  She  survived  liim 
twenty-six  years,  continuing  her  residence  on  the  Prescott 
estate  in  Pepperell,  respected  and  beloved  by  all  her  neighbors 
and  friends,  till  her  death  October  21,  1821,  at  the  advanced 
age  of  88  years  "  (p.  342). 

Hon.  William  Prescott',  only  child  of  Col.  William  and 
Abigail'  (Hale)  Prescott,  fitted  for  college  under  "Master 
Moody"  at  Duminer  Academy,  Byfield  Parish,  Newbury, 
Mass.,  and  graduated  at  Harvard  in  1783  with  high  honor. 
He  studied  law  with  Hon.  Nathan  Hale  at  Beverly,  Mass., 
and  settled  there  on  his  admission  to  the  bar  in  1787.  In 
1789  he  removed  to  Salem,  where  he  remained  nineteen  years. 
In  1808  he  removed  to  Boston  and  remained  there  till  his 
death,  8  Dec,  18-14,  at  the  age  of  82,  having  retired  from 
practice  at  the  bar  in  1 828.  He  represented  Salem  and  Boston 
each  for  several  years  in  Massachusetts  General  Court,  was  a 
senator  from  Essex  county  in  1805,  was  of  the  Executive 
Council  of  Governors  Gore  and  Strong  for  several  years,  was 
appointed  a  judge  of  the  Massachusetts  Court  of  Common 
Pleas  in  1818,  but  resigned  after  a  year's  service,  was  twice 
offered  a  seat  on  the  bench  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court  of 
Massachusetts,  but  declined  to  accept  it.  In  1820  was  a  dele- 
gate from  Boston  to  the  convention  for  revising  the  constitu- 
tion of  Massachusetts,  in  1814  was  elected  by  the  Lcirislature 
of  Massachusetts  a  delegate  to  the  famous  "Hartford  Conven- 
tion," where  he  was  distinguished  by  his  usual   sagacity  and 

prudence.      But  he  was  always  first  and   foremost  a  lawyer, 
30 
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having  neither  desire  nor  relish  for  political  distinction.  In 
1815  Harvard  University  conferred  on  him  the  degree  of 
LL.D.,  and  he  received  the  same  degree  from  Dartmouth  in 
1826.  Daniel  Webster,  in  announcing  his  death  ,  to  the 
Supreme  Judicial  Court  of  Massachusetts,  then  in  session  in 
Boston,  said  of  him,  that  "  at  the  moment  of  his  retirement 
from  the  bar  of  Massachusetts  he  stood  at  its  head  for  legal 
learning  and  attainments." 

He  m.  18  Dec,  1793,  Catherine  Green,  d.  of  Thomas  Hick- 
ling,  Esq.,  then  consul  of  the  United  States  at  the  island  of 
St.  Michael. 

They  had  seven  children,  all  born  in  Salem,  1795  to  1806, 
four  of  whom  died  in  early  infancy.  The  surviving  three 
were :

Of  William  Hickling'  Prescott,  the  distinguished  historian, 
only  the  briefest  notice  is  permitted  by  our  limits. 

He  graduated  at  Harvard  in  1814,  received  the  degree  of 
LL.D.  there  in  1843,  and  the  same  degree  at  Columbia  Col- 
lege, N.  Y.,  in  1840,  and  at  William  and  Mary  College,  Ya., 
and  South  Carolina  College,  in  1841.  Was  J.  C.  D.  at  Oxford, 
1850,  and  a  member  of  numerous  home  and  foreign  literary, 
historical  and  scientific  societies. 

He  m.  4  May,  1820,  Susan,  d.  of  Thomas  C.  and  Hannah 
(Linzee)  Amory  of  Boston,  his  wife's  maternal  grandfather, 
Capt.  Linzee,  of  the  British  Navy,  having  been  in  command  of 
a  British  vessel  engaged  in  the  cannonade  of  Bunker  Hill, 
while  his  grandfather,  Col.  Prescott,  was  commanding  the 
Americans  in  its  defense. 

He  d.  at  Boston  28  Jan.,  1859,  his  wife  surviving  him.

Of  his  wonderful  literary  labors  and  successes,  achieved 
under  all  the  obstacles  of  feeble  health  and  almost  total  blind- 
ness, we  cannot  here  speak.

Catherine  Elizabeth'  Prescott,  d.  of  Hon.  William^,  m.  28 
Sept.,  1819,  Franklin  Dexter  of  Boston,  son  of  Samuel  Dex- 
ter, the  distinguished  lawyer  and  statesman.  He  was  born  at 
Charlestown,  Mass.,  5  Nov.,  1793;  graduated  at  Harvard  1812; 
received  the  degree  of  LL.D.  there  in  185Y ;  was  a  lawyer  in 
Boston,  and  rose  to  distinction  at  the  bar,  and  d.  in  Beverly 
14  Aug.,  1857.  He  was  a  member  of  both  branches  of  the 
Legislature,  and  was  twice  United  States  District  Attorney  for 
Massachusetts.  With  his  eminence  as  a  lawyer  he  united 
great  knowledge  and  skill  in  art,  and  high  attainments  in  lit- 
erature and  general  knowledge.  Mr.  George  Ticknor,  in  his 
life  of  Prescott,  says  of  liim:  "He  loved  letters  more  than 
law,  and  art  more  than  letters.  He  gave  hunself  more  and  more 
to  the  happiness  of  domestic  life,  and  to  the  product  of  art." 

Edward  Goldsborough'  Prescott  graduated  at  Harvard  1825, 
studied  law  with  his  father,  and  was  admitted  to  the  bar.  He 
became  a  colonel  in  the  militia  and  a  member  of  the  General 
Court  from  Boston.  After  a  few  years'  practi(;e  of  law  he 
studied  for  the  ministry,  took  orders  in  the  Episcopal  church, 
and  was  settled  as  rector  of  a  parish  in  New  Jersey,  where  he 
married. 

His  health  having  failed,  he  embarked  for  the  island  of  St. 
Michael's,  hoping  for  its  restoration,  but  died  on  the  voyage 
11  April,  1844.  His  widow  survived  him  but  a  few  years  and 
died  childless.

Jonathan^  Hale  (Jonathan^  SamiieP,  Thomas^, 

Thomas^)  of  Bradford,  Sutton,  Haverhill,  JST.  H.,  Concord,  N. 
H.,  Framinghara,  Mass.,  and  Coventry,  N.  H. ;  b.  in  Brad- 
ford. Removed  with  his  parents  to  Sutton  about  1747.  He 
m.  Silence,  d.  of  Elisha  and  Anna  (Haven)  Goddard  of  Sut- 
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ton,  and  settled  in  Framingham  where  she  d.  15  Jan.,  1800. 
She  b,  18  Nov.,  1Y52.  He  was  a  manufacturer  of  wool  cards 
in  Framingham,  and  after  his  wife's  death  removed  to  Cov- 
entry (now  Benton),  K.  H.,  where  he  was  still  living  in  1832. 

He  was  selectman  in  Framingham  1788,  '89  and  '90,  and 
representative  in  1795  in  General  Court  from  Framingham. 

He  seems  also  to  have  resided  in  Haverhill,  N.  H.,  during 
the  whole  or  part  of  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  to  have  early 
held  a  commission  as  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  New  Hampshire 
militia,  which  he  resigned  21  Oct.,  1775.  (See  N.  H.  Pro  v. 
Papers,  vol.  7,  p.  629.) 

In  a  letter  to  his  cousin,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Rix  of  Haverhill, 
written  in  1832,  he  speaks  of  himself  as  "  more  than  80  years 
of  age."  And  Barry's  History  of  Framingham  says  that  he 
and  his  wife  were  received  into  the  church  at  Framingham  in 
Oct.,  1789,  by  letter  from  the  church  at  Newbury,  State  not 
given.  {Query. — Whether  Newbury,  Yt.,  the  church  at  which 
place  was  organized  from  Newbury  and  Haverhill  jointly. 
See  under  Martha^  [Hale]  Powers  following.  The  church  at 
Newbury  having  been  substantially  suspended  for  many  years 
from  1782  might  have  caused  delay  in  procuring  the  letters  for 
some  years  after  they  had  begun  to  reside  in  Framingham.)

The  town  records  of  Exeter,  N.  H.,  show  that  on  the  6  May, 
1802,  he,  described  as  Jonathan  Hale,  Esq.,  of  Coventry,  and 
Mrs.  Mary  Parker  of  Exeter,  were  married  by  Rev.  William 
F.  Rowland. 
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His  will,  describing  bim  as  of  Coventry,  was  proved  in 
Grafton  Probate  Court  in  1837,  naming  bis  wife  Mary  Hale, 
bis  sons  Natlian  Haven  and  Jobn,  and  bis  dangbters  Mary 
Coolidge  and  Hittie  Kent. 

In  1779  and  1780  be  seems  to  bave  been  resident  of  Con- 
cord, JS".  H.  In  Sept.,  1779,  be,  described  as  "  Major  Jona- 
tban  Hale,"  and  Tiraotby  Walker,  Esq.,  were  elected  dele- 
gates from  tbat  town  to  a  convention  beld  tbat  montb  at  Con- 
cord "  for  tlie  purpose  of  appreciating  the  currency  by  regulat- 
ing prices,"  etc.,  and  on  tbe  18  Oct.,  in  same  year,  be  was  one 
(and  first  named)  on  a  committee  of  seven  cbosen  by  tbe  town 
"to  regulate  prices,"  etc.  (Bouton's  Concord,  p.  277.)  In 
Dec,  1780,  be  was  chosen  representative  from  Concord  in  tbe 
General  Court  (id.,  p.  291).  I  find  nothing  more  of  bim  in 
Concord.

Martha'    (Hale)    Powers    (Jonathan^,    SamueF, 

Thomas^  Thomas^)  of  Bradford  and  Sutton;  b.  in  Bradford. 
Kemoved  witb  her  parents  to  Sutton  about  1747;  m.  Rev, 
Peter  Powers,  son  of  Peter  and  Anna  (Keyes)  Powers ;  b.  in 
tbat  part  of  Dunstable,  Mas^.,  now  j^asbua,  N.  H,,  29  Nov., 
1728.  Peter  Powers  the  fatber  was  b.  in  Littleton,  Mass.,  in 
1707,  in  1728  m.  Anna  Keyes  of  Chelmsford  and  removed  tbe 
same  year  to  that  part  of  Dunstable  above  named.  In  tbe 
summer  of  1730  he  made  the  first  clearing  and  built  the  first 
house  in  that  part  of  Dunstable  (then  supposed  to  be  in  Massa- 
chusetts) now  Hollis,  N.  H.,  and  in  Jan.,  1731,  removed  there 
witb  his  wife,  son  Peter,  then  a  little  more  than  two  years, 
and  soTi  Stephen,  then  a  little  more  than  one  year  old.  They 
were  for  more  than  a  year  the  only  residents  of  what  is  now^ 
the  town  of  Hollis,  and  bad  no  neighbors  nearer  than  about 
ten  miles.     There  their  daughter  Anna  was  born  9  March, 
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1732,  the  first  child  born  in  what  is  now  Hollis.  The  father 
was  subsequentlj  a  leading  and  prominent  man  in  the  town  of 
Hollis,  where  he  died  in  1757,  and  was  generally  known  as 
Capt.  Powers,  having  been  commissioned  by  the  New  Hamp- 
shire authorities  as  captain  in  the  militia  in  1744. 

Peter  Powers,  Jr.,  entered  Harvard  College  and  graduated 
there  in  1754,  receiving  his  second  degree  in  1758,  and  the 
honorary  degree  of  A.  M.  at  Dartmouth  1782.  He  was  a 
classmate  of  John  Hancock  of  Revolutionary  fame. 

Feb.  4,  1755,  he  was  called  to  settle  over  the  newly-formed 
church  at  New  Ipswich,  N.  H.,  by  a  vote  of  the  church  "that 
Mr.  Peter  Powers  be  onr  gospel  minister;"  but  difiiculties 
arose  from  the  stubborn  orthodoxy  of  Mr.  Powers,  or  from 
the  comparative  laxity  of  views  of  the  New  Ipswich  church, 
and  at  a  meeting  on  the  29  April  the  church,  on  receiving  the 
report  of  a  committee  appointed  to  confer  with  him,  ''  voted 
not  to  comply  with  Mr.  Powers'  principles  concerning  baptism, 
that  he  would  not  admit  any  to  baptism  without  thej'  came  to 
full  communion,"  and  the  negotiation  ended. 

The  next  year,  1756,  he  was  settled  over  the  church  at 
Newent  (then  part  of  Norwich),  Conn.,  where  he  remained  till 
1764. 

In  the  fall  of  1764  Mr.  Powers  gathered  and  organized  a 
church  at  Newbury,  Yt.,  composed  of  members  from  that 
town  and  Haverhill,  N.  H.,  in  both  of  which  towns  settle- 
ments had  been  commenced  in  1762,  and  both  towns  havino: 
been  chartered  by  their  respective  States  in  1763.  The  two 
towns  also  united  in  forming  an  ecclesiastical  society,  and  the 
union  continued  near  twenty  years.  This  was  the  first  church 
organized  in  the  valley  of  the  Connecticut  above  Charlestown, 
where  were  the  nearest  settlements.  The  vote  of  the  church 
and  society  providing  for  his  settlement  directed  that  his  in- 
stallation should  be  had  "  down  country  where  it  is  thought 
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best,"  doubtless  on  account  of  the  difficulty  of  collecting  the 
council  at  so  remote  a  point  in  the  wilderness.  Pursuant  to 
this  vote  the  council  was  called  and  the  installation  had  at 
Holhs,  N.  H.,  27  Feb.,  1765,  Mr.  Powers  preaching  his  own 
installation  sermon,  which  was  afterward  published. 

Lawrence's  "  New  Hampshire  Churches,"  in  the  article  on 
Haverhill  bj  Rev.  E.  H.  Greeley,  says :  "  Troubles  growing 
out  of  his  preaching  and  efforts  in  behalf  of  the  struggling 
colonies  during  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  resulted  in  his  dis- 
missal in  1782,  and  also  in  a  virtual  dissolution  of  the  union 
between  Xewburj'^  and  Haverhill  in  ecclesiastical  concerns." 
He  continued  to  preach  in  Haverhill  for  a  year  or  two  after 
this,  but  in  1785  was  settled  as  pastor  at  Deer  Isle,  Me.,  where 
he  continued  till  his  death,  13  May,  1800,  aged  71.  During 
his  settlement  at  Deer  Isle  he  also  labored  much  and  with 
good  effect  at  Mt.  Desert,  especially  in  1798. 

Mr.  Greeley,  in  the  article  above  referred  to,  says  of  him  : 
"  He  apjDcars  to  have  been  a  very  godly  and  faithful  minister, 
and  his  ministrations  to  have  been  duly  appreciated  "  And  a 
biographical  sketch  of  him  in  the  second  volume  of  the  New 
Hampshire  collections  says:  "He  was  a  faithful  and  dis- 
criminating preacher  and  possessed  of  superior  talents."  It 
may  be  added  that  he  was  a  zealous  patriot  and  always  devoted 
to  the  Revolutionary  cause.  His  wife  survived  him,  and 
after  his  death  returned  to  Newbury,  Yt.,  where  she  died.

With 
his  brother  Richard  he  bought  the  house  in  Newbury  (Joppa), 
since  set  into  Newburyport  (known  as  the  Hale  house),  of 
Nicholas  Jackman  in  1747.  He  subsequently  became  sole 
owner,  and  the  house  has  ever  since  been  owned  or  occupied 
by  his  descendants.  (Enoch  Hale's  MS.,  1855.)  It  was 
largely  improved  and  added  to  by  Samuel  alone  and  with 
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his  brother  Richard,  and  by  Samuel's  son  Enochs  He  lost  his 
life  by  his  own  bravery  and  generosity  in  attempting,  in  his 
open  boat,  to  try  the  practicabihty  of  the  bar  in  a  very  rough 
day,  for  a  little  fleet  of  fishing  boats  outside.

"West  Newbur^')  2  Nov.,  1851 ;    m.  at  same  place  1  June,  1780 
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(published  in  Ipswich  28  April,  1T80),  Kev.  Levi,  son  of  Elisha 
and  Rachel  (Levi)  Frisbie,  as  his  second  wife.  She  d.  in  Ips- 
wich 6  April,  1828.  Rev.  Levi  Frisbie  was  b.  in  Branford, 
Conn.,  31  March,  1748.  He  entered  Yale  College  in  1767, 
and  spent  three  years  there,  but  graduated  at  Dartmouth  Col- 
lege in  1771,  in  the  first  class  graduated  there,  and  his  name, 
standing  first  in  alphabetical  order  in  his  class,  heads  the  list 
of  graduates  of  that  institution.  He  studied  divinity  with 
President  Eleazer  Wheelock  at  Hanover,  and  was  there 
ordained  as  a  missionary  21  May,  1772.  He  went  first  as  a 
missionary  to  the  Delaware  Indians  on  the  Muskingum,  after- 
ward to  the  Indians  in  Canada  and  Maine.  These  missions 
were  broken  up  by  the  Revolutionary  war,  and  Mr.  Frisbie 
was  installed  7  Feb.,  1776,  as  pastor  of  the  First  Congrega- 
tional Church  at  Ipswich,  where  he  remained  "  successful  and 
beloved "  till  his  death  at  Ipswich  25  Feb.,  1806.  His  first 
wife  was  Zeruiah,  d.  of  Capt.  Samuel  Sprague  of  Lebanon, 
Conn.,  by  whom  he  had  one  child,  Mary.

being  the  first  occupant  of  the  professorship  on  that  founda- 
tion.

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He  m.  in  1817  Catharine  Saltonstall,  d.  ot  John  Mellen, 
Esq.,  of  Cambridge,  by  whom  he  had  but  one  child  who  died 
in  infancy.  His  wife  survived  him  and  m.  2d,  James  Hay- 
ward  (Harv.  1819),  professor  of  mathematics  and  natural  phi- 
losophy in  Harvard  University.

Mr.  Kimball,  in  his  centennial  sermon  of  10  Aug.,  ISS^, 
says  of  Mr.  Frisbie,  Sen.,  that  he  was  "  highly  esteemed  for 
his  depth  of  thought,  his  liveliness  of  imagination,  his  incor- 
ruptible integrity,  his  interesting  and  profitable  conversation, 
his  fervency,  variety  and  appropriateness  in  prayer,  and  for 
his  ardent  love  of  his  flock  "  (p.  27). 

A  meager  collection  of  the  writings  in  prose  and  verse  of 
Levi  Frisbie,  Jr.,  was  published  under  the  editorship  of  Prof. 
Andrews  Norton  in  1823,  with  a  brief  memoir  of  his  life  and 
character  by  the  editor,  and  the  funeral  address  delivered  by 
the  same  at  his  interment.  Prof.  Norton  speaks  of  hira  in 
veiy  high  terms,  saying  that  "  his  genius  was  as  rich,  his  heart 
as  warm,  his  virtue  as  firm,  his  understanding  as  clear  and 
vigorous,  as  we  may  ever  hope  in  the  intercourse  of  life  to 
find  thus  united  again."  Prof.  Norton  also  says  "  The  last 
act  of  his  life  was  an  expression  of  affection  to  his  aged 
mother,  who  was  adjusting  his  pillow,"  and  speaks  of  his 
father  as  "  distinguished  for  his  conscientiousness  and  his  sense 
of  religion." 
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Shortly  after  graduation  he  began  to  be  a  sufferer  from  a 
disease  of  the  eyes,  which  for  the  rest  of  his  hfe  disabled  him 
largely  from  study  and  writing,  or  at  least  placed  great  diflB- 
culties  in  his  way.  His  few  published  writings  show  sound 
thought,  delicate  discrimination  and  great  facility  of  expres- 
sion. In  versification  he  lacked  little  to  entitle  him  to  the 
rank  of  a  true  poet.

Jolin^  Hale  (Moses*,  Moses^  John-,  Thomas^)  of  New- 
bury, Mass.,  and  Hopkinton,  N,  H.;  b.  in  Newbury  27  Oct., 
1742.  Removed  to  Hopkinton,  N.  H.,  date  unknown,  but  prob- 
ably some  years  before  1774 ;  m.  Olive,  probably  d.  of  Samuel 
and  Patience  Blake  of  Dorchester,  Mass.  ("sister  of  Major 
Blake,"  says  Eev.  John'  Hale).  This  "Major  Blake"  was 
probably  Thomas  Blake  who  was  ensign,  then  lieutenant, 
then  paymaster  of  the  First  New  Hampshire  Continental 
troops.     If  so,  his  parentage  was  as  above. 

Immediately  on  the  alarm  of  Lexington  he  marched  for 
Cambridge  at  the  head  of  the  Hopkinton  men  who  had  almost 
unanimously  elected  him  their  leader.  He  was  engaged  in  the 
battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  having  been  commissioned  first  lieuten- 
ant in  the  first  company  of  the  first  New  Hampshire  regiment 
commanded  by  Col.  John  Stark.  This  regiment  was  in  effect 
dissolved  in  1776,  after  an  attempted  reorganization  by  Con- 
gress, in  which  Lieutenant  Hale  was  commissioned  captain 
"in  the  fifth  regiment  of  foot,  commanded  by  Col.  John 
Stark."  I  do  not  find  any  subsequent  record  of  his  service 
during  the  war,  and  it  is  probable  that  his  health  failed  and  he 
was  compelled  to  retire  from  the  service,  as  he  was  an  invalid 
and  a  great  sufferer  for  many  years  before  his  death.  He  con- 
tinned  to  reside  in  Hopkinton  and  d.  there  "  3  March,  1791, 
in  the  49th  year  of  his  age,"  according  to  John  Hale  Fowler 
(letter  of  25  Feb.,  1875),  but  Rev.  John'  Hale  says  "3  March, 
1792,  aged  49  years  and  6  months."  His  widow  m.  for  a 
second  husband,  1  April,  1794,  Hon.  Joseph  Barnard  of  Hop- 
kinton, and  d.  there  2  July,  1820. 

Notwithstanding  his  comparatively  early  death  and  long  ill- 
ness preceding  it,  he  was  considered  the  most  infiuential  man 
in  his  town,  and  was  distinguished  for  probity,  discretion  and 
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a  thoroughly  judicial  miud,  which  made  him  consulted  as  a 
general  adviser  by  his  townsmen,  and  they  frequently'  resorted 
to  him  as  the  arbiter  and  composer  of  their  quarrels  and  ditfi- 
culties.

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active  service  at  Bunker  Hill  though  not  regularly  enrolled. 
At  the  breaking  out  of  the  war  he  was  the  father  of  six 
children,  ranging  from  a  little  more  than  ten  to  less  than  one 
year  old.  Of  course  with  such  a  family  he  could  not  enlist  in 
the  regular  service,  but  more  than  half  the  whole  term  of  the 
war  down  to  his  death  he  was,  in  one  form  or  another,  con- 
nected with  the  army  and  in  the  service  of  his  country.  He 
was  present  and  took  part  as  a  volunteer  in  the  battle  of  Sara- 
toga in  1777,  and  assisted  in  the  conducting  of  the  prisoners  to 
their  permanent  quarters.

His  will  was  executed  23  Nov.,  1781,  and  proved  in  the 
Rockingham  Probate  Court  8  Jan.,  1782.  It  provides  for  his 
wife  Lydia,  whom  he  makes  sole  executrix,  and  gives  the  resi- 
due of  the  property  to  the  two  eldest  sons,  Joshua  and  Nicholas, 
they  paying  all  debts  and  paying  sums  provided  to  each  of 
the  other  children.     At  the  outbreak  of  the  war  he  was  pos- 
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sessed  of  a  handsome  estate,  and  he  evidently  supposed  at  the 
execution  of  his  will  that  he  left  his  family  well  provided  for; 
but  the  losses  by  the  w^ar,  by  his  long  absence  from  home  and 
subsequent  protracted  illness,  by  the  depression  of  business  and 
the  depreciation  of  the  currency,  and  as  his  family  always 
charged  and  believed,  the  bad  faith  and  dishonesty  of  a  promi- 
nent neighbor,  the  chief  adviser  of  the  wife  and  children,  the 
estate,  though  showing  an  inventory  of  over  £1,000,  turned 
out  insolvent.  He  owned  a  negro  slave  Cato,  but  his  mistress, 
after  her  husband's  death,  refused  to  have  him  sold  and  gave 
him  his  freedom.  Included  in  his  estate  w^as  1.000  a.  of  land 
in  Corinth,  Yt.,  which  sold  at  auction  in  1784  for  £170.

Removed  with 
his  father  to  Dracut  1769.  He  m.  in  or  about  1788,  Susan- 
nah, d.  of  Moses  Davis  of  East  Chelmsford,  and  in  1790,  soon 
after  his  father's  death,  removed  from  Dracut  to  that  place, 
and  there,  in  part  of  what  is  now  the  city  of  Lowell,  built  a 
fulling  and  cloth  dressing  mill  on  the  River  Meadow  brook, 
now  known  as  Hale's  brook.  He  here  introduced  many 
improvements  in  cloth  dressing,  as  well  flannels  for  women's 
wear  as  fulled  cloth  for  men's.     In  1800  he  largely  increased 
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the  dimensions  of  his  factory,  and  added  to  it  a  saw-mill  and 
grist-mill,  still  known  as  "  Hale's  mills."  In  1801  he  set  up  a 
machine  for  carding  wool,  wliich  till  then  had  been  carded, 
spun  and  woven  by  hand,  his  being  the  first  carding  machine 
put  in  operation  in  Middlesex  county.  In  1805  or  6  he  also 
put  in  operation  cotton  spinning  machines,  and  in  1818  added 
to  his  other  enterprises  the  manufacture  of  gunpowder.  In 
all  his  manufacturing  works  he  always  availed  himself  of  the 
latest  and  most  useful  methods,  and  himself  invented  many 
improvements  in  the  different  classes  of  machinery  he  used. 

On  the  founding  of  Lowell  under  the  auspices  of  Francis 
Cabot  Lowell,  Patrick  Trac}-  Jackson,  Kirk  Boot  and  others, 
in  and  about  1821,  Mr.  Hale's  cotton  spinning  and  woolen 
manufactures  were  dwarfed  and  thrown  into  insignificance  by 
the  magnificent  erections  of  the  Middlesex  Company.  He 
thereupon  turned  his  attention  in  large  part  to  his  grist-mills 
and  flouring  mills,  largely  increased  their  capacity,  and  sup- 
plied to  a  great  extent  grain  and  horse  feed  for  the  new  works.

He  seems  to  have  gone  a  3'oung  man  with  his  brother 
EzekieP  to  Haverhill,  where  he  was  in  his  brother's  employ 
while  English  mechanics  were  putting  in  his  machinery  for 
the  manufacture  of  cotton  yani  in  1803.  In  that  year  he 
established  himself  in  the  south  part  of  Worcester,  Mass.,  and 
there  commenced  the  carding  of  wool  by  machinery,  following 
the  example  set  by  his  brother  Moses  in  Dracut  in  1801.  In 
1810  he  erected  a  cotton  factory  in  Worcester,  superintending 
the  construction  and  erection  of  the  machinery  personally, 
from  his  observation  of  the  English  workmen  on  his  brother 
Ezekiel's  establishment  at  Haverhill.  Both  the  cotton  and 
woolen  factories  were  pioneer  establishments  in  Worcester 
county,  these  three  brothers  thus  leading  those  important 
branches  of  manufacture  in  the  three  great  counties  of  Mid- 
dlesex, Essex  and  Worcester  in  Massachusetts.  The  machinery 
built  under  his  direction  at  Worcester  was  said  to  be  the  first 
ever  built  by  American  mechanics.  (See  Lincoln's  Hist,  of 
Worcester,  p.  322.) 
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His  enterprise  seems  not  to  have  been  financially  successful, 
for  instead  of  following  the  manufacture  of  woolen  and  cotton 
we  find  him  soon  after  engaged  in  erecting  similar  machinery 
for  others  in  Worcester  county  and  vicinity,  and  again  not 
long  after  in  the  manufacture  of  wagons.  In  1817  he  went 
to  New  Orleans  with  a  quantity  of  wagons  to  dispose  of,  sold 
them  and  was  attacked  by  yellow  fever  and  died  in  New 
Orleans  on  the  29  Aug.  in  that  year.  His  family  received  no 
avails  of  the  property  he  took  to  New  Orleans,  and  were  left 
poor. 

He  was  evidently  a  man  of  great  mechanical  skill,  of  energy 
and  determination,  and  deserving  of  a  more  successful  career.

His  will,  dated  3  Aug.,  1820,  proved  6  March,  1827,  de- 
scribes him  as  "  of  Rowley,  yeoman,  provides  for  wife  Eliza- 
beth, and  children  Francis  Pickard,  Daniel,  Joseph  R.  and 
Edna,  the  latter  unmarried  at  execution  of  will.  The  inven- 
tory filed  showed  personal  estate  valued  at  $1,423,  and  real 
estate  at  $10,191.

Yery  little  is  known  or  can  be  learned  of  this  family.  Even 
the  order  of  their  births  is  uncertain.  Sarah'  d.  in  Grafton  at 
her  father's  while  still  living  there,  probably  quite  young.

Mr.  William  Hale,  in  a  letter  to  me  of  13  April,  18T5,

Enoch'  was  an  upright  and  conscientious  man,  but  lacking 
in  energy,  and  his  life  was  not  a  successful  one  by  any  worldly 
standard.  He  was  at  one  time  possessed  of  a  fair  property, 
probably  by  inheritance  from  his  father,  but  lost  it  through 
the  chicanery  of  others,  and  by  his  own  lack  of  shrewdness 
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and  management,  without  any  evil  or  immoral  habits  on  his 
own  part.  The  daughters  were  estimable  and  excellent 
women,  of  whom  Mrs.  Marsh  speaks  in  terms  of  high  praise 
as  to  the  three  whom  she  knew  —  Sophia,  Marcia  and  Lucia.

He  was 
early  elected  a  captain  of  militia,  and  his  brother  Harry  after- 
ward  succeeding   to   the   same   rank,   they    were   commonly

Mr.  Hale  made  no  public  profession  of  religion  till  his  old 
age,  when  he  joined  the  Congregational  Church  in  Chelsea, 
but  he  was  always  a  liberal  supporter  of  that  church,  with 
which  he  habitually  worshipped,  and  in  all  his  life  manifested 
the  true  traits  of  real  Christianity.  When,  about  1810,  the 
building  of  a  Congregational  house  of  worship  was  agitated, 
a  controversy  arose  as  to  its  proposed  site  and  perhaps  some 
other  matters,  and  it  looked  as  if  the  scheme  was  to  be  aban- 
doned. The  difficulty  was  solved  by  Mr.  Hale  and  his  brother 
Harry,  who,  with  the  aid  of  another  citizen,  Mr.  Rufus  Lath- 
rop,  quietly  took  the  burden  upon  their  own  shoulders  and 
assumed  the  building  with  all  its  expense  and  liability,  neither 
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of  the  three  being  a  member  of  the  church.  They  reimbursed 
themselves  to  a  considerable  extent  by  the  sale  of  pews,  but 
each  of  the  three  remained  largely  in  advance  of  their  fair  pro- 
portion of  expenditure  to  the  end  of  their  lives.

After  such  education  as 
the  schools  of  Rindge  and  the  JSIew  Ipswich  Academy  afforded 
him,  he  was  early  placed  by  his  mother  as  a  clerk  in  the  store 
of  John  Gushing  and  Co.  in  Boston,  and  after  having  served 
his  apprenticeship  went  into  business  on  his  own  account  as  a 
merchant.  He  retired  finally  from  business  in  1842,  and  on  the . 
26th  Sept.  in  that  year,  removed  from  Boston  with  his  daughter 
Mary  to  Keene,  N.  H.,  where  he  spent  the  remainder  of  his 
life  in  quiet  and  contentment  upon  the  competence  which  he 
had  acquired  in  a  long  life  of  industry  and  integrity,  with  the 
esteem  and  respect  of  all  who  knew  him.  Here  he  ended  an 
honored  hfe  26  Sept.,  1S52,  exactly  ten  years  from  the  date  of 
his  retirement  to  Keene,  and  on  the  birth-day  of  his  only  son 
George.  His  last  days  were  brightened  by  the  unfailing  love 
and  care  of  his  only  surviving  daughter,  who  remained  with 
him  from  his  removal  to  Keene  till  his  death.  He  was  a  man 
of  unassuming  modesty,  of  great  firmness  and  decision  of  char- 
acter, of  most  precise  and  methodical  business  habits,  an  accom- 
plished book-keeper  and  accountant,  always  faithful  beyond 
contingency  to  his  word,  and  in  short  a  model  merchant  of  the 
old  school.  He  never  was  in  public  life,  but  always  took  great 
interest  in  politics,  was  an  old-school  Federalist,  and  never 
wavered  from  his  allegiance  to  the  principles  and  policy  of 
that  party  even  long  after  it  had  ceased  to  exist  as  a  party.

Nothing  would  so  rouse  his  wrath  as  what  he  deemed  an 
unjust  assault  upon  that  party  or  its  prominent  leaders.  I 
well  remember  in  my  boyhood  his  being  present  in  a  public 
reading-room  about  1840  or  before,  when  an  old  gentleman, 
a  somewhat  consj)icuoiis  Democratic  politician  of  the  daj'^,  in  a 
general  political  conversation,  in  answer  to  a  question  by  some 
ill-informed  person,  "  What  has  become  of  Gov.  Strong  of 
Massachusetts  ? "  answered  coarsely,  "  Oh,  he's  in  hell  long  ago, 
where  he  ought  to  be."  Mr.  Hale  had  till  then  taken  no  part 
in  the  conversation,  but  Gov.  Strong  was  a  man  whom  he 
specially  revered,  and  he  could  not  brook  the  insult  to  his 
memory.  He  leaped  from  his  chair  and  his  small,  lithe,  erect 
figure  seemed  actually  to  dilate  with  rage  as  he  approached  the 
tall  stately  bulk  of  the  prominent  Democrat  with  "  Sir,  Gov. 
Strong  will  be  a  ministering  angel  in  heaven,  when  you,  sir, 
are  howhng  in  hell ! "  Considering  the  fact  that  Mr.  Hale 
was  a  most  decided  Unitarian,  and  very  far  from  Calvinistic 
or  so-called  orthodox  views  of  the  future  life,  the  remark  was 
certainly  somewhat  pointed.     The  discussion  terminated. 

In  the  sketch  of  tlie  life  of  Hon.  Xathan  Appleton  in  the 
New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical  Register,  vol.  16,  p. 
3,  speaking  of  Mr.  Appleton' s  early  life  in  Boston,  it  says,  "At 
his  boarding-house  in  Quaker  lane,  now  Congress  street,  he 
met  with  an  old  acquaintance,  Eliphalet  Hale,  who  was  a 
schoolmate  at  the  New  Ipswich  Academy,  who  taught  him 
book-keeping  by  double  entry,  a  knowledge  of  which  he  found 
so  essential  in  his  brother's  counting-room,  and  in  all  his  future 
mercantile  transactions,  that  in  his  autobiography  he  says,  '  I 
have  always  attributed  *  *  *  a  great  portion  of  the  fail- 
ures which  take  place  to  a  want  of  knowledge  of  the  proper 
principles  of  book-keeping.' " 

He  m.  in  Boston  early  in  1809  Abigail,  d.  of  Col.  Josiah 
and  Abigail  Waters  of  Boston,  who  was  b.  in  Boston  in  1775 
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and  d,  there  10  Sept.,  1829.  Mr.  Hale  was  buried  by  her  side 
at  Mount  Auburn.

Mr.  Hale  "was  a  small  and  slender  man,  with  a  singularly 
erect  carriage  even  to  old  age,  and  most  gracious  and  pleasing 
address.  I  used  to  think  him  the  most  perfect  model  of  polite- 
ness I  had  ever  seen. 

1780-1861. 

Harry'  Rale    (Nathan',  Moses',  Thomas',   Thomas', 

Thomas^)  of  Rindge,  N.  H.,  Windsor,  Yt.,  and  Chelsea,  Yt.; 
b.  in  Rindge,  N.  H.,  10  Feb  ,  1780.  His  father,  who  had 
been  at  home  since  July,  1777,  upon  his  limited  parole,  to 
return  within  the  enemy's  lines  at  the  end  of  two  years  if  not 
sooner  exchanged,  had  left  home  on  the  14th  of  June,  1779, 
pursuant  to  the  terms  of  his  parole,  to  return  within  the  enemy's 
lines,  and  at  the  time  of  his  birth  was  a  prisoner  of  war  in  the 
hands  of  the  British  at  New  Utrecht,  L.  I.,  near  the  site  of  the 
present  Fort  Hamilton,  where  he  d.  23  Sept.,  1780,  without 
ao-ain  visiting  his  home,  so  that  the  subject  of  this  paragraph 
never  saw  his  father.  His  training  of  course  devolved  wholly 
upon  his  widowed  mother,  a  woman  of  remarkable  energy, 
decision  and  intelligence.  He  was  educated  at  the  common 
schools  in  Rindge  with  the  addition  of  a  term  or  two  at  New 
Ipswich  Academy,  but  succeeded  in  acquiring  a  thorough  prac- 
tical education,  and  was  always  remarkable  for  his  command 
of  pure  and  forcible  English,  both  orally  and  in  writing. 
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"When  about  20  years  of  age  he  joined  his  brother  Nathan  at 
"Windsor,  Yt,,  and  either  then  or  on  arriving  at  his  majority 
entered  into  co-partnership  with  him  under  the  firm  of  N.  & 
H.  Hale,  as  country  merchants,  having  a  store  at  Windsor 
street,  and  after  a  few  years  another  at  the  West  Parish,  now 
West  Windsor.  He  removed  from  Windsor  to  Chelsea,  Yt., 
in  1807,  and  there  continued  for  some  years  in  partnership 
with  his  brother  N"athan,  who  had  preceded  him  to  Chelsea, 
under  the  old  firm ;  and  after  some  years,  that  firm  liaving  dis- 
solved, he  took  Joshua  Dickinson  as  a  partner,  and  for  several 
years  carried  on  a  country  store  with  him  under  the  firm  of 
Hale  &  Dickinson.  They  built  the  brick  store  on  the  west 
side  of  the  north  common,  since  known  as  the  Dickinson  store. 
Somewhere  about  1825  he  retired  from  trade,  and  tlienceforth 
devoted  himself  solely  to  the  management  of  his  grist-mill,  in 
which  he  had  bought  out  his  brother's  interest,  and  to  farming. 

He  was  early  chosen  a  captain  of  militia,  and  was  best 
known  by  the  title  of  Captain,  as  was  his  brother  Nathan. 
He  was  frequently  elected  to  town  offices,  selectman,  lister, 
town  agent,  etc.,  etc.  For  many  years  lie  was  a  justice  of  the 
peace.  In  1828,  '32  and  '36  he  represented  Chelsea  in  the 
Yermont  Legislature.  For  several  years  he  was  county  clerk 
of  the  county  of  Orange.  He  was  for  some  years,  about  1834 
and  1835,  "Bank  Commissioner"  of  the  State,  elected  by  the 
Legislature.  Was  repeatedly  moderator  of  the  town  meetings, 
and  in  all  regards  a  leading  citizen  of  his  town. 

He  always  took  an  active  interest  in  politics ;  was  an  early 
Federalist,  but  on  John  Quincy  Adams  becoming  a  candidate 
for  the  Presidency,  warmly  supported  him,  against  the  violent 
opposition  of  many  of  the  leaders  of  the  old  Federal  party, 
who  never  forgave  Mr.  Adams  what  they  called  his  "ratting" 
to  the  Democracy.  On  the  breaking  out  of  the  Anti-masonic 
excitement  about  1827  and  '28,  Mr.  Hale,   who  had   never

been  a  mason,  fully  sympathised  with  the  hostility  to  that 
institution,  and  was  first  elected  to  the  Legislture  as  the  candi- 
date of.  that  party.  Subsequently  he  acted  for  some  years 
with  the  Whig  party,  but  on  the  organization  of  the  so-called 
"  Liberty  party,"  his  firm  and  unyielding  hostility  to  slavery 
led  him  to  join  that  party,  to  which  he  was  always  after  an 
adherent  till  his  death.  In  1843  he  was  nominated  by  that 
party  as  its  candidate  for  State  Treasurer,  on  the  ticket  M'ith 
Lawrence  Brainerd  as  Governor,  and  his  nomination  to  that 
office  was  renewed  yearly  by  that  party  for  several  years.  It 
may  be  added  that  he  never  sought  office,  and  that  all  the 
nominations  and  elections  he  ever  receiv^ed  came  to  him  with- 
out any  agency  of  his  own,  but  unsought. 

In  all  the  relations  of  public  and  private  life  he  always  bore 
an  honorable  and  unsullied  character,  and  his  whole  life  was 
marked  by  integrity  and  uprightness.  Perhaps  his  most  dis- 
tinguished characteristic  was  his  firm  and  nice  adherence  to 
justice,  which  through  life  made  him  a  safe  umpire  not  only 
between  his  neighbors,  a  duty  he  was  often  called  to,  but  an 
almost  equally  safe  one  between  himseK  and  his  neighbor. 

He  was  always  a  most  liberal  supporter  of  the  Congrega- 
tional Church,  with  which  he  worshipped,  but  never  became  a 
member  of  the  church  till  1838. 

He  was  never  a  rich  man,  but  never  failed  to  "pay  a  hun- 
dred cents  on  the  dollar,"  and  never  but  once  while  in  business 
was  compelled  to  ask  so  much  as  an  "  extension  of  time" 
from  his  creditors,  an  extension  which  was  most  freely  and 
willingly  granted,  and  within  which  his  indebtedness  was  fully 
met.  The  generous  education  which  he  gave  all  his  children 
was  a  continual  drain  on  his  resources,  which  he  never  regret- 
ted, although  it  left  him  in  moderate  circumstances  financially 
in  his  old  age. 
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Mr.  Hale  m.  first  in  Rindge,  in  1802,  Phebe,  d.  of  David 
and  Phebe  (Spofford)  Adams,  who  was  b.  in  Kindge  21  Feb., 
1777.  She  d.  at  Chelsea  13  Jan.,  1815,  having  been  the 
mother  of  eleven  children,  six  of  whom  survived  her. 

He  m.  second,  14  Nov.,  1815,  at  Chelsea,  Luciiida,  d.  of 
Ephraim  and  Mary  (Safford)  Eddy,  who  was  b.  at  Woodstock, 
Vt.,  28  May,  1785.  She  bore  seven  children  in  addition  to 
the  six  of  the  former  wife  which  she  brought  up.  All  her 
own  children  and  four  of  her  step-children  survived  her,  and 
all  these  save  one,  whom  distance  prevented,  followed  her  to 
the  grave  at  the  end  of  a  peaceful  and  honored  old  age.  She 
survived  her  husband  and  d.  at  Chelsea  1  Aug.,  1871. 

His  children  were  born,  the  first  at  Rindge,  but  while  the 
father  resided  at  Windsor,  the  next  two  at  Windsor,  the  rest 
at  Chelsea.

Phebe^  Adams,  first  wife  of  Harry  Hale,  was  descended 
from  Eobert^  Adams  of  Ipswich,  1635,  then  of  Salem,  then  of 
Newbury,  and  wife  Eleanor,  through  his  son  Abraham^,  who 
m.  Mary,  d.  of  Richard  and  Joanna  (Ingersoll)  Pettengill, 
Isaac^  m.  Hannah  Spofford,  Isaac*  who  m.  Mary  Wood  and 
David^  who  m.  Phebe  Spofford.  On  her  mother's  side  she 
was  descended  from  John^  Spofford  of  Rowley,  1643,  through 
his  son  John^  and  wife  Sarah  Wheeler ;  his  son  John^  and 
wife  Dorcas  Hopkinson  ;  his  son  Abner*  and  wife  Sarah  Col- 
man,  and  his  d.  Phebe^  who  m.  David  Adams.  Through  her 
great  grandmother  Hannah  Spofford,  who  m.  Isaac^  Adams, 
she  was  also  descended  from  the  same  John^  Spofford  of  Row- 
ley, through  his  son  SamueP  and  wife  Sarah,  Birkby  (the  same 
name  now  commonly  spelled  Burpee).  Joanna^  Ingersoll, 
wife  of  Richard^  Pettengill,  above  named,  was  d.  of  Richard 
Ingersoll  of  Salem,  1629.  Richard^  Pettengill  was  an  original 
immigrant  ;  settled  first  at  Salem,  afterward  at  Wenham,  then 
at  Kewbury,  apparently  the  ancestor  of  all  of  the  name  in  this 
country.  Sarah^  Bii'kby,  wife  of  SamueP  Spofford  {supra)^ 
was  d.  of  Thomas^  Birkby  of  Rowley,  1649,  and  Martha  his 
wife.  Sarah^  Wheeler,  wife  of  John^  Spofford,  sujyra,  was  d. 
of  David^  and  Sarah  (Wise)  Wheeler  (John^),  and  sister  of 
Jethro^  father  of  Elizabeth*  (Wheeler),  wife  of  Moses*  Hale 
(Thomas^,  Thomas^,  Thomas^},  q.  v. 

Lucinda^  Eddy,  second  wife  of  Harry^  Hale,  was  descended 
in  the  paternal  line  from  SamneP  Eddy,  a  son  of  Rev.  William 
Eddye,  vicar  of  the  church  of  St.  Dunstan  in  Cranbrook  in 
Kent,  a  clergyman  who  graduated  at  St.  John's  College,  Cam- 
bridge, and  was  vicar  of  Cranbrook  from   1589  to  his  death, 
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23  Nov.,  1616.  Eev.  William  Eddye  had  by  his  first  wife, 
Elizabeth  Foster,  ten  children  :  Mary,  b.  1591 ;  Phineas,  1593  ; 
John,  1597 ;  Ellen,  1509 ;  Abigail,  1601  ;  Anna,  1603  ;  Eliza- 
beth, 1606 ;  Samuel,  1608 ;  Zacharias,  1610  ;  and  Nathaniel, 
1611.  Mrs.  Eddy  d,  at  the  bii'th  of  her  last  child,  who  sur- 
vived his  mother  bat  nine  days.  Ellen  d.  in  1610.  In  1614 
Mr.  Eddy  m.  a  second  wife,  Mrs.  Elizabeth  Taylor  (widow), 
bj'  whom  he  had  one  child,  Priscilla. 

Samuel'  Eddy  came  with  his  brother  John'  in  the  "  Hand- 
maid "  to  Plymouth,  sailing  10  Aug.,  and  arriving  in  Oct., 
1630.  Tradition  says  that  two  other  brothers  also  came  to 
America,  but  I  find  no  trace  of  them,  and  their  alleged  names, 
William  and  Benjamin,  are  not  found  in  the  foregoing  list  of 
Rev.  William's'  children,  which  was  furnished  by  R.  II.  Eddy 
of  Boston  to  Rev.  Zachary  Eddy  of  Nortliamptou  in  1861. 
Samuel'  Eddy,  by  wife  Elizabeth,  had  four  children,  of  whom

Martha  (Powers),  and  Mary*  Safford,  who  m.  Ephraim  Eddy, 
and  after  his  death  for  second  husband  Col.  Frye  Bayley  as  his 
second  wife.  Martha  Powers  who  m.  Joseph^  Safford  was 
d.  of  Phinehas  and  Martha  Powers  of  Hard  wick,  Mass.,  who 
were   married  at  Willington,   Conn.,  7  Nov.,   1728,   Phine- 
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has  being  son  of  Thomas  Powers  of  Willington.  Mary°  Chase, 
who  m.  Joseph*  Safford  was  d.  of  John'  Chase,  who  m.  Eliza- 
beth Bingley,  John*  being  son  of  Aquilla^  Chase  of  Hampton, 
and  afterward  of  Newbury,  by  his  wife  Ann''  Wheeler,  who 
was  d.  of  John^  Wheeler  of  Hampton.  Sarah^  (Low),  wife  of 
John"  Safford  was  d.  of  Thomas^  Low  of  Ipswich,  1644. 
Eleanor  (Cheney)  Shatswell,  who  m.  Thomas^  Safford,  was 
widow  of  Richard  Shatswell,  and  d.  of  Danie?  Cheney  and 
Sarah  Bayley  his  wife,  of  Newbury ;  DanieP  Cheney  being 
son  of  John^  of  Newbury,  and  Sarali^  Bayley  being  d.  of  John' 
Bayley  of  Salisbury,  and  Eleanor  Emery  his  wife,  John''  being 
son  of  John^  Bayley  of  Salisbury  and  Newbury.  Eleanor^ 
Emery,  wife  of  John''  Bayley,  was  sister  of  Anthony^  and 
Jolm^  Emery  of  Newbur}^ 

Lydia  Alden,  who  m,  Samuel*  Eddy,  was  fourth  in  descent 
from  John^  Alden  of  the  "Mayflower,"  1620,  and  Priscilla 
Mullens,  d.  of  William  Mullens  and  his  wife,  all  four  of  m' horn 
came  in  the  "  Mayflower,"  through  Joseph^  and  Mary  (Sim- 
mons) his  wife,  and  John"  and  Hannah  (White)  his  wife. 
Mary^  Simmons,  who  m.  Joseph"  Alden,  was  d.  of  Moses" 
Simmons  (otherwise  Symons  and  Symonson)  and  wife  Sarah, 
he  l)eing  son  of  Moses^  of  Plymouth,  1621,  and  afterward  of 
Duxbury.  Hannah^  White,  who  m.  John'  Alden,  was  d.  of 
Ebenezer"  White  by  wife  Hannah  Phillips ;  Ebenezer"  being 
son  of  Thomas^  White  of  Weymouth,  1636,  and  Hannah" 
Phillips,  being  d.  of  Nicholas^  Phillips  of  Dedham,  1638,  and 
afterward  of  Weymouth. 

Eunice*  Sampson,  who  m.  Nathan^  Eddy,  was  fourth  in 
descent  from  Abraham^  Sampson  of  Duxburj^,  whose  wife 
was  a  d.  of  SamueP  Nash  of  Plymouth,  1630,  through  Isaac" 
and  wife  Lydia  Standish,  and  Ephraim',  who  m.  Abigail" 
Horrell,  d.  of  Humphrey^  Horrell  of  Beverly,  1682.  Lydia' 
Standish  was  d.  of  Alexander"  Standish  and  wife  Sarah",  d.  of 
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Joha^  Alden  and  Priscilla''  Mullens  before  named  ;  Alexander* 
being  the  eldest  son  of  Capt.  Miles  Standish  of  the  "May. 
flower,"  1620,  thus  making  five  of  that  ever  to  be  remembered 
company  who  were  lineal  ancestors  of  Mrs.  Hale,  viz.:  Miles 
Standish,  John  Alden,  William  Mullens  and  his  wife,  and 
Priscilla  Mullens,  from  the  last-named  four  of  whom  she  was 
descended  in  two  distinct  lines. 

On  the  renovation  of  the  Congregational  Church  in  Chelsea 
in  1876,  a  memorial  window  of  stained  glass  was  placed  in  rear 
of  the  pulpit,  which  after  giving  the  name  and  dates  of  birth 
and  death  of  Mr.  Hale,  describes  him  as  "  Foremost  among 
those  who  builded  this  house  to  the  worship  of  Ood,  1810," 
and  adding  the  text  selected  by  his  children,  "  One  that  ruleth 
well  his  own  house,  having  his  children  in  subjection,  with  all 
gravity."

In  a  letter  written  in  1872,  when  he  was  89  years  old,  Mr. 
Hale  gives  this  sketch  of  his  own  life : 

"  My  life,  until  I  was  more  than  21  years  of  age,  was  spent 
upon  one  of  the  bare  and  rather  sterile  farms  in  Winchendon, 
when  neither  eiffht  nor  ten  hours  were  considered  the  limit  of 
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a  day's  work,  but  to  commence  with  the  rising  and  end  with 
the  setting  sun, 

"  My  opportunities  for  education  were  only  those  afforded 
by  the  common  schools  of  the  town  for  eight  or  ten  weeks  in 
the  winter,  until  I  was  16  or  17  years  old,  and  about  the  same 
time  in  the  summer  until  I  was  old  enough  to  be  of  some  use 
on  the  farm. 

'•  From  1804  to  1809  I  taught  school  about  four  months  in 
the  winter,  and  worked  on  the  farm  during  the  summer.  In 
May,  1809,  I  took  charge  of  a  school  in  Hingham,  where  I 
taught  four  3'ears. 

"In  July,  1815,  I  came  to  Bridgewater  and  was  engaged  as 
book-keeper  for  a  manufacturing  company  until  Aug.,  1820, 
when  I  became  interested  in,  and  took  the  agency  of,  a  com- 
pany whose  business  was  manufacturing  cotton-gins  for  the 
southern  planters,  in  which  capacity  I  continued  until  1853, 
when  our  factory  was  burned  and  we  relinquished  the  busi- 
ness. My  duties  as  agent  not  necessarily  occupying  the  whole 
of  my  time,  I  had  leisure  to  attend  to  various  other  matters, 
such  as  settling  estates,  surveying  land,  and  was  frequently 
called  to  act  as  referee  in  settling  controversies  between  par- 
ties. I  held  a  commission  as  justice  of  the  peace  for  many 
years,  the  duties  of  which  at  some  times  required  considerable 
attention.  Was  town  clerk  and  treasurer  for  several  yeai's.  I 
represented  the  town  in  the  Legislature  in  1825,  '26,  '28,  '29, 
'38  and  '42;  was  a  member  of  the  Senate  in  1833-34,  and 
member  of  the  convention  for  revising  the  Constitution  in 
1853,  and  presidential  elector  in  1864. 

"I  was  also  a  member  of  the  trustees  of  the  Plymouth 
County  Agricultural  Society  and  of  the  trustees  of  Bridge- 
water  Academy,  and  treasurer  of  both  for  twenty  years. 

"In  1844  I  received  the  nomination  of  the  Whig  party  to 
represent  this  district  in  the  Twenty-ninth  Congress.     At  the 
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previous  election  there  was  a  majority  of  2,800  votes  against 
the  Whig  candidate.  At  the  first  trial  after  my  nomination 
the  Democratic  candidate  and  myself  received  about  an  equal 
number  of  votes,  and  there  were  some  1,400  for  the  'Liberty 
party'  candidate,  a  majority  being  required  for  a  choice. 
After  eight  unsuccessful  trials,  which  lasted  to  1846,  on  the 
ninth  I  was  elected  to  the  remainder  of  the  Twenty-ninth  and 
to  the  Thirtieth  Congresses  on  the  same  day. 

"Previous  to  the  next  election,  although  I  had  pnblicly 
declined  a  renomination,  I  received  a  communication  signed 
by  many  of  the  most  influential  Whigs  in  the  district,  and  at 
the  convention  I  was  unanimously  nominated  for  re-election, 
but  for  various  reasons  I  was  compelled  to  adhere  to  my  pre- 
vious announcements. 

"Although  I  have  held  numerous  public  offices,  I  can  truly 
say  that  I  have  never  sought  a  nomination  for  one,  either 
directly  or  indirectly,  and  I  have  never  been  defeated  when 
a  candidate  but  once,  and  that  was  for  town  clerk  when  anti- 
masonry  ruled  the  town." 

Mr.  Hale  passed  the  remainder  of  his  long  life  at  his  home 
in  Bridgewater,  beloved  and  respected  by  all  who  knew  him. 
He  outlived  not  only  his  brothers  and  sisters,  but  his  children 
and  gi-and-children.

Pitcaim  was  at  Con- 
cord for  the  purpose  of  dispersing^  the  rebels,  his  eldest  son, 
Moses,  then  a  yonng  man,  repaired  immediately  with  musket 
in  hand  to  the  scene  of  action,  while  the  senior,  forgetting  his 
'loyalty,'  followed  on  horseback  with  a  load  of  provision  to 
comfort  the  rebels.  His  youngest  son,  David,  disa])pointed  in 
not  being  allowed  to  accompany  his  brother,  soon  after  enlisted 
and  served  a  campaign  of  six  months  in  the  vicinity  of  Boston, 
and  subsequently  a  campaign  of  eight  months  in  the  vicinity 
of  New  York." 

This  is  from  his  son,  James  Hale,  but  his  name  appears  in 

the  Revolutionarj^  Rolls  at  the  Mass.  State  Honse  (Yol.  50 

Coat  Rolls  No.  2»J5)  for  eight  months'  service  (1775)  on  the 
return  of  Capt.  Thos.  Cogswell's  Co.,  27  Sept.,  1775  (in  Lt.- 
Col.  Baldwin's  regiment  encamped  at  Sewall's  Point,  1st 
Lieut.  Moses  Dusten  of  Chester  or  Cauda  [Candia?],  2d  Lieut. 
Amos  Cogswell),  as  private  David  Hale,  Atkisson  {sic).  And 
in  the  Index  to  Coat  Rolls,  p.  33,  as  David  Hale  (Capt.  Thos.

^aliiia'  Hale,  printer,  editor,  politician,  historian  and 
lawyer ;  b.  in  Alstead,  Cheshire  county,  N.  H.,  7  March,  1787; 
d.  19  Nov.,  1866.  At  thirteen  he  was  apprenticed  to  a  printer 
in  Walpole,  N.  H. ;  at  seventeen  wrote  an  English  grammar, 
first  published  (in  1804)  by  Thomas  &  Thomas  at  Worcester, 
Mass.,  which  was  afterward  rewritten  and  republished  in  1831 
in  JSTew  York  (Collins  &  Hannay)  under  the  title  '"  A  New 
Grammar  of  the  English  Language."  At  eighteen  he  became 
the  editor  of  the  Political  Olserver,  an  iniluential  Republi- 
can newspaper  printed  at  Walpole,  N.  H.  He  studied  law, 
became  clerk  of  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas  for  Cheshire 
county  and  moved  to  Keene,  the  shire  town  in  1813.  In  1817 
he  became,  and,  until  1834,  when  he  was  admitted  to  the  bar, 
remained  clerk  of  the  Supreme  Judicial  Court,  or  of  its  successor, 
"  The  Superior  Court  of  Judicature."  In  1816  he  was  elected 
to  the  Fifteenth  Congress  on  a  general  ticket  as  a  Republican, 
by  a  larger  number  of  votes  than  any  other  member,  but 
declined  a  re-election.  He  devoted  himself  to  study  and  to 
the  preparation  of  a  History  of  the  United  States  to  which 
a  prize  of  $400  and  a  gold  medal,  offered  by  the  American 
Academy  of  Belles  Lettres  of  New  York,  "  for  the  best  written 
History  of  the  United  States  which  *  *  *  shall  contain 
a  suitable  exposition  of  the  situation,  character  and  interests, 
absolute  and  relative  of  the  American  Republic,  calculated  for 
a  class  book  in  academies  and  schools"  was  awarded. 

"It  was  his  purpose,"  he  said,  in  the  preface,  *  *  "to 
prodnce,  not  so  much  by  moral  reflection,  as  by  the  tenor  of 
the  narrative,  virtuous  and  patriotic  impressions  on  the  mind 
of  the  reader."  This  work  was  first  published  in  1821  at  Keene 
under  the  title  of  ''  The  History  of  the  United  States  of  America 
from  their  First  Settlement  as  Colonies  to  the  Close  of  the  War 
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with  Great  Britain  in  1815,"  with  the  motto  from  Sal  hist, 
"  Civitas  incredibile  memoratu  est,  adepta  libertate,  quantum, 
hrevi,  creveritP 

!N^umerous  editions  followed  for  many  successive  years.  It 
was  also  continued  to  1S17  and  1845,  published  by  different 
pubhshers  in  the  United  States.  Prentiss,  Keene,  1821,  1828, 
etc.;  Collins  &  Hannay,  New  York,  1827;  Harper  &  Bros., 
New  York,  1840,  1841,  1845,  1857;  H.  &  E.  Phinney,  Coop- 
erstown,  N.Y.,  1846;  Miller,  London,  Eng.,  1826,  1827,  1836; 
W.  Brittain,  London,  Eng.,  1848 ;  Geo.  Clark  &  Son,  Aberdeen, 
Scotland,  1848,  and  became  widely  read  and  largely  used 
throughout  the  country  as  a  school  book,  25,000  copies  per 
annum  being  published  in  some  years.  It  was  a  work  of  great 
Hterary  merit  and  accuracy  and  careful  statement.  Few  single 
volumes  have  done  so  much  to  educate  the  youth  of  this 
conntry  and  to  implant  a  love  of  knowledge  and  its  early  his- 
tory and  of  the  principles  of  free  government. 

In  an  address  by  Gov.  Charles  H.  Bell,  before  the  New 
Hampshire  Historical  Society,  on  its  Fiftieth  Anniversary,  he 
speaks  of  "  Salma  Hale,  an  accomplished  writer  and  scholar  and 
a  pioneer  in  one  department  of  school  literature,"  and  adds, 
"His  History  of  the  United  States  was  truly  an  educational 
classic  and  long  retained  its  estimation  with  the  successive 
generations  of  the  young,  and  more  singular  still,  was  repeatedly 
republished  abroad." 

In  an  oration  on  the  character  of  Washington,  delivered  by 
Mr.  Hale,  1832  (Geo.  Tilden,  Keene,  1832),' occurs  the  follow- 
ing exjDression  of  the  thought,  now  immortal  in  tlie  briefer 
phrase  of  Abraham  Lincoln :  "  We  have  political  institutions, 
formed  and  fashioned  by  the  people,  for  the  good  of  the  peo- 
ple, subject  to  be  changed  by  the  people  at  tiieir  volition  and 
theirs  alone." 

Mr.  Hale  Wuas  a  trustee  of  "Dartmouth  University"  (1816) 
under  the  act  which  led  to  the  famous  "  Dartmouth  College 
Case,"  also  of  the  University  of  Yermout  (L823),  and  received 
honorary  degrees  from  both  (Univ.  of  Vt.,  1824;  D.  C,  1849). 
Lie  held  the  office  of  secretary  of  the  commissioners  under 
the  fifth  article  of  the  treaty  of  Ghent  for  determining  the 
northeastern  boundary  line ;  was  president  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire Historical  Society  (1830) ;  a  member  of  the  New  Hamp- 
shire House  of  Representativ'CS  (1828,  1844),  and  of  the  Senate 
(1824,  1845).  He  was  a  man  of  wide  reading  and  varied 
interests  in  literary,  social,  philanthropic  and  public  subjects,  a 
contributor  to  newspapers  and  periodicals,  instrumental  in 
organizing  the  first  agriculturnl  society  in  New  Hampshire, 
the  second  in  New  England,  and  took  an  early  and  active  inter- 
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est  in  promoting  temperance,  eclncation  and  the  abolition  of 
slavery,  and  in  the  Unitarian  movement.  While  in  Congress 
he  opposed  the  Missouri  compromise  and  lived  to  see  the  politi- 
cal and  religions  theories  and  reforms,  which  he  advocated  when 
they  were  unpopular,  accepted  and  powerful  in  the  nation.

Horatio'  Hale.  [From  Appleton's  Cyclopedia  of  Ameri- 
can Biography.]  Horatio,  son  of  David  and  Sarah  Josepha 
Hale,  ethnologist;  h.  in  Newport,  K  H.,  3  May,  1817;  was 
graduated  at  Harvard  in  1837,  and  was  appointed  in  the  same 
year  philologist   to  the   United    States   exploring  expedition 
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under  Capt.  Charles  Wilkes,  In  this  capacity  he  studied  a 
large  number  of  the  languages  ol"  the  Pacific  Islands,  as  well 
as  of  North  and  South  America,  Australia  and  Africa,  and 
also  investigated  the  history,  traditions  and  customs  of  the 
tribes  speaking  those  languages.  The  results  of  his  inquiries 
are  given  in  his  "  Ethnography  and  Philology  "  (Philadelphia, 
]84:t5),  which  forms  the  seventh  volume  of  tlie  expedition 
reports.  Dr.  Robert  G.  Latham,  the  English  philologist, 
speaks  of  it  as  comprising  "the  greatest  mass  of  philological 
data  ever  accumulated  by  a  single  inquirer."  On  the  comple- 
tion of  this  work  he  spent  some  years  in  travel  and  in  literary 
and  scientific  studies,  both  in  Europe  and  in  the  United  States. 
Subsequently  he  studied  law,  and  was,  in  1855,  admitted  to 
the  bar  in  Chicago.  A  year  later  he  removed  to  Canada  to 
take  charge  of  an  estate  acquired  by  mai-riage.  Mr.  Hale  took 
up  his  residence  in  the  town  of  Clinton,  Ontario,  where  he  has 
since  devoted  his  time  in  part  to  the  practice  of  his  profession 
and  in  part  to  scientific  pursuits.  He  has  published  numerous 
memoirs  on  anthropology  and  ethnology  ;  is  a  member  of  many 
learned  societies,  both  in  Europe  and  in  America,  and  in  1886 
was  vice-president  of  the  American  Association  for  the  Advance- 
ment of  Science,  presiding  over  the  section  of  anthropology. 
His  introductory  address  on  "  The  Origin  of  Languages  and  the 
Antiquity  of  Speaking  Man "  proposed  some  novel  theories 
which  have  excited  much  interest  and  discussion.  His  other 
publications  include  "Indian  Migrations  as  Evidenced  by 
Language"  (Chicago,  1883);  "The  Iroquois  Book  of  Putes'" 
(Philadelphia,  1883) ;  and  a  "  Report  on  the  Blackfoot  Tribes," 
presented  to  the  British  Association  for  the  Advancement  of 
Science  at  its  Aberdeen  meeting  in  1885.

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Exeter  Academy  ;  was  for  some  seventeen  years  a  trustee  of  the 
Massachusetts  General  Hospital ;  for  some  time  a  trustee  of  the 
Massachusetts  Asylum  for  the  Blind,  and  an  overseer  of  the 
poor  of  Boston,  and  afterwards  chairman  of  a  commission  on 
the  treatment  of  the  poor,  whose  report  to  the  city"  government 
contains  much  information  and  discussion  on  that  subject;  is 
also  a  memljer  of  the  American,  Massachusetts  and  New 
Hampshire  Historical,  and  the  New  England  Historical  Genea- 
logical Societies,  of  the  American  Social  Science  and  Statisti- 
cal Association  and  president  of  the  American  Unitarian 
Association.

P.  Sanger 
and  later  with  John  Codman,  the  sixteenth  and  seventeenth 
and  eighteenth  volumes  of  the  Boston  Law  Reporter  ',  was 
the  sole  editor  of  the  sixteenth,  seventeenth  and  eighteenth 
volumes  of  the  United  States  Digest  and  of  the  nineteenth 
with  H.  Farnam  Smith.

Joseph  Baleh  at  the  age  of  16,  and  soon  became  secretary  of 
tlie  Merchants'  Lis.  Co.,  a  position  he  held  till  1823,  when  he 
was  chosen  secretary  of  the  Massachusetts  Hospital  Life  Ins. 
Co.,  one  of  the  first  and  most  successful  of  the  annuity 
and  trust  companies  of  the  city  of  Boston.  For  forty-five 
years  lie  devoted  himself  to  the  responsible  duties  of  that 
position,  declining  flattering  offers  elsewhere,  and  even  refus- 
ing the  actuaryship  of  his  own  company.

His  great-great  uncle  Oliver  said 
he  was  the  best  representative  of  tlie  sixth  generation  of 
Thomas  Hale's  that  he  had  seen.  He  learned  his  fatliers  busi- 
ness, and  in  1821  opened  a  store  in  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  where 
he  continued  six  years.  Li  1827  he  made  a  voyage  in  the  brig 
America,  and  tlie  following  year  became  her  captain.  In  1836  he 
was  chosen  president  of  the  Merchants'  Insurance  Company  of 
New  York,  and  a  few  years  later,  on  the  decision  of  the  officers 
to  close  up  the  business,  in  order  to  make  a  change  in  the  sys- 
tem of  insurance,  he  was  appointed  sole  receiver.

,  VI.  Col.  Ebenezer',  d.  19  Feb.,  1848,  in  Newbury,  Mass.; 
after  liis  father's  death  his  Aunt  Sarah,  the  wife  of  Deacon 
Moses  Atkinson,  took  him  and  his  sister  Mary  to  her  home,  and 
having  no  children,  brought  them  up  as  her  own.  She  was  a 
woman  of  an  active  mind  and  well-read  on  the  questions  of  the 
day.  Deacon  A.  Avas  a  farmer  and  shoemaker  and  something 
of  a  merchant,  and  Ebenezer  got  an  insight  into  each  of  these 
lines  of  business,  thongh  commercial  and  shipping  matters  had 
more  attractions  for  him  than  the  bench  or  plow.  In  those  days 
almost  any  man  of  any  means  had  some  ventures  on  the  seas, 
some  interest  in  ships,  and  often  some  underwriter's  risks,  as  it 
was  before  the  days  of  insurance  companies.  Col.  Hale  took  an 
interest  in  military  affairs  in  and  before  the  War  of  1812,  and 
went  with  his  regiment  on  one  or  two  occasions  to  repel 
threatened  invasion  at  Portsmouth  and  on  the  nearer  coasts. 
He  was  quite  successful  in  business  rill  the  embargo  and  the 
War  of  1812  struck  heavy  blows  on  all  occupations.  After  the 
war  business  revived  very  slowly,  and  he  was  obliged  to  take 
charge  of  one  of  the  vessels  in  which  he  was  interested,  as  its  cap- 
tain. As  shipping  became  more  profitable  his  affairs  improved, 
and  he  was  elected  president  of  the  Ocean  Bank,  a  trustee  of 
Dummer  Academy  and  other  institutions.  He  was  chosen  to 
many  positions  of  honor  and  prolit  and  served  well  his  genera- 
tion, in  his  day.

three  years  in  Italy;  grad.  at  the  Divinity  School,  Cambridge, 


extensive  travel,  there  resulted  not  only  extraordinary  intelligence  and  mental 
power,  but  also  and  in  the  highest  degree  true  refinement— that  admirable  union  of 
delicacy  and  strength,  so  characteristic  of  her. 

Far  better  than  all  this  were  the  depth  and  richness  of  her  spiritual  nature,  so 
elevated,  so  purified,  so  sweetened  by  profoundly  earnest  study  of  the  truth,  by 
communion  with  the  Divine  nature,  bringing  her  life  into  harmony  with  the  Holy 
Will,  that  she  had  become 

"Earth's  noblest  thing,  a  woman  perfected." 
That  a  great  loss  has  been  suffered  by  this  community  in  her  death ,  we  all  realize 
too  well.  From  her  the  young  received  instruction  ;  the  poor,  relief;  thesuffering, 
sympathy.  Her  cheerful  and  effective  aid  was  freely  given  to  every  good  work 
her  wise  counsel  was  valued  in  every  emergency;  her  steadfast  devotion  to  duty 
was  rested  upon  as  an  always  sure  reliance. 

But  we  are  not  wholly  without  consolation.  We  have  her  example,  the  inspira- 
tion of  her  pure  life,  her  pood  works.  This  grand  spirit,  its  development  com- 
pleted and  its  d^iscipline  finished,  has  gone  to  nobler  activities  and  greater  useful- 
ness In  the  life  beyond      Truly,  for  such  an  one 

"  There  is  no  Death— What  seems  so  is  transition ; 
This  life  of  mortal  breath 
Is  but  a  suburb  of  the  life  elysian 
Whose  portal  we  call  Death."

Page  12.  Susan  Downing,  first  wife  of  Francis  Kirby.  was  the  widow 
Carter,  not  Elizabeth  his  second  wife.  This  is  evident  from  the  will  of 
Richard  Blades  of  London.  1634,  who  mentions  Joseph  and  Mary  Carter, 
children  of  Susan  Carter,  now  wife  of  Francis  Kirby,  and  Joshua  and 
Sarah  Kirby,  children  of  Francis  and  Susau  Kirby. 


F.  WILL  OF  THOMAS  HALE,  1630. 

In  the  name  of  God  amen  this  elevent  day  of  Octob:  1630, 
I  Thomas  Hale  of  Wattou  at  Stone  in  the  County  of  Hart- 
ford beinge  sicke  in  body  but  of  pfeet  vnderstandinge  and 
memory  (thanks  be  given  to  ahuighty  god)  haue  made  this  my 
last  will  &  testament  in  manner  &  forme  followinge.  First 
I  will  &  bequeave  &  comit  ray  soule  unto  the  hands  of  the 
almighty  god  that  gaue  it,  ray  body  to  be  decently  buried  at 
the  discretion  of  ray  executor  herafter  named.  Item  I  giue 
unto  Joane  mj'  wife  &  Thomas  my  sonne  the  benefit  use  & 
profits  of  my  house  backside  and  hill  Closes  wth  one  peece  in 
Headen  against  the  gate  of  Reues  Crofte,  &  one  Heddinge 
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peece  in  Hamsdom  vntill  Michaelmas  next  vpon  Condieon  that 
they  shall  bestow  necessary  reparations  vpon  iny  said  house  & 
likewise  that  they  shall  so  longe  make  vse  of  the  laud  wth  the 
hold  from  mistres  Cranfield  &  shall  pay  her  the  rent  due  wch 
wil  be  the  halfe  yeare  at  michaelmas  next,  Also  I  gine  to  my 
daughter  Mary  Hale  mj  medow  &  my  Close  Conteyninge 
seuen  acres  more  or  lesse  for  three  yeares  next  after  my  de- 
cease withe  all  the  benefit  of  grass einge  or  moweinge  &  loppe- 
inge  bothe  in  the  said  medow  &  hedges  so  that  they  do  not 
spoile  the  said  hedges  &  that  the  said  Joppinge  be  only  in  the 
first  yeare,  Also  at  tlie  expiration  of  those  three  yeares  I  doe 
in  like  manner  will  and  bequeave  my  said  medow  &  my  Close 
vnto  my  daughter  Dorothy  Hale  for  three  yeares  next  after  to 
grasse  mow  &  lop  wth  such  Conditions  &  limitations  as  i& 
abone  mentioned  to  her  said  sister  Mary  Also  I  giue  vnto  my 
daughter  Ehzabeth  Hale  my  said  medow  &  my  Close  for  three 
yeares  next  after  her  sister  Mary  to  grasse  mow  &  lop  wth 
such  Conditions  as  is  abone  limited  to  her  two  sisters,  Also  I 
giue  vnto  my  daughter  Eunis  Beane  or  to  her  son  Henry 
Beane  which  shall  be  then  liueinge,  my  said  medow  &  my 
Close  for  one  yeare  next  after  her  said  sister  Elizabeth  to 
grasse  mow  &  lop  wth  such  Condicions  &  limitations  as  is 
abone  limited  to  her  said  sisters.  Also  my  will  and  meaninge 
is  that  if  it  shall  please  god  to  take  out  of  this  life  any  of  my 
said  daughters  wthout  issue  before  the  said  lands  or  the  pfit 
therof  be  dne  vnto  her,  that  then  it  shall  come  vnto  the  next 
in  course  that  so  this  my  will  herin  may  be  the  sooner  effected 
for  the  benefit  &  pferment  of  my  said  daughters.  And  fur- 
ther ray  will  &  meaninge  is  that  mj'  son  Thomas  Hale  shal  be 
the  tenant  that  shall  hold  my  said  medow  &  my  Close  &  shall 

})ay  vnto  his  sisters  the  rent  of  fine  pounds  pr  yeare  to  be  paid 
la'lfe  yearly.  Also  sd  Thomas  shall  discharge  lord  &  king  if 
he  shall  thinke  good  to  hold  the  said  land  at  the  rent  of  fine 
pounds  a  yeare  as  abone.  Also  I  giue  vnto  my  lovinge  wife 
Joane  Hale  my  house  wherin  I  now  line  wth  the  backside,  & 
my  hill  Closes  wtii  one  peece  in  Headen  right  against  Reeues 
Crofte,  and  one  Heddinge  peece  in  Hamsden  to  hold  &  enioy 
the  same  for  ten  yeares  beginninge  at  the  feast  of  St.  Michaell 
next  after  my  decease.  And  my  meaninge  is  that  my  son 
Thomas  Hale  shall  have  the  same  at  foure  pounds  a  yeare  if 
his  mother  &  he  be  both  so  contented  &  that  he  shall  giue  her 
good  security  for  her  said  rent  to  be  paid  halfe  yearly  &  for 
want  of  such  security  both  my  wife  and  daughters  shall  enter 
vpon  their  said  house  or  lands,  any  thinge  herin  expressed  to 
the  contrary  notwthstandinge.  Also  I  giue  and  bequeave 
vnto  Thomas  my  son  two  halfe  acres  of  free  land  lieinge  in 
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Headen  abuttinge  vpon  the  liighway  leadinge  from  Watton 
to  Walkerne,  also  the  assignement  of  one  peece  containinge  an 
acre  &  a  halfe  lyeinge  in  Monsals  hearn  bet  wen  the  land  of 
Mr.  Bnrgin  in  the  tenure  of  widow  Hisdeli  towards  the  north 
&  the  land  of  John  Halfhide  towards  the  south,  also  one  pcell 
of  medow  pasture  Close  &  orchard,  Mr.  Coopei-s  Crofte  about- 
inge  vpon  the  riuer  on  the  east  &  highway  on  the  west.  One 
peece  in  stonj'feild  lyeinge  between  the  land  of  Mr.  Burgin 
now  in  the  tenure  of  the  widow  Balme,  which  lands  last 
nameed  together  wth  all  my  goods  &  Chattells  (excepting  a  bed 
wth  beddinge  conuenient  linnen  &  other  fittinge  furniture  for 
one  Chamber  which  I  herby  reserue  &  giue  to  Jone  my  Mafe) 
I  giue  &  bequeave  wholly  to  my  said  son  both  land  and  goods 
to  be  sold  for  the  payments  of  my  debts  &  dischargeinge  of 
buriall  &  such  necessary  disbursments,  &  I  doe  herby  ordayne 
and  appoint  my  son  Thomas  Hale  to  be  the  sole  executor  of 
this  my  last  will  &  testament,  nothinge  doubtinge  of  his 
careful!  prforniance  of  this  my  will,  and  I  doe  bequest  of  my 
brother  Francis  Kirby  to  be  an  ouerseer  &  doe  hereby  revoke 
all  former  wills  &  bequeastes  what  soeuer.  In  witness  wherof 
I  haue  set  to  my  hand  &  seale  the  day  &  yeare  aboue  written.

Page  73.  Coffin's  date  of  the  marriage  of  Joseph  Hale 
(Hall)  and  Mary  Moody  as  1700  is  clearly  incorrect  ;  it  shonld 
be  25th  December,  1699.  Judith,  the  eldest  child,  was  born 
the  22d  of  the  September  following.  Joseph  Hale  was  a 
prominent  and  influential  man  in  Byfield  Parish  and  attained 
to  the  dignity  of  "  Prof."  as  well  as  "  Capt."  He  died  "very 
suddenly."  Of  his  wife,  the  record  is  made,  she  was  "a 
mother  in  our  Israel." 

Page  75.  Rev.  Moses  Hale^  (John-,  Thomas')  was  the  first 
pastor  of  the  church  in  Byfield  Parish.  He  began  his  labors 
with  a  handful  of  membei's  soon  after  the  first  church  was 
built;  at  the  time  of  his  death  there  were  about  1 55  members. 
He  labored  without  a  colleague  contrary  to  the  prevailing  cus- 
tom, but  was  eminently  successful  both  as  pastor  and  teacher. 
He  attained  influence  among  neighboring  ministers  ;  "  the  first 
meeting  of  a  miiristers'  association  of  Merrimac  Yalley  was 
held  with  him."  During  his  pastorate  he  baptized  736  persons 
of  which  record  is  made ;  and  he  buried  many,  104  of  the 
"  Throat  Distemper  "  in  one  year,  1735-6.  His  first  wife  was 
of  the  eminent  family  of  Dummer,  so  also  was  Mary  Moody, 
his  second  wife,  being  the  grand-daughter  of  Jane  Dummer, 
and  daughter  of  Mehitable  Sewall,  sister  of  Chief  Justice 
Sewall.  Of  the  second  wife,  his  widow,  it  is  recorded  at  her 
death,  she  was  "a  virtuous  woman  that  is  praised."  The  house 
in  which  Rev.  Moses  Hale  lived,  the  first  parsonage  bnilt  in 
1702,  is  still  standing,  somewhat  altered  in  appearance,  and  the 
elm  trees  he  planted  remain.  In  the  same  house  the  celebrated 
Theophilus  Parsons  was  born,  being  son  of  Rev.  Moses  Parsons, 
Mr.  Hale's  successor.  {Vide  Harper's  Mag.  No.  302,  p.  168.) 
His  death  was  much  lamented  by  his  people  and  he  was  buried 
at  the  expense  of  the  parish.

Page  96.  The  Kecords  of  Byfield  Parish  give  as  "d.  of 
Moses  Hale  (not  Eev.)  Elizabeth,  bap,  31  Aug,,  1T35."  An- 
other Elizabeth,  d.  of  Moses  Hale,  Jr,,  was  bap.  17  July,  1737. 
Of  tlie  five  Moses  Hales  who  were  contemporary  (p.  160,  1-5), 
the  one  indicated  at  that  date  by  "  Jr,"  was  the  Hale  "  not  Eev," 
No,  3,  No,  2  was  then  at  Haverhill  (p,  109),  No,  4  was  not 
man-ied  until  1744  (p,  155),  No,  5,  not  married  until  1742 
(p.  165),  is  designated  in  record  as  "  Rev.  Moses  Hale's  son 
Moses"  and  as  "  Jr,"  in  1747,  after  removal  of  No.  3  to 
Hampstead.  It  is  supposed,  therefore,  that  Moses  Hale 
(Thomas^,  Thomas^,  Thomas')  No,  3  (p.  96)  had  two  daughters, 
Elizabeth,  the  first  dying  in  infancy,  the  second  marrying 
Jacob  Gould  (p,  196). 

Eunice  was  bap,  in  Byfield  Parish  3  June,  1739  (p.  196). 
Lucy,  5  March,  1740  (p.  197), 

The  following  entry  is  also  made  among  the  baptisms : 
"Nathan,  son  of  Moses  Hale,  Jr.,  Sept.,  1743,"  This  is  un- 
doubtedly the  son  of  Moses  Hale  No.  3,  probably  born  in 
Rowley,  not  Hampstead.  It  is  doubtful  if  his  father  removed 
to  Hampstead  so  early  in  the  decade  as  1742,  He  is  probably 
the  "  Moses  Hale,  Jr.,"  witnessing  the  will  of  Rev,  Moses  Hale, 
1743-4  (p.  76,  159),  if  not  Moses  Hale  No,  4  (p,  155), 

Pages  159-167-  The  confusion  in  the  author's  mind  con- 
cerning the  several  Moses  Hales  is  occasioned  by  partial  infor- 
mation concerning  Moses  Hale*  (Rev.  Moses^  John^,  Thomas') 
No,  5,  He  was  born  in  the  parsonage  of  Byfield  Parish  in 
January,  1718,  being  baptized  15  Jan,,  1718,  by  his  father 
(No,  1).  He  was  a  ''carpenter,"  "house  builder,"  as  well  as 
farmer.  He  m,  1,  Abigail  Huse,  d,  of  Abel  Huse,  She  "  died 
4  June,  1764,  age  41,"  He  m.  L>,  Sarah  Jewett  in  1766.  He 
left  children  by  both  wives.  He  died  "'23  March,  1776, 
aged  58," 

Paragraph  A,  p,  161,  refers  to  this  Moses  Hale,  So,  also, 
B  and  0,  Paragraph  D,  p.  162,  refers  to  another  Moses  Hale, 
probably  5th  generation.  The  references  of  the  remaining 
notes  are  evident. 

Two  facts  should  be  added  to  list  of  children,  pages  165,  166 : 

Mary,  b.  5  Nov.,  1743,  died  24  July,  1759,  "of  a  fever," 
Abigail,  bap.  3  May,  1747,  was  next  younger  than  Moses. 
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Pages  65,  120,  121.     By  reference  to  these  pages  it  will  be 
seen  that  the  date  of  the  birth  of   Martha  Hale  (SamueP, 

Thomas^,  Thomas^),  who  m.  1,  Moses  Jewett ;  2, Doe,  is 

in  dispute.  The  date  1709  is  inconsistent  with  the  Exeter 
records.  Samuel  Hale  may  have  had  a  d.  Martha,  b.  1709,  who 
died  young  ;  but  Martha  (Hale)  Jewett  was  born  in  17 1 8.  In 
Byfield  Parish  is  recorded  the  bap.  of  "  Martha  Hale,  daughter 
of  Samuel  Hale,  April  13, 1718,"  as  also  bap.  of  Jane,  Aug.  5, 
1711,  and  David,  Oct.  3,  1714.  Martha  is  named  in  will  of 
her  father  (p.  65)  after  Mary  and  Jane,  implying  that  she  was 
younger ;  and  the  date  1718  can  be  harmonized  with  the  date 
of  her  death  in  Exeter  records  (p.  121).
